and tho exhibition of- her outraged daughters with her in her wav- 
clmriot. London (Lontlinium), already 0110 of tho chief Homan 
colonics, was minced to ashes, and 70,000 Romans and other 
strangers wore massacred. Rut Suetonius avenged this cruelty in 
t\ great lxittlo (a.i*. ,02), in which 80,000 Britons perished, and 
Iloadicea only saved herself from captivity by poison. Suetonius 
was recalled by Nero; and, after tho successive administrations of 
Ceroalia (a.i>. 71) and Julius Fvontinus, Vespasian intrusted tho 
government to Jur.iCS AomcotA, who comploted tiro conquest of 
tlio island, and whoso campaigns aro recorded by his son-in-law, tho 
great historian Tacitus. His govornmont lasted seven years (78-35). 
In 81 ho drew a line of fortresso3 across tlio island, hetweon tho 
Full is of Olydo and Forth. In 81 and 85 bo advanced into Cale¬ 
donia (Scot fund), and in tire Inlter year ho defeated the Caledonians, 
under Galgacua, at the foot of the Grampians. Ilia (loot niso cir¬ 
cumnavigated tire island. 

Thus was the country subdued by tho Romans ns far north as tho 
feel of tho Scottish highlands, in which tho Caledonians kept their 
ground. Tho frontier on this side was not well defined till tho 
reign of Hadrian, who visitod tho island In person, and fixed the 
limit of tlio empire with Ids characteristic moderation. He raised 
an earthen rampart across from tlm Solway Firth to the Tyue, tho 
remains of which aro known ns tho Picls’ Wall, Tho frontier was 
'extonded under his successor Antoninus Pius, bo ns to embrace the 
southern part of what is now Scotland; and a now rampart was 
drawn by tho governor, Lollius Urbicue, nlong tho lino of A gricola's 
fortB, between the Firths of Forth and Clyde, a.d. HO, which was

his legions from Britain. Tlioy returned in 418, ot tho prayer of 
Iho Britons, on a now inroad of tho I’iefs nml Scots; bftf, after 
repulsing tlie enemy, repairing tlio fortresses, and hying to teach 
tlic use of arms to the enervated people, they took their final leave. 
The Britons now made one last effort in their own defence, and, 
andcr the Gaulish bishop, St. Geminin of Auserre, they gained tho 
victory over tho Piets nml Scots which was called, from their battlo- 
cvy, tlio IIau.fxujaii Vicroisv, a.d. 129. In 410 they made their 
last appeal to Home, by a letter to the great patrician Ail this, 
inscribed The Groans of (he ItrUons. Acting was " not deaf to then- 
cry of anguish,” hut, pressed by the terrible Attila, ho had no help to 
give them. In their despair, and guided by tlio advice of Yorligern, 
a prince in tho south of Britain, they invoked tho aid of the Saxons 
to repel iho Bids and Scots, a remedy more futal than tho disease. 

Tho stato in which tho Homans had loft Britain was one of great 
prosperity in agriculture and tho arts of life. Tho province was 
traversed by four great roads, parts of which are still used ; namely, 
Wailing Street, the high-road from tlio continent to tho north-west, 
beginning at Bntupico (Jiichborough) on tho const of Kent, passing 
through London, and ending at Caernarvon; Jlcenild or Rihenild 
Street, from Tynemouth, through York, Derby, and Birmingham, to 
St. David's; hiniii or JJermin Sired, from St. David’s to South¬ 
ampton ; and tho Foss, between Comwnllnnd Lincoln. Other great 
works of civilization, though vanished from tire face of tho country, 
are continually disinterred from beneath its soil. Thoro wero cities

The East Angles revolted 
from Mercia, ami placed themselves under Egbert's protection.

as the eighth Brotwnhln , but tho title of “ King of tho English” was 
first adopted by Edward the Elder son of Alfred th“ Great.

Justice was ml ministered in tlio courts of tlio hundred and the 
county, witli an appeal from tlio latter to Urn king in council. The 
county court being too largo, it beenmo Hie custom toinhust tlio 
finding of a verdict to a committee of 12 or 24 or St* of tlio jn'm- 
cipal thanes, which was thus somewhat like tho later jury. Uni 
instead of tlio verdict depending on the evidence, tho licensed was 
permitted to clear himself by his own out h nncl those of neigh¬ 
bours, as compurgators. Another modo of trial was (he ordeal, wide), 
was conducted in chinch hy tho clergy. It consisted in tlio 
exposure of tho accused to sumo dnngcious or painful experiment, 
such as plunging thu hand in boiling water (tlio ordeal by na(n-), 
or carrying a bar of hot iron (the ordeal bv fne). Bndi trials ani 
open to tbo suspicion of colhisiou, without’ which few could huvo 
eaaped. Tbo general puntsWflt was n fine, or compensation to 
the injured man, or, in cases of muntei, to his relatives [wergild) • 
but capital punishment was inflicted in nlroeimis eases, as was also 
bamdtmeal. Tbo exile was said to boar -a wolf’s head ; and, us 
snob, he might bo Inwled down end billed tvilhjuiptttitfy. | n (| m 
Anglo-Saxon silds. or associations of persons of- different ranks, 
may be seen tlie ongia of uur municipal corporations.

Upon his tkath, in ihc 33rd year of )iis ngr, his second wife, 
Elfrida, Ivied io obtain (lie kingdom fov her soil Kthcliod. who 
was only 7 years oh]; b»i the influence of Dmislnn secured it to 
Edgar's elder son, Eoward II., who was only 13 (a.h. J)7fi-97f»j. 
Ho was suruamed the SLturyjj, from fbo manner of his death. 
As ho w.is hunting one day in Dorsetshire, hn wns led by tho 
chaw near Corib Caslle, tho reaidrnco of his step-mothor, Elfrida, 
whom lie visited without attendants. While drinking u parting 
cup, after he had mounted his horse, he was stabbed from behind 
by n Bi-rrant of Elfrida. Ho put spurs to his horse, hut soon 
dropped from the saddle and was dragged by the stirrup till ho 
died. 

Blfrids’s son, Ediblreo II., tub U.VRram - (07!J-101fi), wns 
crowned at Kingston by Duiistan, who is said to have pronounced 
over him a curao instead of tho blessing. Henceforth wo bear 
Utile of Iho ambitious prelate, who lived ten yours longer. Bui 
the Northmen renewed their attacks, which wero only flic mom 
encouraged by Elhelred's attempts to buy them oft’. Tho tribute 
raised for lUs purposr, am! continued aftenvards, became odious 
under tho name of JJnnegeU (Dune-money). Klhtlrrd tried u I so to 
propitiate his enemies by a marriage with Emma, sister of Diehard 
11^ duke of Normandy, iu. 1001. d But shortly utter, his reins 
prompted him to contrive a massacre of Iho Dufies, which began 
on the festival of St. Brico. November 13th, 1002. It cannot have 
been universal, ns the Danes formed by far tho majority in some 
parts of the kingdom; but, in tho south, tho rage of tho Saxon 
populate spared neither ago nor sex. Among tho victims was 
Gmiikio, sister of tho king of Denmark, who, put to death by 
Ethel rod's own coraronnd, prophesied wilh her latest bicflth (he 
speedy ruin of tho English, Her brother, Swkyn, soon uppenred 
off the western coast to fnlfi! her prophecy. In 1033 ho Jmd 
conquered the kingdom, and Ethclred Aid to Normandy But. in 
™ weeks Sweyn’s death opened the way for his return, early in 
1014. Canute (properly Knut'„ fiweyn’e son and appointed sue- 
ewstfw. retired to Denmark; but he returned in 101.1, and found an

Meanwhile Edward died on lho 5th of January, 1000, and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, then just coiiHcontlcd, where Ids 
successors am still crowned in his chair, lie was canonized, with 
Ihefcimmino of Confessor, a century after his dcnfli. He compiled 
a body of laws from the codes of Etlielhrrl, Iita, mid Alfred, which 
is now lost.

ilylllK willmtll Inrnio, Mill iltilnlli lnliK of 1 ml It nI 1011 Id 1)0 InllOfiltld by 
Min mirvivor. Homy, wlio Imd Inmii k*l’l. out of llio Ifoilly, Mirow 
liiinm lf Into tliy loilimw of Hi, Mk'liiud'g Mount* wliniioo lio mtulc 
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incuraionfl upon Normandy. After a. siege, attended Ly some 
romantic incidents, ho wns forced t'» capitulate, and was sent awny 
in povorly and otde. 

Robert returned to England with William, nnd joined !i:m in nn 
expedition aguinsl Scotland, whioh resulted in Malcolm's ceding 
Cumberland to England (1091), and in tho submission of Edgar 
Alheling to William. Edgar accompanied Robert to Normandy. 
Two years later Malcolm again invaded England, and was killed in 
Northumberland. Ho was succeeded by bis brother, Donald Bane. 

About Ibe same time William was at variance with tho new 
archbishop of Canterbury, Anselm, about the temporalities of tho 
church; and such wns tho king’s violence, that Anselm at Inst 
retired Rom tho kingdom (1097). 

Meanwhilo tho preaching of Peter tho Hermit had enkindled the 
leal of Christendom for the recovety of the Holy Sepulchre from 
the Saracens; and tho First Olil'SADB whs midortakon in 1090. 
Robert of Normandy joined in the enterprise ; and, to raise tho 
needful funds, he mortgaged to William his duohies of Normandy 
and Maine for 10,000 marks, which were rnised by violent extortion 
from the English, 1096. Tho exmnplo of Robert was followed by 
William, duke of Guienno nnd count of Poitiers, in 1099; but before 
William Rufus could prepare his army to take possession of these 
provinces, lira reign was dosed by n violent death. As ho was 
bunting in the Now Forest, with a French gontleman named 
Walter Tyrrol, an arrow shot by Tyrrel glanced from n Deo full 
hrto the king’s breast, nnd killed him. Tyrrol fled to Franco. 
William's body was found by peasants and carried to Winchester, 
where be was buried. Tho manner of Iris death led to tho suspicion 
of assassination; while tho ploco of it wna rcgimlod ns a divine 
judgment on tho family of fho Conqueror, two of whoso sons had 
u»w perished m tho forest which ho bail so tyrannically enclosed. / )> 
William Rufus died on the 2nd of August, 1100, in tlm 13th year 
of his reign, and about tho doth of his age. Tho success of Iris 
government proves that ho possessed much of his father's ability; 
•but there were none of his fathers bettor qualities in his fierce and 
unscrupulous character. Even that noble monument, of his rebre 
the great hall of the royal palace of Westminster (Westminster 
/fatt,, m well as the bridgo which he built over the Thames, and 
Ws wall round the Tower of Londou, aro said to hav« boon reared 
oj great oppression.

Hut he had now lo meet tho hostility of his hrolhor Hobotf, who 
claimed tho Knglish crown hy (ho double right of birth ami of his 
treaty with William Itnfiis; whilo on Henry's side there wore the 
choice of his sir hj cots, and Iho plea Unit his in I ('reals had never been 
consulted hy his brothers, ltobert landed at l'ortsinmith (July 19, 
1101), bat war was avoided on terms liko those of tho former treaty 
butweeu Itobort and William, that is, tho succession of llio survivor. 

Henry soon found, in (ho discontent of Ilohcrl’s Norman snljeols, 
u proloxt for soiling nsido tho treaty. Handing in Normandy it. 
1105, ho dofcnlod his brother In tho great batlio of Tcnchobray, 
Itoliovt lumsolf was taken prisoner, atul after a ouptivlty of twenty- 
eight yonrs, died in tho castle of CardifT; n princo whoso many 
gonorous impulses woro rondored fruitless hy passion and impru* 
donco. I'M gar Alheling was also taken at Tcnchobray; liberated 
and pensioned by Homy, hn lived in obscurity in Knglaml lo a good 
old age, and with him expired Die undo lino of Gordin. 

Henry next settled an important conhoveisy with Dm pope. 
Wliou a bishop whs rqipoiulcd, Iho king claimed Iho light of 
investiture into Iho benoflco, and at the sumo timu lm received Dio 
now prelato’s homaflc for Dio temporal possessions of iho see. JJy 
refusing these ceremonies, Iho king virlually reserved tho appoint¬ 
ment lo himaolf. These claims were resisted by the papal see, 
wliioli was nowniming at ontiro hidopondoncc ; and tho arohblBhop, 
Ansolin, had rofuBcd hoinngo lo tho king. Tho conlrovoisy was 
ondod by Henry’s giving up tlio right of investiture, but rolaining 
tho olftim to tho homayc. 

BIuoli of Iloury’s iimo was spent hi Normandy, wJicro tho enuso 
of llobGit’s son, William, was espoused by Iho Kronch king. His 
Knglish Bubjeels wero oppressed by tho cost of contimml wars, 
which woro only onded by llio death of William in a skirmish in 
1128. Ilut aholhor princo William, tho only legitimate son of 
Henry, had already mot with a lainontablo fate. 

It was in tho year 1120 that lfonry, having raado a peace with

In 1150 ho became, by his molbcr’s consent, 
Hoke of Normandy, to which Maine was added in tho following 
year, by tho death of his falher Geoffrey. Anjou was bequeathed 
to his younger brother, Geoffrey, from whom ho afterwords took 
It by force. Hia marriage with Eleanor, the divorced wife of 
Louis VII. of France, brought him Guionnc, Poitou, and other 
provinces in the south of France, of which sho was tho heiress, 
1152; and thus was laid llie foundation of those interesfa in 
Franco, which Mb successors fonght so hard io maintain. 

Henry now seemed powerful enough to reclaim lira mother’s 
crown; and he landed in England in 1158. His hopes were 
encouraged by a slight advantage gained over Stephen at Malmes¬ 
bury. But once more, as in tho contests between the sons of 
IVilliam I, tho nobles of both sides arranged a treaty, by which the 
crown wua loft to Stephen for his life, and Henry was designated 
his successor. In [esa than a yr-nr Stephen died, October 25th, 1151; 
and Henry, who Lad only relumed to Normandy in tho spring, 
landed in England on tho 6th of December, to found that famous 
dynasty in which Lho Saxon and Norman blood were mingled, nnd 
which reigned over England for Ihteo centuries, from Henry II. to 
Richard III, The house received tho surname of Plaxtauejjet, 
from tho sprig of Spanish broom { v lanla geiutta) which their fhundei 
Geoffrey used to wear in Ids hat.

Conan duko of Brittany, and Henry sailed to Normandy fo recover 
it. In the war which followed, Henry laid siege to Toulouse (1159); 
but I xrniu V U. of Franco anpj>oited the count of Tmilouso. H enry, 
however, paid Louis a visit, and so won him over by his id tout ions, 
that a peace was made (1H10), awl ratified by (ho bcliotiml of prineo 
Henry, tlio heir to (ho English crown, who was only 11 vo years old, 
to tho priucess Margaret of France, who was iu her orndle. Nnuten 
presently submitted lo Henry, and another marriage of infants was 
arranged between Conan's daughter and only child, a ml (he king's 
third sou, Geoffrey. Henry was now the real master of ] H i tinny • 
and on the doalb of tho duke, seven years Inter, he culered inlo the 
full possession of the province ns its suzerain. Al this epoch la's 
dominions on the Continent comprised about one-third of the 
whole French moumcliy of later days, while tho provinces under 
tbo immediate authority of tho king of France wore inferior to bis 


both in extent and opulence. The timo seemed at hand whoa both 
crowns might bo united on Henry’s head. 

Ent in the mean time events of tho deepest interest bad occurred 
in England, where Henry's attempt to limit tho power of the clergy 
had involved him in his celebrated conflict with Thomas A Bucket. 
This remarkable man was the first Englishman who emerged from 
tho obscurity to which his race were consigned when the Normans 
seized upon all flic higher offices of church nnd sfalo. Ho was horn 
of respectable parents in London. Ho began lrfo in Iho household 
of archbishop Theobald, who rewarded his tolonta and industry 
with preferment. He employed tho emoluments thus obtained in 


a journey to Italy, where ho studied civil law in tho then most 
famous University of Bologna. The learning thus acquired ol>- 
taiued for him, on his return, Uio archdeaconry of Canterbury ; and 
Theobald enqdoyed him also in a mission (o Home. On Henry's 
accession, the archbishop obtained Beeket's appointment to the 
high ofllca of chancellor. The king enriched him with several 
forfeited baronies, and intrusted to him the education of his sou 
and heir, prince Heniy. Bccket now assumed a sin to in which no 
English subject had lived before. A large retinue of knights waited 
upon lnm; the highest barons crowded his halls to pay their court, 
and placed their sons in his household for education; 'and the king 
himself was frequently his guest. 

On the death of Theobald, Henry at onen fixed Q n Beekot. ns his 
successor, relying on his support in his contemplated measures 4 


against the encroachments of the clergy. Bet-fret accepted tho 
dignity with very different intentions; nnd was installed (18 arch- 
bishop of Canterbury on Whitsunday, May 24th, IIG2. Ho at 
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once resigned Iho oflloo of chancellor, llioroby ini hunting to the 
king, who wna deeply offended, Ida resolution to <Vco Immsolf from 
all tios of depondoneo on tho crown. Ho maintained tho pomp of 
Iris household on u scale proportioned to his now dignity, while in 
Ida own povson ho practised'extreme austerity. Ho lived on bread 
find wator; und not only wore Backcloth next his skin, but kept it 
unchanged till it was full of vermin, ami scarred his back with 
frequent discipline. In professed imitation of Cluist, ho duily s 
washed tho feet of thirleon beggars, dismissing them with presonfs. 
How much of this wns ostontalioii, or how litllo of it genuine pioly, 
it is not for tho historian to deeido; but at all events, no course 
could liavo been butler suited to gain over tho minds of tho people. * 
and so to prepare the way for hia schemes ol ambition. 

But Bucket cl mao a strange case for a trial of strongth. A 
clergyman in Worcestershire, after debauching a gentleman's 
daughter, murdered her father; utul, when tho king claimed tho 
offender for condign punishment. Bucket interposed the authority 
of tho church. Ho kept him safe, in (lie bishop's prison, from tho 
king’s o Ulcers; declared. that hiB degradation wna on adequate 
punishment; and denied that the clerk, when degraded, could thou 
bo seized by tho civil power, ns it would ho trying him twice for 
tho samo offence. 

Homy gladly availed himself of so flagrant a ease to deoido tho 
whole question of the relative authority of chute 1 1 and stale, IIo 
called a council at West minster, 1103, amt demanded of tho prolutoa 
whether they would observe tho “customs” of tho kingdom, as 
settled under Homy I. They professed their willingness “saving 
the r ights of llwiv ovder; ” thus evading tho whole qnostiem. ‘ . 

But Henry wns not to bo so duped. Itesolved to have a clear 
decision ns to what these ancient customs were, and (hen to enforce 
compliance with them, ho assembled n. council of tho nobles anil 
clergy, under tho presidency of John biBhop of Oxford, at Uhi- 
rondon, near Salisbury, January S>5, 11(11. This assembly, overawed, 
according to the writers of tho clerical party, by threats of violence, 
passed tho aixteou articles known us the Oonsi’itl'tioks ov Cl,\- , 
rex don. Their chief provisions woro : that every clerk accused of , 
crimo should appear before the secular courts;—that no alork | 
should absont himself from tho realm without permission of tho f 
kingthat vneant bishoprics and other high bouoflccs should bo | 
in tho keeping of tho king, who should receive their rovenuga ; and f 
that they should bo 111 led up by tho higher clergy, convened under | 
tho king's direction, subject to bis approval of their choice;—that | 
no officers of tho royal house)told, or tonuntsdu-ohief under tho I 
rrown, should bo excommunicated without the king's consent;— |

primato’B ruin. Beckot, howovor, imulo Ills escape, and fled to 
Franco (Nov. 11C1). During llio six years (lint lio lived in oxiJo 
liis cause’was espoused by Louis VII., and loS9 vigorously by tho 
pope Alexander III., while Heavy treated hie adherents in England 
with great so verity. Louis's protection of Jicckct caused a war 
with Franco (11(57), in which llonry gained mono advantages, but 
pcnco was unidu on January 0, 11U9 ; and in tho following year 
Louis effected u reconciliation between tho Iting amt the arch- 
bishop, who tmd an interview at Frclvillo, in Tom nine, July 22, 

1170. 

But even beforo Beokot returned to England ho found n now 
cause lor quar’ol. Henry, fearing that Ida kingdom miglit bo placed 
under a papal interdict, had thought it prudent to nssooiato Ids son 
Henry in tho kingdom, and had caused him io bo crowned by tho 
orohbisbop of York, Juno lfi, 1170. Bucket held that tho primate 
nhmo could perform tho ceremony of a coronation ; and Henry had 
promised ils repetition. But Bucket could not wait for the fuiiil- 
mentof this promise. On Ida return to England in December, ho 
met tho archbishop of York, on his way to join tho king in Xov 
mainly, and pronounced against him a sentence of deprivation, 
which ho had previously obhdnod from tho pope. By tiro enino 
authority ho oxeommuniealcd tho bishops of London and Salisbury, 
who accompanied tho moltbishop of York. But Ibis was his last 
not of arrogant authority. 

While Bucket continued his journey in stato, welcomed will) 
acclamations ami hymns by (ho people, who came out in procession 
to mcot hint, tho prelates just named arrived at Hfiyoux, and in¬ 
formed tho king of tho sontenco pronounced against them. “ Whirl 1“ 
cried tho king, " tins mail, who Iwr eaten my bread, who oamo to 
my court on a Inmo horso, insults mo to my faeo, and Micro is nemo 
of tire servants who cat at my (nblo that will avongo mol " TJiobo 0 < ■ , v 
words wore probably bid tbo vngrio expression of unbridled anger; 
but they tumid only too willing hearers. Four gcnllomcn of tho 
kings household, Reginald FUz-Uiw, William do Tracy, Hugh do 
Moroville, and Richard Brito (the Broton), agreed with euoii other 
to execute his supposed wishes. They departed secretly, hut not 
until they had <1 topped some oxpvossions whioh induced tho king 
to send attor thorn a meBsongor, charging them to do nothing 
against tho prhnnto s person; hut this messenger arrived too la to. 

Meanwhile Bcekol had found himsulf surrouudod, ut Onnlorbury, 
with danger, oven to bis life; but, maintaining His haughty be«r- 
big, ho pronehed in tho cathedral on Christ urns-clay, and afterwards 
excommunicated Ranulf and Roboi t do Broo, wlro had boon the 
acquest rat ore of tho see during hia absence. 
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It was nt the house of this some llamilf, at Saliwood, that the \ 
conspirators met three days lfttev (December 2&\, having travelled \ 
from Normandy by different routes. The day after they proceeded I 
to Canterbury, and, being joined by certain assassins, they went to ! 
the palace, and. with many threats, required Bechet to absolve the 
prelates. His alarmed attendants hurried him into tho church, , 
whither tho assassins followed, after arming themselves. Bechet 
met them at the door of the chapel of St. Benedict. Fitz-Urse , 
approached him, battle-axe in band, exclaiming, “Where is the 
traitor?'' and Bccket replied, “ Reginald, hero I am; no traitor, hut f 
the archbishop and priest of Cod; wliat do you wish ? ” They again !. 
demanded Hint ho should revoke tlio excommunication, which bo / 
still steadfastly refused. Tlien begun tho scone of violence: they <■ 
tried to drag liini out to unconscerated ground; ho rcsiblcd, and : 
flung Tracy on tho pavement. Filz-Urso struck off his cap with ' 
his sword: then Trooy aimed at him a blow which was intercepted < 
by tho arm of Grim, a monk of Cambridge, but still it grazed 
BeckoCs head and wounded bis shoulder. Wiping away tho trick- ] 
■yng blood, he said, “ Into thy bauds, 0 Lord, I commend n»y spirit." \\ 
Another stroke from Tmcy brought him to his knees; and, having jj 
gently murmured, “ For tlie name of Jesus and tho defence of tlio fJ 
church I am willing to die," bo foil motionless on bis face; mid V 
one more tremendous blow from Richard the Breton cleft his skull ' 
and finished tlio deed of murder. This fearful crime was per- . s 
petrated on Tuesday, tho 20th of December, 1170, and tho mangled «; 
corpse waa buried hastily in tho crypt on the 3 1st. Bccket was j 
canonized, as a saint and martyr, by pope Alexander III., March 8, « 

1173: and the anniversary of his death became a marked day io > 
the Anglican calendar. Hifl body was removed, in 1220, to s 
magnificent shrino behind the high altar, which was enriched wltli 
presents from nil Christendom, and visited by troops of pilgrims, ' 
the number of whom amounted in one year to 100,000. Tho shrine j 
was destroyed, and the celebration of tho martyrdom of St. Thomas'; ' 
was abolished, by Henry VIII., hut his story’ still forms one of tlio ; 
most interesting "Memorials of Canterbury;" his nnmo is borne by. 1 
sixty-four English churches ; and tho genius of Chaucer 1ms given ! 
to the “ Canterbury Filgrims " another immortality than tlint which 
they sought at Rocket’s shrine. 1 ' 

Never could a name attain such eminence by par ty prejudice or 
mere fanaticism : there must have beou real greatness to command 
such fam e. Bccket was an intrepid champion of what ho deemed', 
a sacred canse; and neither the object lie pursued nor the means 
he can ployed should ba judged by the notions of our ngo. Neither 
tkfiknt nor his adversaries thought of tho cause of tlio church Of

Henry lmd early formed tbo design of adding Ireland to his 
dominions; and be bad recourse to tbo convenient doctrine tlmt 
under an alleged donation of Constantino, tfio popo could dispose 
of outlying countries, and especially of islnnds. Adrian IV. (Break- 
spear), (bo only English popo of tbo whole lino of pontiffs, was 
equally disposed to aggrandize his country, and to subject fho’hM 
church to the authority of Romo, which she bad always resisted 
He issued a bull in 1156, granting tbo sovereignty over tbo island 
to tlio king of England, but it was some yen is b ofoio Henry whs 
prepared to mnko llio acquisition. 

T he desired occasion at longth aroso oul of a quarrel among 
the Irish chieftains. Dormot Mneworrogb, king of f minster, be¬ 
ing expelled from his kingdom for an outrage 1, 0 lmd committed

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(1)75). Meanwhile the French king made pencowitli Ilemy : Hie 
English rebels submitted to him; and his sons returned to their 
obedience, and did liomngo Tor thoir possessions. 

The followiug years wero occupied in the intorimi admin iei ration 
0 f (ho kingdom : tho constitution of winch,asn Norman sovereignty, 
was now definitively settled, beforo it rcceivul those new elements 
of freedom which wove added under tho lator P Inula genets. 

The Norman constitution had this ono point in common with (lie 
Saxon, that both wero hosed on a military ongnnualion. The atnte 
was modelled on tho camp. But this organization assumed very 
different forms among tho Germans in ihcir native homes, and 
among the hordes that overran the provinces of tJio Human empire. 
The former ohorished greater loyalty to their chiefs, and greater 
respect for tho rights of individual citizens; tho latter, banded 
together as brethren in arms, mndo a boast of personal inde¬ 
pendence and equality among thorn solves, while the pooplo subdued 
by them formed a lower class, looked upon ns having no political 
and scarcely any social rights. When Charles the Simple inquired 
of tho Northmen what title thoir lender horn, the reply was, “ None, 
we are all equally freo.” When thoy began to form settled states, 
they found it necessary to frame institutions based npon, hut modify¬ 
ing, these principles; and hence arose that celebrated constitution, 
of which wo still preserve many traces, called tho Fko]>al Systkm. 

The essential idea of this system was, that among tho gentlemen 
of equal birth, and equally entitled to hear arms, such voluntary 
service should bo rendered to those whom fortune and ability had 
raised obovo tho rest, as might bo honourable in itself and con¬ 
sistent with personal independence; and that this service should 
bo rewarded in the like spirit. It was on these tonus only that the 
king was raised over his peers (i. e. pares, as tho nobles wero empha¬ 
tically called, lo assert their equality), and they above their re¬ 
tainers who wero of gentle blood. Tho relation mny bo compared 
to tlrnt which still exists in our naval and military services, where 
the officers aia equal as gentlemen, but have their allotted ranks 
for tho purposes of the service; only tho bond of discipline, was 
almost wanting. The persons being in this position, thoir claim on 
the property acquired in tho countries they overran was also equal 
in theory ; but its distribution was regulated ns follows. Tim king 
was the supremo lord of tho land, with exceptions to be inonlioned 
presently. Tbe public laud wag tho fund for rewarding tho military 
service which his peers and others wero bound to render to the 
king, whito its possession formed a new obligation to fiucli service 
The possessions so held were called fiefs (it, Latin, benefieia ); and 
the possessor became tho vassal of the king, who was tho feudal lord

Again, us (ho 
conquered latuLs were distributed to IiJb follow era nt his pica sure, 
lie took caro not to make iho estates bo largo as to be duTigcrtms to 
himself, and ho distributed them ovor ditl'mmt comities. Hence 
Mm nobles of England seldom dcHcd fbo eiown, or carried o u private 
• wars, aa they did iu other countries. 

The legislative power was vested in tho king, together with the 
Great Council of the Bealm, or Royal Court . afterwards called the 
Fahlumest, 


This council was composed of tho archbishops, bishops, and prin¬ 
cipal uhliots, with tho Greater Barons, that is, the superior class 
'Tor there were two elnasesj of tenants under tho crown. Tho 
lesser harems were also summoned, especially when tuxes wero to 
bo imposed; but tho commons, that is, tho representatives of comi¬ 
ties and boroughs, had no placo in tho council hefoio tho reign of 
Henry III. Tho funotions of tho Grout Council wero to gmnt 
money to tho king, and to assist him in mailing now laws. For tho 
former purposo (he consent of (ho lessor ns well as Iho greater 
Umrna was required ; ami the Norman kings bound themselves not 
to levy money from their tenants without their consent, being given 
in a great council of the realm. Tim Council used to he summoned 
at the great festivals of CJir/sluws, Faster, and Whitsuntide, and at 
other times as occasion required. How far its assent was necessary 
to the making of laws docs not appear. Indeed, the whole process 
of legislation under Iho Mormon kings was iu a very unsettled state. 
Tim royal charters wero confirmations of old privilege*, uiUht than 
now enactments; and in tho practical administration of justice 
there seems to have been a conflict between tho will of Iho sovereign 
and the Auglo-Soxou laws, in which tho latter constantly gained 
more and more force. Some even regard tho Norman Code, called 
(he Grand CiMtumier (or great customary), as of Anglo-Saxon 
origin. It was Dot till tho reign of Henry It. that tho Norman 
kings begun to bo real legislators, and to this reign belong most of 
the changes which are commonly ascrikd to tho Conqueror.

Tire Church was advanced in power by the Conqueror, in return 
Par tiio support which Homo gave to his claim to the crown. Ho 
separated the civil and ecclesiastical jurisdictions, which hud been 
united under the Anglo-Saxon kings. IIo prohibited [ho bishops 
from sitting in the comity courts, and allowed ecclesiastical causes 
to be tried in spiritual courts only. Ilo assigned to tiro chinch 
one-third of the knights' fees into which ho divided England. 

From all the lien Hits of the political system thus dcsciibed, ono 
class, (lie lowist, of the people were excluded. Tboso were Uni 
villeins, who wire m fact slntrs. Idee the serfs of the Anglo-Saxons, 
lful, nt tho Conquest, most of tho crorls, or fret men in (he rank 
nlmvo tho serfs, lust their liberty, and were degmded into villeins. 
This class were more and mure oppressul, till under Henry JT. th« 
villein was incapable of holding property, and was at the mercy of 
his'lord s arbitrary will, except that the law protected him from 
tho worst farms of personal injury. Villeins wero of two elus--.ee. 
Tim villeins regardant (in Latin adscripti gkhx) clmngul owners 
with tho luiuls to which they wero allaclicd ; while tho villeins in 
gross (or at large, were not attached to particular lands, and might 
bo sold in the open market to any purchaser. Of all tho Steps in 
Ibe progress of English liberty, none is mate interesting than tho 
process by which vilkuaye was abolished end its degraded victims 
became the noble peasantry of England. Their recovery u( (heir 
liberty was not only the removal of tho stain of slavery, but tho 
revival of tlie old Anglo-Saxon race of freemen. 

The years in which Henry was chiefly occupied wifh internal 
administration (1175-1181 j present no important events, except 
l’rince John's appointment us Lord of Ireland (1177); in which 
office ho so enraged tho native chieftains by his petulance and 
incapacity, that it way necessary (o recall him. In 1)80 Louis YH.. 
king of Franco, was succeeded by I'lnlip Augustus. 

Hut in 1182 the king's sons wcic again in open rebellion. Henry 
had claimed for prn.co Jlenry, bis eldest son, (ho homage of his 
brothers for their con linen hd possessions. They nil refused, and 
Richard was especially violent and insolent. Even prim e Henry 
ahmne-d by an alliance between Richard and tl.o Fiona!, king, took 
part with Ins brothers; but he was sebed with n fatal illness, and 
died in bitter remorse at tho age of 28, June 11 1188 Three 
yearn later OeoiTrcj was killed at a tournament nt Rum, August 19, 
18& It Has after hts deal I. Unit In's widow, Conslauce, gave birth 
lo tl.o unfortunate prince Atlhur. 6

Richards decision had been greatly inflntmeud hy tho tidings 
that his brother John was plotting to seize his kingdom, with thu 
support of Philip Augustus. Ho sailed from Aoro on tho 0th of 
October, ami, to avoid passing through Fiance, lio took his run to 
l»y tho Adriatic, near tho head of which sen ho was shipwrecked. 

He set out on his journey through Gcrmuny as n pilgrim ; but his 
disguise was discovered nt Vienna, and his old enemy, Leopold 
duke of Austria, arrested him (Dec. 2d, 1102 Imtgnvo him up on 
tlir rltinand of tho emperor Henry VI., who imprisoned him iu a 
castle in tho Tyrol. Tho beautiful legend of his discovery by tho 
minstrel Ilhmdel belongs (o a romance of tho I Utli eentnry. Richard 
nus brought by the emperor ih-Toio a diet nt Worms (May 20, 
HIM), where the German princes condemned tho conduct of tho 
emperor, whom the pope Uimitencd to excommunicato; and 
Richard recovered his liberty for a ransom of 150,000 marks. 

Mennwhilo the news had excited in Knglnnd an indignation 
which extended to Richard’s enemies at homo. Having made a 
treaty to profit by tho king’s captivity, Philip Augustus and John 
hegnn hostilities. The French king was repulsed iu Notmuudy; 
while John was forced to conclude a truco with the justiciaries 
who governed Kugluud in Richard’s absence, IIo was wam«-d of * 
his brother's' - return by a letter from Philip in these words: Take 
heed <o 3 <jurs«t/, (he devil it broken loose. All his possessions iu ' 
Knglnnd were forfeited by a great council of tho barons. 

The king sailed from the Seltcld, with a lici t soul from KngUud 
to convoy him, just in ti)no to escape the emissaries of tho emperor, 
who hail resolved to recapture him, and lauded at Sandwich 
March PI, 1101. Alter being crowned a second time nt Winchester 
'April 17y and forgiving Ids brother Jolm, he passed over into 
Normandy to avenge himself on the French king. Tho desultory 
war which followed was concluded by u truco fov fivo years, 
Jan. 13, 1100. lint three months bad not elapsed when Richard 
ended Ids biilliiuvl but comparatively useless Career by nn inglo¬ 
rious death. Hu was besieging n rebellious vassal in his ensile of | 
Chains, in Poitou, vclw-n be was wounded by an arrow in the j 
shoulder, and an unskilful surgeon made tho hurt mortal. Tho jj 
castle being taken, the archer, Gourdon, was brought before the 5 
king, and defied him to do all that his revenge prompted.

1203), Philip easily overran Normandy ; and the capture of Rouen 
'"July 1201) cftccted the reunion of that province to France, which 
was followed hy the submission of Anjou, Maine, 'Immune, and 
part of Poitou. After sumo fruit loss efforts to recover tho lost 
Fmnch provinces, Julm consented to a trneo with Philip, renouncing 
all tho country north of tho Loire, 1200. 

The loss of Normandy was soon followed hy a no kss disastrous 
conflict with tho Pupal Sec, which was then occupied hy the bold 
and ambitious Innocent III. On tho death of Hubert archbishop 
of Canterbury, in 1205, the pope set aside two rival candidates for 
tho primacy, and commanded the monks of Christchurch, Canter¬ 
bury, to elect SriuuiKK Lasutox, an Englishman, who had been 
brought up in Franco. The king avenged Urn usurpation by expel- 
ling tho monks of Christchurch ; and tho'pope replied by laying 
England under an interdict (March 23, 1208). By this net the 
pcoplo wero deprived of tho offices of religion, except hnptism, 
confession, and tiro ulsolution of the dying. Even tho dead wero 
not sntiered to ho interred in consecrated ground, lmt woro thrown 
into ditches hy the wayside. Instead of submitting, John nttaeked 
tho property and even tho persons of tho clergy, and this all tho 
more when the pope followed up tho interdict by a aonteneo of 
excommunication against tho king himself (Nov, 12051)- Tho terri- 
tied clergy neither dated to obey tho interdict, nor to publish tho 
sentence of excommunication. Tho king showed equal obstinacy 
in pulling down tiro discontents of his barons, many of whom fled 
to Ireland and Scotland. John marched northwards and received 
tribute atvl homage from tho Scotch king (Aug. 1203). Next year 
(1210) he invaded Ireland, nml reduced to obedience tho English 
Battlers, who had been aiming at itulepcndoneu; and tho year after 
ho penetrated into Walos ns far as Snowdon, nnd received the 
submission of tho principal chiefs (1211). These sneecs&oa wore 
attended with great cruelties, according to tho chroniclers, who 
were John’s bitter enemies. Their picture of Um king’s hateful 
character is probably faithful; but tho ovents of those Unco years 
prove that ho was tvit destitute of energy and courage. 

At length tiro pope produced the lust weapon of his spiritual 
armour)’. In 1212 ho absolved the English from their allegiance 
to John, nnd called on tho king of Franco to ox ecu to tho non tones 
of deposition. Philip collected a force for the invasion pf England, 
ami John saw that tho time was como when ho must yield.

! tho great principles of the security of personal liberty by tho process 
which was afterwards morn definitely embodied in tho writ of 
Habeas Corpus , and that of tho right of every accused person to bo 
t tried by a jury of his peers. Tho thiid great principle, of mo tax- 
■ at ion without representation, was embodied in tho provision that no 
f " .sentiigo " or “ aid ” should bo imposed without tho consent of Ilia 
* great couucil of the kingdom (except in certain mat tors personal to 
tlio crown); while tho mode of constituting this council was laid 
down, namely, Hint tho superior clergy amt nobles should bo sum¬ 
moned by tho king's writ, and all other tenants in chief by tho 
sheriff. Tito Charter also secured tho liberties of London and Iht 
other great cities, and protected tho people, of ovory class, from 
excessive fines; nor did it overlook tho meanest of tho people, for 
it provided thqt oven villeins wero not to ho deprived of their imple¬ 
ments of husbandry. 

The Great Charter 1ms always remained tho fundamental law 
of the constitutional monarchy of England. It waa confirmed, ip 
succeeding reigns, by po less than 38 solemn rati lien t ions. The 
ruoBt important of these were in tho 1st. 2nd, and 9lh years oi 
Henry III., the last being tho form in which it elands to "this day 
unaltered in our statuto-book. Tlioro wero tlneo other ratifications 
by Henry III., throe by Edward I., fifteen by Edward III., six 
by lUohnrd II., six by Henry IV., ono by Iionry V., nnd one by 
Henry VI.

CHATTER IX. 

thr house of pi.ANTAOF.MiiT— continued. 
jiesry in. 1216 - 1272 . 

Hksr? IIL, of Winchester, the cider of Joint’s two sons, occu¬ 
pied tlio throne for a longer period than any English king, except 
George III., hut thcio are fow reigns bo barren of uventa. A boy 
of nine years old at his fathers death, ho Vos in tlio hnmls of tlio 
wiso ami brave carl of I'cmbroko, who had him crowned at Glou¬ 
cester 'Oct. 25*, 121G), when the young king did homage to the pope 
for hi» dourtttiQiM. 

Pembroke, appointed protector by a eonnoil of tlio barons at 
Dristol (Nov. 12), confirmed tho Great Charter, thereby conciliating 
the people and gaining over ninny of tho inBiirgant barons. Louis 
uud Ida adherents were excommunicated by the papal legato for 
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continuing tbo war (April 18, 11117); his nriny was defeated at 
I.ineotu (May *20); n licet sent from Franca wilh reinforcements 
‘suffered tho «imo fate aft’ Dover (Aug. 21); find bo lilinsclf was 
besieged in London by Pembroke, with whom bo concluded a trnco 
ami quitted Knglnml (Sept. 11, 1217). 

Hut tho batons kept (bo loyal eustU'H that they hn<l m-ized; 
ami Iaula, becoming Icing Louis VllL. on Ida lather'd dentil (1223', 
not only brnlco bia promise to restore Norumudy, but invaded 
Poitou, and took J tool idle (1224). Henry no mod over to France, 
but gained no rcpntiifiou in tlio ttold ; while, in every part of bin 
government, lie began to allow tlio weak nets of Ida character. IIo 
bud lost tbo aid of Pembroke bv death (1218), and ho quarrelled 
with liia faithful counsellor, tlio justiciary Hubert do Burgh (1231), 
ami placed himself in tlio hands of Peter dea Bodies, bishop of 
Winchester, who had formerly gained discredit as n counsellor of 
John, and had been already oneo dismissed by Henry, This pro¬ 
late, a Poitovin by birth, filled all ollices with his countrymen; 
anil a further irruption of foreigners was caused by (ho king’s mnv- 
riugo with F. leu nor, daughter of the count of l’vovenco (1280). 
Tlio kingdom was threatened with another civil war, and hostilities 
actually occurred on tho Welsh border and in Ireland with tlio 
party hostile to Des Roches; but pence was soon restored, and tbo 
insurgents pardoned. Diying all his reign, however, tbo king was 
engaged in conflicts with his nobles. 

But befnrj these intestine commotions reached their height 
Bonn' engaged in several foreign wars. In 1242 ho made war 
upon Louis IX. of France, nnd lost his possessions in Poitou. In 
1253 he repelled an invasion of Uuicnno by tho king of Cnstiio, but 
incurred an enormous debt. In 121*5 ho was tempted hy (ho pojie, 
whom ho supported a gam si tho emperor Frederick II., to engage 
in an enterprise for the conquest of Naples, which only plunged 
him deeper into debt, and more cmhioiled, him with his barons. 
Indeed his subserviency to tho popo was one of the chief disgraces 
of his reign. The best of tlio ecclesiastical benefices wero given to 
Italians ; and the pecuniary exactions of tho aco of Romo, in various 
forms, became intolerablo. 

Meanwhile Henry's favourites were continually leading him to 
violate the Great Charter, though ho had solemnly confirmed it 
several times. At length tho prevailing discontent found an 
open utterance under tho guidance of Simo.v pe Mo.S’TKOKr, rarl 
of Leicester. This celebrated man was the younger son of Simon 
do 3 lout fart, who hud conducted ft crusade against tho Albigenses, 
and tho brother-in-law of tho king. He secretly convened tho chief 
barons, and united them in a confederacy, not only to redress tire 
Rxg. y 
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grievances of the kingdom, but to take its government into their 
own hands. At a parliament hold by the king, to ask supplies for 
bis enterprise ngainst Naples (May 2, 12I5R), tho barons appeared 
fully armed, and exacted from Henry a promiso to assemble another 
parliament to seltlo tho affairs ol tho realm. ' j 
This “ Mad Parliament,” ns it canio afterwards to be culled, met 
vat Oxford on tho lllli of June, and the king was really a prisoner 
| to tiro nrmed barons, who appointed fifteen of their own number, 

• with Do Monlfort at their head, to draw up a scheme of reform, to 
which they bound tlm king beforehand by nn until. Their mea¬ 
sures, known ns tho Provisions of Oxford, wt.ro these—that four 
knights should ho chosen by each county to etnto their grievances, 

I aiul that three sessions or parliament should bo hold every year. 
There were also provisions for tho dictions of sheriffs, for guarding 
estates from foreigners, and for other purposes, 

Tho barons followed up these enactments by taking all power 
into their own hands, changing all tho great officers of state, and 
even appointing a comm it too of twelve to wield tho whole power of 
tho parliament in the iutervols of its session. By enacting that tho 
circuits of tho itinerant justices should ho hold only every seven 
years, they removed a legal check on Ihcir power. Theso excess*s 
led to a reaction in tlm public mind; and the barons becamo divided 
among themselves hv the rivalry of the earls of Leicester and 
Gloucester. At this crisis the king visited Franco, then under tho 
government of Louis IX., who 1ms gained (ho name of Sr. Loins 
from his personal piety and his erusmlo against tlm Moors of Tunis. 

With him Henry arranged the pending questions concerning his 
French dominions, by llnuilv surrendering Normandy, which lie 
had no hope of recovering, white he was continued in tlm possession 
of Guionno, and was to receive Poitou hack after tho death of Louis , 
iNov. 1259). These causes of difference being removed, Louis was 
prepared to mediate between Henry and his rebellious subjects. 

During tho king’s absence in Franco the dissensions between the 
barons hiul threatened a new civil war, in which prince Edward j 

iafterwards so celebrated as Edward t.) prepared to take a [>nrt 
by levying troops. The. king mistrusted his son's in tent ions, hat 
Edward cleared himself of tho suspicion of treason bv n solemn j

The short remainder of Henry's reign wu» passed in pence. So 
fur, indeed, was tranquillity restored, that prince Edward ventured 
to follow tho impulse of Iris cl lived rous spirit and the example of tho 
I’lcuch king by embarking in a new erusado (12(19); and bo was 
si ill absent when Homy UT. oxpired «t Bury St. Edmunds, on the 
Kith of November, 1272, in tho GUIli year of his age and tho 57th of 
iiis reign. Ho was buried at Wcstminsfor on the 20lh, and fealty 
was at oneo sworn lo his son lid ward, “ though men were ignorant 
whether ho was alive, for ho had gone io distant countries beyond 
(ho sen, waiting against tho enemies of Christ." 

The period of nearly a century, from tiro death of Homy II. to 
that of Henry HI., completed tho transition from tho Norman 
sovereignty to oar English constitutional monarchy. Tho pcoplo 
had bccomo one; and all between fho greater barons and tho 
villeins wero equal in the oyo of tho law. Ilonco tho readiness 
with which nil classes united against Iho encroach men Is of Iho 
crown; and hence also (ho necessity, which tho barons felt, of 
anting with tho comiuQua. Thoiv closo confederacy with the great 
boroughs is proved by tho fact that London was always on their 
side, cscopt when tho king seized tho Tower by force. Tho absence 
of Richard, tho tyranny of John, and (ho weakness of Hom y, forced 
their subjects to tako into their own hands tho settlement of Mint 
constitution which was founded by the Client Olmrtor and finally 
established by tho parliament of Do Montforf. 

Duving tliis p«v/'. also was effected the fusion of tho /lupin-Saxon 
and tho Norman Ntench into thoKvousu Lanouaui: ; and (ho germs 
of tho notilo Literaturo of tho next ago began to show themselves. 

Tho Kith century wne a great period too in tho history of English 
Art; for in it was comploted tho transition from tho heavy Saxon 
and the massive Norman architecture to that gonuino and exqui¬ 
sitely beautiful Engmsu stylo which is still unhappily cnlled Gothic 
Westminster Abbey, which Henry 111. nearly lived to complete, may 
bo Uikon ns a typo of tho many glorious monuments of tho art that 
our own gouornlion is only now recovering.

Tfo now turned his whole attention to the Uoxqopst ok Wai.ks.

Lion. Those wero Jons BaMOL. grandson of Margaret tho oldest 
daughter; Boukbt Unrci?, son of Isabel tho second daughter; and 
Hastings lord of Abergavenny, grandson of Ada tho third daughter. 
Baliol claimed as tho lineal descendant of tho eldest daughter; 
lhu.ee as bring one degree nearer to tho common ancestor; while 
Hastings claimed only a third of tho kingdom, which was held l*y 
the estate's to bo indivisible. Tho parliament of Scotland referred 
Ihe decision to Edward, who advanced to tho frontier with a great 
army and summoned tho competitors and tho parliament to incot 
him at Norbam Castle on tho south bank of tho Tweed. Here ho 
announced his claim to make the deoisiou as suzerain of tho whole 
kingdom of Scotland, and sent hack tho astonished parliament to 
deli borate within their own border. Unable to resist, but unwilling 
to yield, the parliament kept silence. Edward then demanded 
homage from the candidates; and among tlioso who BulmriHed woio 
flnliol ami Bruce. Edward cosily obtained tho impartial judgments 
of the highest authorities in Europe in favour of tho claim of Baliol, 
for whom, therefore, ho decided, after receiving tho renewal of his 
bom ego both on Scotch and English ground (Nov. 90 and lXo. 20, 
1292). Ho now began to show his ultima to designs by sum 
naming Bdiul to London on trivial complaints, and treating him 
with marked indignity, evidently to drive him into rebellion, 
• and Baliol returned with tho resolution to shako olF tho English 
yoke. 

An opportunity was soon offered by a war with Franco, in which 
Edward became involved by « collision between somu Norman and 
English sailors, when tho mariners of the Uinquo Boris gained a 
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decisive victor y over a N'onimu flout (129-f). J’liilip IV. of France 
cilc-tf Jhlwunl, ns In's vussnl for Iho diteliy of GuiuWie, (o answer 
fur tlio ftUog<'(l outrago; and, by tho help of it filrahigem not unlike 
tfint which Kdwmd himself hud practised on flio Soils, lit 1 ul>(tiim >i 
possession of Ouifiino and declined it forfeit (o tbo French crown 
liif) J). While lit I ward ])it*j mxxd for war, Philip formed a wool 
alliance with John Balio), which proved tbo beginning of ft long and 
claso union between Franco and Scotland, 

As soon as fid waul gained ft knowledge of ibis tu'ivly lu> marched 
against Seel land imd took Berwick, March 'db, l‘2Ul>. B.dml, on 
bis p-.nl, openly vtuouuecd hie uUcgumcu; mnlngvvsit, huldo was 
fought at !)u>t(i»r, whole, tbo St-ufs were utterly do tented. lialioi 
surrendered biiu-olf ntwl resigned the crown (o Edward, who 
marched unopposed as fiir as Aberdeen nni! Elgin, nml Ibcn 
rt‘1 timed to London, carrying with him the regal in of Scotland and 
tiro venerated stone on which fhu .Scottish kings Imd been era win d 
at Scoiro from time immemorial. This alono may still be seen in 
tlio clinir uf 1-Mward tho Confessor, in wbieb Urn sovereigns of 
England aro still oiowtud, at Wesfmitisfor AbbeV. Baliul was 
imprisoned in the Tower fur two years and thou snflVied to loliru 
to France, whero bo died. Tho government of Scot land was 
intrusted lo John do Wnrermo carl nf Simey, with llngb Ocssing- 
1mm as Uoasnrcr, both of whom soon beeumo odious fur I,heir 
tynmny. 

Tho war with Fiance was meanwhile continued with Jililo 
success, and Edward raised money by tho numt (nbitinvy exuclions. 
Tiro clergy submitted, but the nobles and commons mudo n firm 
resistance, under the guidance of tho ounstnblo and tiro marshal of 
jMiglaml— Humphrey Itoluin, entl of Hereford, and Huger Bigod, 
carl of Norfolk. When Edward Imd crossed over into Flanders, 
|« carry on the war, they obtained from tho piitico of Wales (bat 
continual ion uf tho Great Charter which the king Imd steadily 
refused. Tlio Charter was sent over to the king at Ghent with nn 
not renouncing his claim to tux tho people nt his own will, 
lad ward la tided both instruments in tbo twenty-fifth year of Ids 
reign ',l'2b7 j, a memorable epoch for English liberty. 

Kdwuid was tel eased from bis French war by tho mediation' if 
yvopo Ihmimco in 12‘JB; not before all bis energies were returned 
to dual with Scotland. The Scots, ground down by their English 
governors, and distrusting their nobles as cither timid or treacherous, 
hud nt length found a lender whoso name occupies one of tho 
highest places in tlio Scottish legends of heroism, but many of 
whose acts mo utterly unworthy of snob fame. Wn,i,TAii Wallace 
whs ii Biuiplc knight of Ellcislie in Konfrowshiio, IHs courage 
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iintl prodigious personal strength woru early proved in cnconuti rs 
with fmu 11 parties of tlio English; mid hu soon lnul u piii.tle 
cmiso of vengeance. TIis liouso bad been sacked and ins vming 
vvifu brutally killed by the governor of I .mini k. With nn unlinnnd 
power of enduring hardship untl futigue, iio bold out in hitling-placi •■*, 
nm3 gathered about him a hardy band of followers. Tlif.se 1 e 
I mined in u succession of bold enterprises lill bo was »trnr-.j etiovudi 
to wit list nn d the English in the open field; ami bo defeated a Ltr-r- 
tuiny under do Wnrenno at Stirling, wlveve Oressinghnm was kilhd 
mid Ids dead body flayed in sign of hut red for bis crucify. lie 
NY amine ret rented'from Scotland. while Wallace ravaged (lie north 
of England ns fur mi Durham with tlio Mime relentless cruelty tlmt 
the Scots bad sufleicd. Hut bis foreea wero no match for the mighty 
i,nay of lOO.tlUU ruen which Edward now led into Scotland; me! 
the Scots were utterly crushed in tlio Imflto ot Falkirk (12U8). 

But (ho spirit of tho nation was not orutdicil. While Edward 
retired for want of supplies, tho Scots appointed ti regency under 
Itobcrt Bruoo and Ooinyn, and took Stirling. Pope Boniface VI11. 
espoused their cause, but his olainis wero rejected by n purlinmci’.t 
hold at Lincoln in 1301. Edward, after invading tlio country 
severed times with partial success, made a grand expedition, sup¬ 
ported by a fleet on tho eastern const, and marched through from 
eolith to north (1303). Bruco awl Coiuyn, with other nobles, sub¬ 
mitted to him, and Stirling aurremloml, July 20, 1301. To crown 
these successes Wallace wub captured through tho trencher/ of Sir 
.John Meidoilh. He wub tarried to London, hied ns a rebel mvl 
traitor, and siitTcrcd in Smithfiold tho snmo cruel death which hod 
been inflicted on David print© of Wtdoa (Aug. 21, 1305). 

The conquest of Scotland seemed now coinploto; and a council 
was held at I/uidon, in September, to regulate its affairs. 
But oven whilo it was sitting, Roomer Biifcn, grandson of the 
competitor for tlio crown, loft London to claim tlio crown, to which 
tire death of Huliol had given him an uiuloubtcd right. He 
assembled tlio Scottish nobles at Dumfries (Feb. 1300 , where 
lie found nearly nil ready for a now eflbrl, oxcept John Comtjn, 
whoso name is hmnded in Scottish history as n fruitor. A quarrel 
ensued, and Bruce stabbed Comyn in tlio cloister of the Grey 
Friars. Alarmed at tho sacrilege, he exclaimed to Sir Thomas 
Kirkpatrick, “ I doubt I have slain tho red Cotnyn." “Do you 
dentil V" said Iurkpatriok, “ ich male sifher" (I inula sura'); and 
returning to tho cloisters, ho despatched tho wounded man. This 
deed united the nobles by tho tio of a common danger, ami llnice 
vma crowned at Seono by the bishop of St. Androws as Robert-I. 
(March 25, 130(>L Tlio English were driven out of Scotland; bfll 
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Edward sent a great army, under Armor do Vnlimco curl nf 
Pembroke, who defeated Unuc mill ilrovo him to luko aJu'lter in 
the Western Isles. The king himself followed and put many of 
Hr i ice’a chief adherents lo death us t mi Iota. 

Tims began that series of eMbrls mill reverses which have roil• 
ilered tin.' name of IVrnett so memornlrle un example of persevering 
Courage. L'uuhlo to tiicc the English in tho licit), lie attacked 
them when and where lie could, retreating (o his hiding-places in 
Carriek or Dm Isles. At length Edward resolved to linish Iho war 
by n mighty elicit. Ho udvnneed at (ho head of u gieat army, 
rowing vengeance against (he wholo Scottish nation, as far ay 
Carlisle (July 8, 1807), where he was seized with a mortal illness; 
bat, pressing onwards, |u; arrived at Hurgh-on-lhc-Sands, live miles 
distant 'July f»i, and died there (July 7;, bequeathing to his sou his 
last injunction to complete tho enterprise. Such was Ids devotion 
to this ouo desire, that ho commanded his eorpso lo he euirfcd about 
with the nvmy, and not to ho interred tilt tho conquest of Scotland 
irns complete. This injunction, lilto tho rest, was disoloyed, mat 
lie was buried at Westminster on the 27lh of October, lie died in 
tho Uytli year oftiis ago and (ho 33th oftiis reign, 

Edward 1. has been called " tho greatest of tho I'lnutagoncla." 
nnd in most respects ho well deserved tho tide. His character was 
irmnly mat truly myal. He was of n inujestio ilguro mid an ufliiblo 
presence, and had great skill in military exercises. Ho was ener- 
yetie, industrious, mid Par-sighted; and Ins enterprises were planned 
■tvish great sagacity. He was firm, though severe, in nn ago when 
severity was needed, in administering tho laws, mat in cheeking tho 
iitisdceds of (tic highest oflotidcrs, as well as the lowest criminals. 
Though of an arbitrary temper, lie submitted lo tho necessity of 
tjoniirtuing the privileges ot his people by successive renewals of tho 
Orr.u Charter; and in Ins reign tho Conn nuns of England seemed 
I lie lull share of parliamentary power to which lliov had been that 
n.limited under Henry III. Hut (bo chief praise of Ins government 
is fur thoso great amendments in the law which havo gained for 
Jiim tho Idle of the English Justinian. Hat tho ambition, the injiis- 
treo (he treachery, ami Dio cruelty ( ,r his dealings with Wales and 
Scotland me incapable of defence, and betray the entire want of a 
generous heart. 

Of Edward I.’s numerous family seven died before him; mid ho 
loft three sons and five daughters. Tho sons wore Edward II., of 
Lmcmnrsun; 77,omas, of Urotliuvlon, afterwards earl of Norfolk and 
marshal of England; and Rim it ml, of Woodstock, nftorwnrds oml of 
IS out: tho two latter were qnito young at thoir father’s death.

182-1 to tho rival order of tho 1 lospltullora, or Knights of HI. John 
of Jonisalom. 

Tho king now prepared for u (Imd effort lo eoiupmr Rent hind, 
whore Robert llruco, aftor yours of w« lidding, bud recovered 
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nearly nil (Ik. coimlry, and wan in tlio.field with n formidable in my. 
Kdwmd marched against him at llm head of 190,000 men, and 
suite red at Jittnitochbum, nonr Stirling, t ho most signal overthrow 
ever inflicted upon tho English in their long wars with Scotland, 
June 114, Kil l. 

Tho euvi of him easier now openly assumed Iho government ol 
the hingdom; hut Edward did not yield without an effort eillior to 
his foreign or his domestic foes. Uo quelled an msum-ction m 
M ales (1315}, nml proposed n new invasion of Scotland, in which 
Ihc party of Lancaster refused to join f 131(1). In 1319 he concluded 
a two years’ trace with king Itohort, Dee. 21. MenmvJiilo (he great 
barons were in open opposition to his government. In 1818 tho 
parliament appointed a council of sixteen “ to. assist tho king.” 
In 1.320 E»1 ward choso a now favourite, Hn<jh lr., Dctpe>i$er or Sponsor, 
a youth of noble birth and great personal accomplishments, whoso 
father was well fitted to he a counsellor to tin. king, JJuf Lancaster 
and the barons seized London, and held a parliament, which banished 
hath tho Spensers, 1821. Housed by this insult, the king gathered 
an army, readied the Spensers, i»nd marched against Lancaster, 
who drew his forces to u head in tiro nmth, and made an alliimeo 
with Scotland. Tho king gained a decisive victory at Uornigh- 
bridgo {March 1C, 1322}, when Lancaster was taken prisoner, tried 
by n military council, and beheaded with overy mark of indignity 
in sight of Jus own ensflo of Pontefract. Tho following ycat°wit¬ 
nessed tho closo of tho long war with Scotland by a trueo for thirteen 
years (1323). 

And now a now and final danger was preparing for tho imlbr- 
timato king in uu opposite quarter. Summoned to Franco to do 
homago lo llio now king, Ohuiles IV., stminmcd tho Fair, and 
threatened with nn attach upon Uuienne, Edward sent over in his 
place his queen Isabella, who persuaded him to resign Guicnno to 
his son, uflmTOrde Edward HI. (1325). Tho queen remained nt 
Paris, and, through an infatuated lovu for tho young ltogcr Mor* 
timer, who hud fled thither when tho party of Lancaster was 
overthrown, sho betrayed her faith both to her husband and hoi¬ 
king. When recalled to Englnnd, sho refused to return, unless tho 
Spensers woro dismissed; and, mising an army by tho help of tin, 
count of Holland and Ilntiinuif, to whoso daughter, Philippa, sho 
had bet roll ic-d her son, slio invaded England, mid was joinod by tho 
earls of Kent, and Norfolk, tho king’s own bio I hers. 

Edward, deserted on overy hand, lied to Wales, while bis son was 
appointed guardian of tho realm. Path tho Spensers were hi Icon 
and executed. Tho unhappy king tried to escape to Ireland, but 
was driven back by adverse winds to South Wales, {niton at Neath,

KDWAKD IJI. ItlCIIAIlD II, A. I). 1327-13b!).

Edward had already shown n spirit unlikely to submit to Iho 
tutelage of his mother ami her |m rumour ; and Mortimer soon gave 
him cause to assert his free will. Having treacherously got rid of 
his associates by obtaining the execution of Kent mid tho imprison¬ 
ment of Lancaster on n charge of (reason (J.TJ0), and having 
enriched liimsclf by many forfeitures, ho assn mod tho litlo of carl 
of March and all tho slato of a king.

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first consisted of Genoese crossbowmen, under Dork nnd Grimaldi; 
tim second was intrusted to tiio king's brother, the count of 
.Alon^on; nud I’bilip himself wus with tbo Cliirtl. Around him 
>voro nil bis nobility «iu\ great vassals, with tim king of Bohemia 
nnd his son tlio king of the Homans. Thu tnhil force of Ids army 
was 120,000 men, vrhilu that of Edward was only 30,00(1; but the 
Fronuli were over-confident and undisciplined, under leaders jealous 
of each other and blindly contemptuous of the little English array 
whiob discipline and a wise gen oral made irresistible. 

It was about four o'clock in tho afternoon, on Saturday tim 2(jth 
of August (13Hi), when tho Genoese advanced to attack tho English 
ciTiay, who remained firm in their vaults. A thunder-shower hud 
relaxed their hownt rings, and their arrowa fell short of tho mark, 
whiUt the English archers, taking thou hows out of their eases, 
poured in their cloth-yard shafts with unerring aim, and put the 
Genoese to ilight. They worn cut down by tin* men-at-arms of 
their own aide; but theso also Were thrown into confusion by the 
Btoady tiro of tbo English ureln'is D’Alencoii, leading n body of 
1< nights past tbo Hank of tho archers, closed with tho nmm boily of 
tho English. The prince of Wales was hard beset; nml a knight 
rode out of the battle to Ed word, who watched tho Imttlo Horn a 
windmill-hill, and asked for help. “ Is my son dead, or hurt, or 
felled to tho ground?" said tho king; nnd when the knight answered 
** No," ho bade him return and tell those who sent him to lot the 
pvitico win his spurs f hut day, nml to send for no help while ho was 
alive. Tho like chivalrous devotion was shown by fho aged king 
of Buhcmin, who, being almost blind, caused his knights to tie their 
V,i idles together "'••c: lg him in the mid.-d, and they all fell slain 
together. Their fate was shared by Alenipm and the flower of 111" 
J•’ranch nobility. In vain did Philip try to bring up tho reserve. 
1,0 wus forced back by the lido of battle, and bis routed army was 
pursued and slalighten’d, for on that day no quarter was given, till 
tho night fell. Then Hie field of victory was lighted up by torches; 
and Edward enmo down from tbo little hill to reward the prince, 
who knelt before hitn, with such words of praiso as these: " Fair son, 
God give you good perseverance. You oro my good son, that have 
no quit ted yourself so nobly. You nro worthy to keep a realm. 
-This great battle, in which the French left between 30,000 and 
<4 0,000 dead upon tbo field, cost tho English only three knights, one 
os quire, and n very few of inferior rank. In those days of complete 
nrinour tho loss of life was not- so much in tire battle as in the 
pursuit. . * . * 

In tho following week Edwanl invest oil Calais, tho siege of wluo i 
lusted just ft your. In this interval ft great victory was gained over 
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tho Scots at Neville's Cross, in Durham, nml King David was taken 
prisoner, Oct. 12, 13115. lie was released next year on tlic payment

The king of Franco made a vain attempt to relieve Calais at tho [ 
Whitsuntide of 1317, nml tlic gov inner, John do Vienne, wua i educed 
to nn unconditional surrender, Aug. 4. Tho hi-mitilul story of tho < 
self-devotion of the six burgesses of Calais, who presented them¬ 
selves before Fdwnrd, with hid tors round their necks, us victims in 
plueo of their fellow-citizens, and of their pant on on tho intercession ; 
of queen riiilippu, can hardly ho am-rendered to romance without 
regret. Thu acquisition of Calais si-cured an onlinueo for nn nnay 
info Franco: and 1/hvard hastened to people it with Ktiglish nml 1 
to make it mi Isnglish town in nil respects. Ill tho following year 
Kdward made n Irneo with tho king of Franco, during which n 
treacherous attempt was made to lake Calais; 1ml IMwurd How to 
its defence iu person, trad performed acts of chivulvons valour, tbl- • 
lowed by equally chivalrous courtesy to his captives. In (ho sumo 
your (181!)) ho founded the chief of the Ktiglish orders of knighthood, 
that of the Cart or. 

This year was also marked by I ho llrsl greuf visilation of (hut 
hrrible disease the Plague, which was said to lmvo originated in 
tho north of Asia. Its victims in I-omlon alono woro inofo limn 
50,000. 

Tho truce with Fmm-o expired in 1355. Meanwhile John had 
succeeded his father, Philip Vf. 1 1350); hut Uui kingdom was dis¬ 
tracted by the rival pretensions of Charles king of Navarro. In 1 ward 
invaded it from Gdain, tuid, having gained great booty, returned to 
repel an invasion of tho Souls, whom ho drove buck, and ravaged 
tho country os far ns Kdinburgh. Tho Jllaok Prilleo hud at (ho 
same tune invaded Franco from tho south, and was returning (o 
fiuienno, ladon.with booty, when lie was.met at Miuipcrhita, near 
Poitikrs, by king John, with (Wl.OOO inon. liy pr nil cnee, ns oon- 
surnionto ns his valour, ho gained a dechivo victory, and John 
yielded himself n prisoner.

Having 
made n Imoo with Franco for two years, ho conducted his royal 
piisonor to London, which ho entered in procession, riding on a 
litllo palfrey by tho side of tho king, who was mounted on a 
epleiulid white steed, and attired in royal apparel. Kdwurd came 
to meet them, and vied with his son in courtesy to (ho piisonor.

It ion\iu» II. of linn'jUA.i.'X f 1877-1JUKI) was tlio grandson of 
Kdwiml III., and tho son of Kdwurd Iho JUncle Prince. lie 
ascended tlio tlirmio at tho ago of 11, having been horn at Ilor* 
deuux in PiGG. I (is fair aspect, and tlm memory of his father, 
excited a general feeling in his favour, whieli was doomed to niter 
disappointment. His minority \v»e passed nominally under n council 
named by parliament, but rcudly under tho tutelage of Ida nmbilkma 
uncles, tlm dukes of Lancaster and Gloucester. 

Tho wars with Franco and Scotland were carried on without any 
events of importance, but tho (axes required to support them led to 
tho celebrated insurrection of (ho common people under Wat Tyler. 
In 1880 a poll-tax of tliroo groats (twolvo pencil) imposed on every 
person above fifteen led to an almost muvevmd discontent among 
tlio lower orders, on whom it of course pressed most severely. Tlio 
flnmo was kindled by an outmgo committed at Purl lord by ono of 
tho collectors upon a peasant girl, under tho pretence of nBMiring 
himself ot her age. Ilor father, ono Walter, a tiler, struck him 
dead upon tho spot with u blow of Ids hammer. Tlm moil of Kent 
flow to amis, and tho insurrection spread lo all tho enatevn and 
south enstorn counties. Uesidos Wat Tyler, tlio ill-urgent# had 
loaders, wIiobo names, partly real mid partly a fleeted, proclaimed 
their mean origin, as Uob Carter, Tom Miller, and Jack Straw, 
whoso name survives on Hampstead Heath. They nsHttublcd, to 
tho number of 100,000, on iiluckhcnth, June li!, lfl-Sl, whore an 
itinerant preacher, named John Hull, tuhlresecd them on Iho rtalnvnl 
equality of all mc-n, asking—

Ilia Pally exploits in the wars against (ho I’cleiCB 
and (ilemhnVor had been succeeded by an innelivUy forced upon 
Ihm by tlio jealous state of mind into which Ins father fell towards 
tho cud «C his reign. How the pi-incus reslloss spirit is said In have 
found vent in disorders with debauched companions: how ho atoned 
for those excesses by Ids graceful submission to tho judge whom ho 
had insulted on tho bench ; and how ho was at last reconciled to his 
father; all these nra traditions hotter known through tho fancy of 
our great poet than in tho actual fuota of history, Rut these faults 
wore all tlurown aside when he mounted the throne, and ho retained 
about him his father's wisest councillors. r 
Tho beginning of his reign was disgraced by n now persecution 
of U\e> -LoUtmls. Tho diffusion of doctrines such ns WuddilWft 
tlirougli Europe alarmed tho church, and led to tho assembling of 
tho council of Constance, where John Hubs was bund (11 Id). In 
England Henry may hnvo been the more ready to gratify tho zeal of 
tbs dorgy through being persuaded that the Lollards wero disloyal 
subjects. He suffered the bishops to condemn to tho Humus tho 
loader of tho Lollards, sir John OUlcnstle, lord Coblmin, who had 
acquired distinction in hia father’s sorvico and his own. Gobhnin 
escaped from tho Tower, gathered his followers, and tried to eeizo 
the king’s person IH14); but, being talc on four years Inter, ho .was 
hanged as a traitor and burned as n heretic. 

Rut Henry .’b whole energies wero soon thrown into a now effort 
to subduo France. Dining tlio last reign tho wav had languished, 
but the French had more than onco attacked tho southern counts 
of England. Now, however, tho internal state of Franco offered 
an opportunity which Hcury was not tho man to loso. King

Giving liitusolf out to bo 
Kdwnrd mil of Warwick, who was then it prisoner in Uu> Tower, bo 
was readily received in Ireland by tho deputy, Fitzgerald earl of 
Kildare, and proclaimed, wilh tliu common consent of I ho people, 
fts king Edward VI. In England, Henry exposed tho imposture by 
the public exhibition of tho trim earl of Warwick; while ho im¬ 
prisoned tho qtioon-dowuger in a innmery, and forfeited bor lands 
and revenues. 

Meanwhile Siimnd landed in T/men shire with a forco of 2000 
Gormans, supplied by the duchess of Burgundy, under tho oarl oi 
Lincoln, son of John da la Polo, duka of But Volk, and of Eh vu belli, 
eldest sinter of Edward IV., whom Itichard III. had named his heir, 
and in whoso favour the whole plot teems to have been made. They 
were utterly defeated by Henry at Stokc-u\>ou-Trent, near Newark, 
Lincoln falling in tho battle, and Sinuicl and ids tutor Simon being 
taken prisoners (Juno 10, H,S7). Those tncro tools were treated by 
Jlonry with contemptuous clemency. Simon w«s imprisoned; «ml 
Sitnncl was made a scullion in tho king's kitchen, mid afterwards a 
falconer. The insurrection formed tlie pretext for vast ox actions of 
monoy Trom tlio Yorkists; wliilo tho king permitted tiro long- 
delayed conmntion of queen Klbsaboth, whom ho habitually treated 
with cold neglect (Nov. 25, 1487). 

Though bis policy was averse to foreign war, Henry became en*. 
tangled in an alliance for tho defence of tiro duchy of Brittany

Cornwall; and an armed forco morotiecl towards London, Imt were 
(Wonted on TMuckhCnilt (June 22, 1497). In »Uo autumn tiro pre¬ 
tender appeared in Cornwall, having lost Uis asylum iu Scotland in 
consequence of a truco between J.iineR and Henry. Landing at 
Whit sand, near Penza neo (Sept, 7), ho unfurled his banner as lung 
Richard IV., soized on St. Michael's Mount, wbnro lie loft Ids wife, 
aud marched against Kxeter. Failing to take tlint city, and losing 
courage at tho approach of the king’s tinny, lio took sanctuary at 
Ben alien, iu tho New Forest (Sept. 21). Thcitco ho canio forth, 
under a promise of bis life; was brought to tho king at Taunton, 
and aunt to London, where bo lived in a sort of hunouvablo captivity. 
Uo escaped iu,duno, H98; and, being pursued, took sanctuary at 
Sbeno f Richmond), but at last nmdo a public confession of his Im¬ 
posture, and was committed to tiro Tower. There ho formed a 
mysterious intrigue with bis follow-prisoner, Kdwnrd earl of War¬ 
wick, to effect their escape, for which both prisoners wore con¬ 
demned to death. Perkin Wurbeck was banged at Tyburn, Nov. 23, 
und Warwick wkb bell ended in tho Tower, Nov. 28. 

Tki* judicial murder of a helpless prineo, whoso imprisonment of 
fourteen years, from his earliest childhood, bud nnulo him n mere 
idiot, becomes doubly odious when its trno motive is understood. 
Henry had long beou negoclntmg tho maningo of his oldest son, 
prince Arthur, to Catliorino, the daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella 
of Spain; and Ferdinand, a priuee ns astute as himself, had written 
U> the king that “ ho saw no nssnmnca of iris succession os long as 
thp Carl of Warwick lived."

Thu regn- 
la Hon of weights and men sines was «n object of Homy's pureontd 
altentiou. The parliament was si ill occupied with Urn supposed 
intercats of eornmoreo; and the treaty with Burgundy, called tho 
Great Intercourse, greatly facilitated tho commercial volutions of 
England with tho chief seats of continental tvmlo. 

This reign shores tho glory of the discovery of tho New World. 
Deprived by a mere accident of tho honour of being IIto pntron of 
Columbus, Henry favoured, though cm the limited scale dictated by 
his avarice, tho enterprise of Sebastian Cabot, a Venetian Buttled at 
Bristol, who, in 141)8, discovered Newfoundland and coasted along 
the mainland of America as far as Florida, In England, as on tho 
Continent, the 15th century closed with tho promise of tho mighty 
events which signalized the following age.

3 to was encountered by tin.* Carl 
oE Surroy with 20.000 men, and was slain, with tho noblest of bis 
chivalry, on tho fatal Hold of Fromms at thu foot of tho Cheviot?, 
Sept. 9, This was tho greatest defeat of Scotland in tho long wars 
between tho two countries; and, in our own ago, tho victory of 
England has boon cololnntod by tho highest poolical gonius of 
Scotland. 

In tho following year peace was mado boil) with Scotland and 
with Franco; and I tonry’s youngest sister, Mary, was married to 
I,outs XII., Oct. 9,1511. Left n widow within threo months by 
tho death of Loaia (Jan. 1, 1515), she scorofly espousal Charles 
Brandon, duko of Suffolk, a favourite of Henry, who was recon¬ 
ciled to tho match by Wolaey. From this union descended tho gifted 
irnd tin fortune to claimant of tho crown, lady Jaxis Gju:y.

During most of his reign, however, Edward was in tho bunds of 
statesmon who were little lit to he tho mlviseia of such n prince. 
His itnele, tho earl of Hertford, postponing flm ntmmmeeniem of 
Henry's death till llio third day, conducted Edward from Hertford 
to his sister Elizabeth at Enfield, and brought him to the Tower 
(Fob. 1, 1517;, hie proclamation having been made in London the 
day below. The council of executors appointed by Homy only 
met to subvert tho principles of the Into king's will. Ho had 
desired that there should ho no protector, and that no now mea¬ 
sures of importance .should bo taken during his son's minority. 
Hut Hertford obtained his own nomination ns protector, and ho 
w at tho same time created duko of Somerset; tho chnuoellor, 
Wri ethos ley, being inn do earl of Southampton, and John Dudley 
viscount Lisle, end of Warwick. Wnolhesley was the bead of the 
Catholic parly and tho gn at opponent of Somerset, who very soon 
obtained his dismissal mid imprisonment for an irregularity in his 
oftico of chancellor (March G). Dudley, whoso name soon becomes 
and remains in his dc.seendnnls so ‘conspicuous, was flic? son of 
Edmund Dudley, tho crenluco of Henry Vll. For his bravery 
in the Scotch wars he hud been favoured by Henry Vlll. mid 
> rented viscount Lisle. Gardiner bishop of Winchester had 
l>ecn oiiginally nominated among the executors, but Ilenry had 
struck out bis name fo r bis treasonabio practices with Norfolk. 
Cramner was there os tho moderating spirit between tUu extrema 
parties.

He was attainted by parliament and executed on Tower 
Hiu (March ‘ 20 , 15 - 10 ), bis brother, the protector, reluctantly con¬ 
senting to sign Ids death-warrant. 

The following summer was marked by popular insurrections, 
partly against tho now order of things and partly caused by 
pressing social disorders which had arisen dining the state of 
transition. While prices were vastly enhanced by thu discoveries 
of gold and silver in llio New World, tlio coin bail been repeatedly 
debased to moot tlio necessities of fjio court. While tho suppression 
of monasteries had not otdy deprived tlio poor of tho alms they 
gave, hut thrown monks and friars upon tlio world, tho means of 
subsistence were rmrtovrcd by tho enclosure of vast parks, chiefly 
by tlio uew nobility, nud tho poor were crushed by tho vagrant 
laws. Somerset's efforts to givo redress by a personal hearing of 
complnints, and by a proclamation against enclosures, bad only 
sanctioned tho pnpulnr discontent. Au insurrection in tlio west,

Kuasmcs, whose own visit to England 
had great influence, praises the exactness of English scholarship, 
lie ,i.u Am ham’s Srhoulnunter is still ono of tile best works on edu¬ 
cation in our language; and sir Thomas Moirr. imitated Plato's 
vision of nn imaginary republic in his celebrated Utopia. 

In religious literature, (be period derived its glory from the Eng¬ 
lish rcTBKnis of tlio Hilda, the chief of which woo ; 1. 'Ejndates 
.Vein Testament M52il) and Pentateuch (15:11); ‘1. Coverdales Bible 
' 15U7,, the first eompk-lo and authorised translation, and still used 
in tho English 1‘saller; 3. Matthew's Bible, edited on the confident 
hy John Boyers, the proto-matlyr; -t. Cranmers, or the Great Bilk 
'1510),' and 5. The Geneva Ac« Testament, a revision of Tjiidule's, 
hy It7ii//<‘ngi,um, a refugco in tho roign of Maty. Tlio composition * 
of tho English Prayer Booh has been already noticed. 

Most of tho original works in theology tv ere in Latin those of 
the reign of Henry Ylll. almost entirely so. Tho English works 
are chiefly Tracts and Sermons hy tho reformers and martyrs, espe¬ 
cially Tvxdale, Ruilky, C.iasmlk, and Latom. n. 1,utimer'a Ser¬ 
mons are perhaps tho best of all', for their simple energy mid quaint 
wit. The great work or Joit.v Fox, commonly known as ‘The ' 
llnnk ol Martyrs,’ belongs hr tho latter part of this period.

Some resistance | 
was ehowu in convocation, nnd a public disputation in \\ cslminster 
Abbey was cut slant by tbo withdrawal of Urn Catholics. Nearly 
nil till* bishops refused tho oath of supremacy, and were deprived; 
and it was some years before tho bunch vur fully reconstituted 
under the primnev of archbishop Parker (consecrated Ih*c. 17,1559) 

Tho ministers who chiefly directed theso changes were the lord 
keeper, sir Nicholas ISneon (father ot the great lord Ha eon), and tin* 

*iviclary of slate, sir William Cecil, nftcrwards lord Burleigh. 

Before tluiv prorogation (May 8) parliament had addressed the 
queen very eamesily on tho subject of her marriage. Elizabeth, 
who hud already n fused the overtures of Philip IT-, her lulu sisters 
huahnnd, now expressed her resolution to have for her epitaph, j 
*'Hc*ro lies Elizabeth, who lived and died a maiden queen;and 
she kept her word, in spite of all that her detractors hnvo said. 

It is true that, at different periods of her reign, she entertained 
tbo advances of several suitors ; nnd in 1579 bIiij went so tar a3 to 
order tbo drawing up of her marriage eon tract with the duke ol 
Anjou, but tho marriage was ultimately broken olf. Her volutions • 
with the carl of Leicester need further elucidation, but tdic probably 
never contemplated ranrriago with him. 

In foreign politics n new scene was opening. Ever smeo Hie 
ncccsBion of Charles Y„ tbo constant wavs between France and the ; 
Ktnpiru hod left England free to ebooso her part; but now that 
Philip saw his hopes of union with Elizabeth gone, nnd England 
fully rmnruilted to the Reformation, bo hastened to conclude pence 
with Ernr.ee. T'lic general pacification of C‘itenu-Cambrc»is, be¬ 
tween Franco, England, and Spain, was completed in April, 155'J;

Section 11 .—Mary Stuart and the Catholics, a.d. 1558-1587. 

Th*. great drawback on Elizabeths prosperity was Mmiy StUaKT 
qnc^n of Scots, whoso superior beauty hurt tho vanity of the 
woman a3 much fi3 her rival claims troubled the policy of flic 
ijihren. Mary was a princess of the house of Tudor, through her 
fitter James son of Margaret Tudor, tho second daughter of 
Il» ary \ II. After Elizabeth, therefore, she was tho legitimate) heir 
t.j the crown of England, though her branch had been passed over, 
v t c will nf Henry \ III., in favour of in's younger sister’s children. 
H«i mother vm-t Mmy of Guise, tho sister of tho duko of Guise and 
! Mrminc - I!fcr ^«;er died a week after'her birth, 
wrhMt took place Dec. 7. 1512. Ike (mining devolved upon her

mother; while tho government of Scotland foil into (ho hands ol 
cardinal Baft ton, who defeated tho attorn pt (o nnilo her to Edward 
princo of Wules, and betrothed her to Hie dauphin Francis. In her 
fifth year stio was taken to tho court of Franco, and educated there 
till tier marriage (April 24, 155S). It is no wonder, therefore, 
though it was tho chief souicc of nil her troubles, thill bIio became 
a bigoted Catholic nml a thorough Frenchwoman. Unhappily, loo, 
tho court of Franco, at that time the moat dissolute in Europe, gave 
tlw worst possible training to a temper ton proito to levity. 

Thus born and thus brought up. she became, by Inevitable nccc.-i- 
sity, tho rival of the Protestant Elizabeth, in tho eyes of the Catholics, 
except that largo party in England who held fust to loyalty nnd to 
a settled government. We have referred (chap, xxi.) to tho assertion 
of her claims, and the events which led to the peace of Edinburgh 
(July C, I5U0). That event left Scotland in the hands of the Pro¬ 
testants, whoso lenders had formed a -oitfedoruey hy tin; Tiuino of 
(ho Lord* of the Congregation. ‘The life and soul of their party was 
the great preacher, John IySOX, who had brought back from his 
exile at Geueva tho most devoted attachment to the doctrines of 
Galvin, ami to tho Presbyterian model of church government; and 
who added to an uucoiupromising hatred of Popish usages a morose 
disliko to every form of worldliness. Added to this was tho ox* 
tremcet assertion of the principle, not meroly of tho union of Church 
and State, but that all civil government nmst be conformed to those 
maxims of religion which tho Church tenches. Every departure 
from ibis principle was stigmatised us Er« wlianmi, a name derived 
lii>m Ennius, a Swiss physician, who opposed tin: views of Uczu and 
Calvin upon eccleshisiioul discipline. 

Sndi was tho plat form upon which the Scott i»li parliament of 
1580 fiamed their establishment of religion, and of which Francis 
nml Jlary did not conceal their dislike. On the. death of Francis 
(Doc. 6, IfiliO), Mary Would fain have stayed in France, but the 
jealousy of tho queen-mother, Catherine do Medieis, decided her 
departure. Shu took a piteous farewell of tho beloved shores, and 
landed at Leith, Aug. 10, I5dl, “u stranger to her subject a, without 
experience, without allies, and almost without a friend. ’ 

Thu celebration of mass in hor clmpol, on tho first Sunday, was 
tlio signul for a riot Next Sunday John Knox preached against 
idolatry, nml in personal interviews bo spared neither tho prido of 
tho sovereign nor the feelings of tho light-hearted woman of nine¬ 
teen.

Tin; records of the 
next few years urn full of plots, real or pretended, l,y Jesuits nml 
others for the liberation of Mary and for a Spanish invasion, which 
led to new pelm! laws and executions. 

At length, in loSfi, some priests of the English seminary at 
llheirrrt sent over nn assassin, named John Savage, in Conjunction 
with a priest named Anthony B.dlunl, to kill the queen auil raise an 
insurrection, which the Spaniards were to support by an invasion. 
Among several Catholic gentlemen wlm joined tho plot, was one from 
whom it is known as liabiitqlnn’a CMtpimcy, The design was betrayed 
to Ihe watchful secretary, Walking I aim, by Gilford, a seminary priest, 
and fourteen of tho chief consjiiralors were executed (Sept. 20, 21). 

Ibis plot scaled the fate of Mary, whose detention had long been 
odious, while her release would only have given a ml lying-point 
tor civil and foreign wav. A coni spenwlenco which Baboiglon hud 
liclrl with the ex-queen was made tho ground for a charge of 
treason against her; and sho was removed to Pothering hay Castle, 
them lo ho tried before a hoard of forty-seven commissioners (Oct. 
11;. At first she refused to plead; then she nek now lodged that 
bho Imd corresponded with foreign powers to gain her freedom, hut 
indignantly denied all schemes against tho life of Elizabeth. When 
tiio let tern to Uabington, in which she approved Ids design, worn 
product d and supported by tlm evidence of her two secretaries, she 
charged the latter with perjury, nml Walsinghnm with forging Urn 
letters, which he expressly denied. After tho trial tho com¬ 
missioners adjourned to the Star Chamber at Westminster, nml, 
having found her guilty, sentenced her to death for compassing the 
destruction of tho queen, Oct. 25. 

But Elizabeth still showed a real or uficcted hesitation, fjlio 
called a now parliament, which met on October 28 ; and which, after 
attainting Uabington and his asMieiatcs, pmyed tho queen to con¬ 
sent to Mary s execution. She begged them to consider if there 
were any other possible expedient; and on (heir replying that they 
could find none, slio dismissed them with what sho herself called 
"an answer without an answer." Parliament was prorogued, Dee. 
2; tho council confirmed the sentence against Mary, Duc°4 ; and it 
was published, " to tlie great and wonderful rejoicing of the pooplo 
of all sorts," Dec. G. Rlary rcoeivul the news us a relief from long 
hiispcuse, and claimed tho character of a martyr. Bho wrote a 
touching and dignified letter to Elizabeth, asking to bo buried in 
France, and making some requests for her sorvnnts. She did not 
ask for life; but urgent entreaties were mndo for her by tho king of 
France, while her soil, the king of Scot land, uddod threats.

lmd been attempted by Iluleigh some years before, in tho settlement 
whioh ho named Virginia in bon onr of lire queen 11584).

Tn tho yenr 15!)S England was iclieved of her great enemy, 
Philip II., by death (Sept. 13); but Hlivnbolh also lost her great 
minister. Burleigh. Uis death gavo freer scope to the ambition 
of the young llobert Dovcreux oarl of Esses, who Imrl been advanc¬ 
ing in the qvwcn'a favour ever since the death of Leicester. Ho 
had shown, in poveral military enterprises, more gallantry than 
ability; and his rash temper was not restrained oven by tho queen's 
prosecco. On one occasion ho is an id, in the heat of a dispute, to 
have turned his back upon her; she gave him n box ou tho ear, and 
he clapped his bond to his sword, swearing that ho would not bear 
snob usage, were it from Henry VTTT. himself. Still his favour sur¬ 
vived these quarrels, and ho wns now appointed lord-liculennnt of 
Ireland (March 12,1593). 

That country bad never been thoroughly suhdued; and under Ilia 
Ihidors it was ever ready to riso, first for tho house of York, and 
then Cor the Catholic cawvo and tho Spanish schemes.

fuulUcsB virtue of the other. In ono word, tho veigu of Elizabeth 
has no parallel in our history euvo that of Victoria. 

Tho annuls of Elizalvclh arc adorned with some of tho greatest 
naraea of English litenduvo. The majesty of English pvoao was 
formed by tho hand of Hooker; tho harmony of English verso 
Ho wed from the Ups of Sponsor. Tho drama, tho surest proof of an 
advanced civilization, had thou its first beginnings, and wan per¬ 
fected by the immortal goniua of Shakapore; whilst llacou opened 
up a now method of philosophy, whoso practical fruits wo may bo 
said ovou now to gather

Un assuming t no gorernmonr, hi. inonge oi icunven, nugitvc mmsuii 
up to worthless favourites ; anil ho opposed to tho lur bulonce of his 
nobles and tlio zeal of the reforming clergy n wi etched sort of 
cunning which ho was pleased to call kingcraft, und which indeed 
had somehow helped him through formidable dangers, including 
two conspiracies -the Paid of liuthven (1582) and Iho Goiorte Plot 
(1G00). Ho was married, in 1590, to Anne of Denmark, daughter of 
Frederick II., by whom ho hull two sons and a daughter ; ffeary, 
boro Fob. 19, 1599; CitMtntf, born at Dun form lino, Nov. 19, 1900; 
and Elizabeth, boru Aug. 19,1590, and married in 1012 to Frederick 
Ore elector palatine. The children of this marringo wove the princes 
Rupert and Maurice, bo distinguished in the civil wars, and Sophia, 
Who became eleclress of Hanovor, and mother of G to Ron I. 

The proclamation of James was received in England with uni* 
vernal favour; and in Scotland with a feeling which he himself 
expressed when bo called his new kingdom the Land of Promise. 
But his popularity was dissipated by what was soon of liim during 
bis journey to London. The subjects of tbo Tudors looked with 
contempt upon his ungainly person and clumsy carriage, bis awk¬ 
ward manners and disgusting habits, his airs of canoe it, and that 
affectation of wisdom which his courtiers humoured by addressing 
him as Solomon, whilo Iho great duko of Sully more aptly described 
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him oh iho uuisl learned foal in (ShrUtemlom. To thin contempt wild 
added jealousy at llm rewards which ho nliowmod upon his HcoKisU 
followers, and liis cheapening of titles of honour. ilo made no loss 
Hum 70 () knights during Iho Ural llin-n years of Iiih reign. 

James was crowned ut Wcstiidiislor, July VS.'ilh, ItiOlh llo relumed 
Kltzuhulli's ministers, against whom u plot wuh himiii limned by 
lord Cublmin, iho friend of nil- Wuller ItnlHgli. TIiIh plol was culled 
(lio Main, to distinguish it from a conlnupemnciiitH conspiracy 
oul I oil Iho Jhjc, or II m plot of llio priests, mid also llm Snr}>rmity 
Treason, becuiiHO Us purpose wuh [o surprise uiiil imprison iho king. 
Thu two plots were much mixed up ; und Philip »»f Hpaiii was cult* 
cemod in one of belli. One object wuh to sot axido tlm king in 
I'uvoiir of 1 i)h cousin, A ralnilu Siuari, daughter of Iho dukuof Lennox, 
Dun day's younger brother. Huleigh wuh clanged with acccssUm l« 
Iho Main, mi Iho unto lislhuony of lord Cohhuin. After a triid, 
mmnomhlo for his dignity in bearing llm hemiilniis abiiHO of sir 
l'Vlward Coke, lm wuh found guilty of high Henson (Nov. l7j. 
Ilo was reprieved and confined in Iho Tower till Hill!, where lie 
occupied hinisull with bin nohln ‘ History of the World.’

In ihc baiiio year 
poaoo was mado with Spain amt Austria, tho king binding himself 
not to aid Iho Hollanders (Aug. 18); nud James was proolnimod by 
Dm now tilto of” King of Great Britain, V mnoe, and Irolnnd ” (Got. 
SM, ICOt). On his modals ho assumed Iho title of” Imperator. 

Tho Oa(holies Imd watchod fur tho now reign with doop anxiety. 
Their hopes from Iho son of Mary Stuart wore at Hist strengthened 
by James's promises of toleration. But when Iho first nets of the 
king and parliament, taught them llmt bo bud neither iho power 
nor tho will to elmngo tho temper of tho people towards them, 
certain fanatics planned that Btmngo stroke of rovpngo known us 
tho “Gunpowder Plot. 1 " Tho parliament was to reassemblo, after 
hovcinl prorogations, on tho Ft Frit or Novkmhuu, UiOO. On tho 
‘28Hi of October, I.onl Mounteaglo, a Cntholio peer, waited upon 
Cecil, now earl of Salisbury, with an anonymous lellor, whioh 
hail been sent to worn Muuntenglo from attending tho parliament, 
whioh, tho writer said, “shall receive .u terrible blow, and yet 
they shall not soo who hurts thorn.*’ ft is now pi-cdy certain that 
tho letter was a pretence, to cover tho moro direct betrayal or Ida 
fell dw- conspirators, by Francis Tieshnm, the lmdlior-in-liiw of lord 
Mountcagte. Cecil proceeded with gvent cooIticbs, first, consuUing 
other members of tho eouuoil. After six days ho waited upon 
Jamas, who was on gaged in Ins usual occupation of hunting, at 
lloyston. Prompted, doubtless, by n hint not too livoad, tho saga¬ 
cious king ooryecturod that tho a 1 tore words and others in the letter 
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pointed fit “a Mowing up of powder;" and Cecil was loo good n 
courtier to prevent tho discovery boiug blazoned abroad, ns, in lliu 
words of sir Edward Coke, “n divino illn mi nation of tlio royal 
mind." No alarm wuh givon, either to tbo pet*] do or tbo con- 
epirators. On Nov. t tbo lord ohnmberbiin inude a onrsury oxaniina- 
lion of tbo vaults under tbo I tonso of r.ords, and observed n largo 
slock of cotda and wood in a collar, whom tlioy found “a very lull 
Mul desporuto follow," who called himself the servant of Mr. l’oroy. 
(V second visit was mndo soon uftuv midnight, when (bo snmo man 
was seized with slow matches and touchwood ami a dark lantern. 
Tho coals and wood proved, on n sen rob, to be u covering for thirty- 
six barrels of gunpowder. Tbo prisoner was taken to Whitehall, 
mul declared before James and tbo council that, if bo lmd not been 
apprehended, bo would have blown up tlio purliamont-1 louse, with 
tbo king and royal family, tbo jjccih and bishops; for ho was 
authorized to destiny them as excommunicated here lies. On tlio 
following day Ins real name was extol ted from him by tbo rack, tho 
forriblo elYecl of which is still attested by tlio signature to bin con¬ 
fession. Ifo proved to bo on© fiiino or (Juy Poukk.s tbo son of 
u notary of York; « ronvort to Catholicism, and for sumo time a 
soldier in tbo Spnnish army of Flanders, whore ho had learned how 
to treat heretics. Ho bad boon brought to London in IGO-i, by 
Thomas Winter, ob n tit instrument for the plot, which lmd boon 
formed early In that year by llobcrl Catcshy, a gonllomnn of good 
family, who lmd been concerned in the insurrection of (ho earl of 
Essex. Oulesby had sought the aid of Thomas Percy, a relative of 
tbo duko of Northumberland, and of another old friend, named 
John Wright; they wore soon joined by Under, Hum by I'awiccs, 
and afterwards by llolwrl Keyes and Christopher Wright. Ill tiding 
themselves by an oath of secrecy, which limy took at tbo hands of 
Ilmry Garnett and other Jesuits, tbeso seven moil, with tbo nid of 
Oatosby s sorvaut, Thomas Hates, laboured incessantly for olghloon 
months, colleoling gunpowder at a bonso at Lambeth, which formed 
their bond quintets, and bringing it over to (bo collar under tbo 
House of Lords, which was hired in Percy’s namo, after tboy had 
foiled for sonio timo in digging a mine. In the summer of 1(105, 
Fawkes went to I*landers to ongago fho Spaniards in tlio conspiracy, 
and Cal os by raised a troop of horso. Mcanwhilo tbo plot was oom- 
mindented to sir Evomrd Digby, Ambrose ltookwood; and Francis , 
Trosluun, all country gautlomcn connooted with tbo Jesuits, and tlio 
last a cousin of C'atosby, who distnmlod him from tlio beginning. 

On tbo fitb of November thoro was a gonornl rendezvous of tlio 
conspirators at Dimcimroh, to follow up tho blow wliloil should Imvo 
neon 81mole in London, by seizing tho princess Bliznboth, Sir

TboBO favours engendered 
in Vi11 iora a capricious ineohmuo, wliioh rendered him baleful to tlio 
people, while the Icing was aUernalely Unfilled and oonxed Into 
submission lo bis temper. Under bis gniduaeo thu court bcoumu 
more Hum ever a scene of debauchery, which disgusted all who 
remembered Urn stalely decorum nf Kliziibrth. Not even tlio plays 
of S link spore nor the musipies of Bon ileiisou could redeem llio low 
coarse sensuality of the king, and I lie mil aid led prnlligacy of bis 
ilivonrile, which the mar nobility, dependent on court favour, Hindu 
haste lo imitate. That llio sovority of (ho i'urilans was provoked 
by the dlsuoluloncsa of tlio courL is at least ns (rno as tbaL [ho viet‘8 
of tlio 1 test oval ion wore a reaction from thulr mmusimess. 

But pnblio allairs won) useaplng from Hie grasp of king and 
favourite, both abroad uml at home, in Iho church and in llio Mule. 
"Your cpioon," wrote a courllur to Harrington, "did bilk of her 
subjects’ /on) ttud gaud itjju lim, and in genii truth sbo aimed well. 
Uur king lalkolh of ids subjects’ fatr and eitltjrrlitui, and heroin l 
think lio dolli well ton, no hug as il hoUkih ijoiuL'' But James had 
nolllicr llio power nor (be industry lo make It bold good ; while liis 
frivolous pleasures and (be grinds lo bis oumlicis ciuislautly drove 
1dm to appeal to parliament for money. In ltHHl the commeiiH 
demurred lo grunting a supply; and in IlilO limy voted ono amount* 
ing only to 100,0011/., and passed u bill forbidding illegal exactions 
by ibo king’s boIo aulliortly. They offered James a so tiled rovomto 
of 200,000/. ill lieu of Uiu luildiil prerogatives by which he claimed lo 
ruiso monoy. Tlioy also remmiulmled against iho abuse of pro- 
clamaflons, and the proceedings of tbo omul of high commission.' 
This first parliament of James was dissolved (Fob. 9, Kill) aftor 
silling seven years. 

James’s Second parliament mot April 5, lflbJ ; and sot tlio grout 
oxumpio of declining lo grant supplies till Iho illegal impositions and 
other grievances woro redressed. Tide is tlio first oloar and direct 
use of tlio constitutional " power of the purso," by which the com* 
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mens ultimately secured tho whole direction of legislation. Tlie 
obvious reply was for tlio lung to use bis prerogative of dissolving 
piirliament; and he dismissed them angrily without their passing a 
single net. Hence this was called Uui “ Addled I'nrfmitieid.” Bat 
meanwhile money must bo had. II was raised by n benevolence ; 
mnl now I ho con diet passed into its second stage, individual re¬ 
sistance to the illegal rue of tho prerogative. A gentlonmn, named 
Oliver SI. John, was lined f)00W. in tho star clmniber for condemning 
this method of raising money. But he had on his side tho highest 
legal authority, chief justice Coke, who lmd already on other 
occasions given uflfonco by maintaining tho lows of tlio land where 
they opposed tlio king's will. On ono occasion ho had arid that 
“his highness was defended by his laws” but Jamos told him "he 
spoko foolishly, for ho was not defended by his laws, but by God 
and Coke, had to beg jmrdou on his knees 1 Ho was at length dis 
missed (Nov, 1017k while sir Francis Bacon, who had maintained 
tho king’s prerogative against Cuko, was made lord keeper (March 
7, 1017), and in the following year lord olmncellor. Ho was alsc 
created viscount St Albans. 

James wad equally eager to assert hia authority in religious as 
in civil mutters, and ho dealt with both in tho enmo potty ami 
inofl'eetunl manner, lly issuing a proclamation allowing of public 
sports on Sundays after divine service, ho irritated tlio Puritans to 
no purpose, and exposed himsolf to a rebuff from archbishop Abbot, 
who forbado tho reading of tho proclamation in chnrchos (1618). 
Tho year before James had revisited his uutivo country for the first 
time, only to impose episcopacy upon a people who had east it off 
(1617). Scottish preachers soon began to declaim against prelacy, 
though it was reserved for tho nest reign to reap tho fruits of all 
these measures. 

Another root of discord and a new power of opposition was being 
rapidly dovelopod from tlio king's foreign policy. Ho bad made 
peace with Spain, as we Lave soen, in 1605, abandoning tho 
Hollanders, and only stipulating for the moderating of the powers 
pr the inquisition over English subjects trading in Spain. In 1609 
|ie mediated ft twelvo years’ truce between Spain and Holland, an 
hnforesecn effect of which was to send the English and Dutch 
privateers, who had preyed upon the Spaniards, to the sons of the 
IVost Indies, where they became tho terribly renowned Buccaneers, 
while others joined the Barbary corsairs in tho Mediterranean. 

The murder of Henry rv. of France by the fanatic RavaiUac 
(1610) made the people more averse than ever to alliances with 
Catholic powers; and thoy viewed the death of Raleigh as a 
sacrifice to propitiate Spain, with which power James was already 
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meditating n closer connection l>y tho inarringo of hm son Charles, 
now princo of Widen, to llio In Inula Muvin, second daughter of 
Philip III. ' I'ho Spanish uinbawi.idor, (tuiidnmur, protracted tin* 
ncgooiiitionn, to prevent James from aiding liio l’roLiwlunU of 
Oermnny, whom cmiso wan in tho greatest peril. 

Tlio emperor Matildas died in lfjJU, iiud wus succeeded by For* 
dinuiul II., who also claimed Dm kingdom of Bohemia by right of 
inheritance from Matthias. lint llm Bohemians, wlm I mil lionrlily 
embraced tbo UcfovmnUou, olYoved Urn crown to Frederick, tho 
oloolor puliUino, Bon-in-lnw to Juines I. and nephuw of princo 
Muurieo of the Motherlands, in Dm hopo of forming it grout IVo- 
testant alliance. Jamou at Ural held aloof, till tho popular itullgim- 
lion fumed him to aond *101)0 volunteers, not lo aid Frederick in 
Bohemia, hut only lo defend Dm palatinate. Meanwhile Fred oriole 
wiih defeated by Dm Austrians at l’ingno(Nov. 7, 1020), and tbo 
I'aDmr of Dm future kings of Huglund lied fur Ida life to Holland; 
while Dm Spaiiiaidn, under Spiimlu, ravaged Die palatinate, meeting 
with little rcMsIimaii except from Die nintill Kngliah furen under 
sir llorneu Veil*. The battle of ITugim proved the deathblow to 
I’nilcbUmliHiu in Bohemia and Soiilhoni (Jernmny. 

To crown nil them provocations, James oh wed the year with a 
prod a mat ion, “ forbidding any of bis subjects to discourse of statu 
matters, cither foreign or domestic" (Doe. 20, 1020). 

The leni|>er of the people was jolli-ited jn 11 io 7 Vim/purl lament, 
which tho king’s wants compelled him to call alter an interval of 
Boven years fJun. B0, 1(121), and to whom lm afterwards said,—“ I 
have often piped unto you, 1ml you have not danced.” They 
granted him a Himdl subsidy, and .limn tinned to Die redress of 
grlovanccB, In a Hpiiil of vengoaeo on llieir anllumi. 'I’lm system of 
granting mcmnpoliea and patents as a wmren of revenue hud grown 
into nn emummw ubiiHu; uud Dm emmnomi impeached hit* (tiles 
Mompeiwon, who had patents for liemi-iug uMmuseH, and for gold 
and silver thread, which ho had made of Imho metal. He (led 
beyond HcaH. A still greater ovil was the venality of Dio judges; 
and it is mournful to record Dm name of Die grout Bonn Bacon 
art ono of (he chief olVeiulern. lie wan Impeached by Dio commons 
boforo tho lords, for corruption in bis ollteo of elmncellor. Ho oun* 
fessed lo Uvouly-elgUl avUelew; Ida only apology being that tbo 
prosonts ho bad noeopbd hud never Inlliieneed his deciaionB, and 
Dial Ills fmiily laid lain in purlaking of tho abuses of tho times. 
But snob oxcuhoh woro unlicedcd by a parliament wldoli had sot 
about a new work of roform ; in which his old onomy, str Fdward 
Ceko, was a chief luador; and whore so many roinomborod his treat¬ 
ment of Kbsox as woll us Ids flattery of Jumos. Tho lata chancellor

Tlio wholo 
nfUiir is n momomblo example, to show lmw flic country party wero 
driven hy passion into tho very outrages upon justice and into 
ncis of cruelty from which they themselves wove soon to Buffer. 

Tim pnrlinmont was prorogued on Juno 4 ; lait before separating 
they recorded a iinauinioua resolution to spend tlicit lives and 
fortunes in defenen of thuir religion mid of tlio pulutinulo. They 
mot again on Nov. 20,. indignant at tho. imprisonment of one of 
thoir members, sir Edwin Kaiulya, during tho recess, and at tho news 
that tho Austrians had overrun tho palatinate, inflicting all manner 
of cruelties on tlio Frotcstnnis. The commons presented to tho- 
king a petition, drawn np by Coke, against tho growth of popery in 
general and tho Spanish alliance in particular, praying that tho 
palatiriato might bo defended, and that, priiico Charles might be 
married only to a Protestant. James, who had already made a 
treaty with Spain for tiio marriage, and for (lie toleration of Popery 
'April 27, 1020), wrote to tho speaker, commanding the house not 
to meddle with any matter which concerned his government or tho 
mysteries of state, as tilings far above thoir reach awl capacity ! To 
their renewed claim of lilierty of speech, he replied that (heir 
privileges were derived from the grace and permission of his ancestors 
and turn set/. Upon this tho commons drew up their celebrated 
Protectatiov, asserting that" the liberties, franchises, privileges, and 
jurisdictions of parliament are ihe ancient and undoubted birthright 
and inheritance of the subjeds of ]•'nyland" (December, 18,1021).

Tbero was quito enough of proof (and much 
nioro 1ms sinco been brought to light) to bear out tbo resolution o* 
tiro commons “ that the etui of Strafford bad endeavoured to sub" 
vert tbo ancient mid fundamental laws of tbo realm, and to introduce*, 
arbitrary and tyrannical guvormntmt." lint it was difficult to bring 
big conduct under the legal definition ol high treason. ’J’ho esscnc** 
of that crime was in attacking the king's person, or certain point* 
of bis prerogative, nil of which wore strictly defined by the statute 
of Edward III. How then could nets done in tbo king's service, 
and in extension of bis prerogative, bo construed into tre.isui* 
against him? or, if they could, under which bead of tbo statute 
could Strafford's nets bo classed Y Pvm argued, with great power', 
that, ns tho king was the head of tho stale and (ho contra! point ol 
tho constitution, with tho ruin of which ho must full, Ultra could bo 
no higher treason against him than to subvert tho constitution* 
Treason against tho people ho maintained to bo treason against the- 
throne, especially for tho consequences it threatened to (he kinfcT 
himself. “Arbitrary power," said he, "is dangerous to tho 
king’s person, and dangerous to his crown." Ho proved thlfl 
from the examples of eastern despotisms, and bom ouv ow *» 
curly history, and ho added, in a prophetic spirit, that the sove¬ 
reign who abetted such treason was not himself 6afo from " 
miscrahlo end.” To bring Strafford's acts under tho Stntuti of 
Treasons, reliance was placed ow Wa scheme for using the III*** 
army in England, which was construed into a “levying war against 
the king." To prove tho scheme itself, Pjm i\t length produces* 
tho noli 8 of a deliberation in tbo council, taken by tho Secretary' 
sir Iinny Vnne, and found by th« youngor sir Harry Yftiic in b'*t 
father's cabinet. It was now tho 131h of April ; and Stmtfonl, wl»M 
had borne himself most nobly tluougli the trial, spuko for two 
hours and a half in his defence, though Bufi’criug front illness, wiOi 
nn acuteness and eloquence never perhaps surpassed oven in \\ est-j 
minster Hall. Ho protested against tho whole doctrine of con¬ 
structive treason ns injustice, and unanswerably exposed its im-i 
policy. "No num," ho said, “will know wlmt to do or say trrl* 
IT nr of such pcunltics." His peroration wna as touching ns liifl 
argument was powerful; and, as ono of tiro bitterest of bis enomicrj 
records, 41 he moved tho hearts of all his auditors, some fow excepted, 
to remorse and pity." Even Pym betrayed somo such fueling ns, 
in Ids concluding speech, he encountered the glance of Ins umden| 
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ft lend. lint ho nml Ids commdca worn convinced tlirvl either 
Strnflbrd s head must lull or theirs, and with llioiis (he liberties of 
Kngfftiul. 

To oHsiiio Ms coiulommtion they look another a> m»w\ while ilio 
I rin I was a I ill in progress. On tlio 10 th of April, Pym brought In 
ii Bill of Attainder, which tlio cm unions pnasid on 11 in 21st, ftp 
members voting nguiust it in u liuiiso of 201i. Wo llml llumphcm 
voting with Digby in the minority, wlillo llydo nml Kulkhmd veto 
strong supporters of tlio bill. In tlio House of Minis, only J/J poors 
wore present when the question anno on, though about HU luul at¬ 
tended tho trial; nml tlio bill was only untried by 20 to It) (April 
29). Tho debate in tlio lords throws a most interesting liglit on 
tho opinions of tho day concerning eonstmeUvo treason. Tho 
judged, being asked whether tho articles on which tho lords found 
Stratford guilty amounted to treason, replied that ho '‘deserved to 
undergo the pains and forfeitures of high (reason hy law," 

Tlio Hill of Attainder now only awaited (ho kings nssenl, which 
was loudly demanded hy the people. KirnHerd wioto In CJJuuIi.h, 
offering himself ns a sncvillco In the pnhlic peace. At this June hire 
an oflloer nntmxl Goring bid rayed to tlio commons a pint, in whloh 
tho king laid assent oil, for bringing up tho army of tho north, 
nominally to piotoel parliament, hut really [o ovorawo or l'orolldy 
dissolve it. Tlio commons drew up a proteslalion, to dol'mul tho 
Protestant ohmuh, his Majesty's person ami power, and tho lawful 
right# and liberties of (ho people; which was signed hy ovory 
member of both homes, except two of tlio poors, mid hy nmlliludoa 
of tlio peoplo. They next passed a hill to prevent tlio dissolution 
of tho present parliament without its own eimmnit, thereby milking 
tlioiusulves independent of their ci.iisliluunts ns well us of tho king. 
On Dio lOIh of May tho myal nssont was given hy tho hhiho com- 
missioii to this hilt and fo tho uttftinder of Mini Hurd; and, after a 
feeble show of pleading for his lifo on the next day, Ohm-leu left him 
to his fa to. Strafford received (ho intolllgimco with tho exclama¬ 
tion, *■ Pat tmt your trust in princes, nor in Dio Bonn of ntuli; for in 
them there 13 no salvation." He preserved hia calmness and eacmigo 
to tlio Inst la passing from Ins aparlmcul to Towov Hill, ho 
stopped under tlio window of his follow priuoner Tsiud, ami asked 
Ins blessing. One blow of tho nxo put an mid to Ida mnblllous 
culver, in tho forty-ninth year of his ago (May 12, 1011). Tlio 
justice of his dcntli Is still a quoation of dispute; ns to ita policy, 
row will now defoml such a mndo of pimlshiag a minister oven for 
po 'ticnl crimes, so long ns a milder sontouco will sullleo to dolor 
others from plolg ngaiabt tho eoiiHlituliou, 

' ^* 10 01,0 supremely ahlo man tho king had" bolng thus ro- 
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moved, the parliament proceeded to abolish Ihn courts of Star 
Chamber and High Commisoion ; and, with the former, the arbitrary 
jurisdictions of lire king in council, the councils of (he North and 
of (he Welsh Marches, and of the, counties palatine of Lancaster 
nml Cheshire}. Thoy voted 300,000/. fo tho Scots, who had remained 
in England, and imposed n poll-tax for the payment of both armies, 
which were disbanded August 6. Tlmy granted it subsidy ot ton¬ 
nage mid poundage to tho king, to last only from May 25 to July 
15 ; and before adjourning (Sept. 8), thoy appointed a committee ot 
lioth houses to sit during the iceess, with large poweis. Tho eoni- 
mons' coramiUco occupied itself with the uflairs of tho church. 
Tho pei>onal conduet of tho clergy was inquired into by what was 
called the committee of srmuhihws » ninisUrf, a namo deserved by 
some of thoso who were deprived, though there were also many 
cases of oppression. Tho deprived ministers were allowed one-filth 
of their former incomes. 

Early in August the king went to Scotland, whore ho made 
lingo popular concessions, conformed to Urn preshyk-riun worship, 
and received several covenanters into tho privy council. Mcon- 
vhilc a terrible rebellion broko out in Ireland. Tho disbanded 
soldiers of Strafford’s army joined with the discontented Cut holies 
in n rising which began in Ulster (Oct. 23, IG11) nud soon spread 
ovc-r tho whole country, even tho Catholics of tho “ English pole* 
joining in it. Tho other English settlers were almost exterminated, 
death being tho least of tho cruelties inflicted on them. The 
number that ptrislicd is estimated at from dO.OOO to 200,000; and 
Dublin was tlio only spot of Irish sod preserved to England. 

Parliament ro-nsserubled an Oct. 20, and on tho 25th they re¬ 
ceived tho news of tho Irish rebellion, which inflamed their animo¬ 
sity townrds tho Catholics, and their suspicions against tho long, 
who returned to Loudon on Nov. 25. Tho commaim had already 
drawn np a RtnoswruAscv., in 20tj articles, enumerating nil the 
grievances of tho List sixteen years, nud vehemently ascribing them 
to a popish faction in tho king’s councils. It was only carried, niter 
n warm debafo of fourteen hours, by tlm small majority of cloven 
(Nov. 22). Among its opponents were Falkland and Hyde, the 
latter of whom had now secretly gono over to the court, as tho 
former did toon after. It was presented to tho king (Dec. I) with¬ 
out being rent to tiro peers for their concurrence. It was, in fact, 
an appeal to the people, for whose uso it yr»R printed and widely 
distributed. An answer was also published, drawn up by Itydo on 
tho part of the king! 

When Charles returned from Hampton Court fo keep Christmas 
ttt Whitehall, several reduced ofllcers and gentlemen of Hm inns 
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of court oflorcd Uietnsolvca an his body-guard, under Colonel Lima* 
ford, ii inun of bud rimmctor; and daily eoiiJliols ensued between 
thorn and rioterd of tins popular parly, especially tbo London 
appreulicca. Tlm biller, from their close-cut hair, worn nicknamed 
UtmuiUtcHlK by their opponents, who colled themselves Cuvulim; 
and these tonus won; soon applied lo Hies two patties in Iho email)}' 
conflict. In lluwn riots Iho bishops wore ao repeatedly insulted that 
they were hindoml from attending in parliament; and on Dec. 2S, 
Iwolvo bishops joined in a protest, against all acta passed in their 
absence as illegal. They worn at onco impouolied by (lie commona 
and coininiUeii to Iho Tower (Dec. :t0;. (in 11 10 next day (ho king 
rotitml Iho ropiest of the commons for a body-guard under Iho 
carl of I-Ishcx, the lalo Oiinniamler of Iho atiny, 

The year Dill closed with Ihcan signs of llio contest of open 
force which begun with (ho new year. On Jan. It, KM2, llio 
utlmney-gc moral, in his Majesty's name, exhibited articles of (reason 
in the House of Lords against lord Kimhollon and live tnemhovs of 
Iho IIoiihli of Uomimms, liuinely, Hampden, Pym, sir Arthur lluzol- 
rig, Hollis, and Strode. Tint next day Iho king went in person to 
tlio house to arrest tlm live memhors, who wore not prusont; and 
Jiis roliring was accompanied with haul cries of “ Privilege I Privi¬ 
lege I" The flvo members look vol'ngo In tho city, whither Ohiulea 
went tlio following day (Jan. f») to address Iho common council 
and demand tlioir simonder, while parliament mot only to adjourn, 
after appointing a committee to sit at Merchant Taylors’ Hull, 
where defensive measures were organized. Charles now retired l« 
Hamjiton Court (dan. 10j. while tho members were brought back in 
triumph to tho house, escorted by (lie Loudon trained bauds under 
SUippou (Jan. II). The next day lord Digby and Lunsford ap¬ 
peared in twins for Charles at Kingston. Thoy were voted t tailors 
by tlm cummims. Dighy escaped to tlm continent, but Lunsford 
was taken and committed to (ho Tower. 

Tho king now listened to llio wiser counsels of Hyde, (Jolepoppir, 
and Falkland. On Jan. VMI he sent a nwasage to tho house, olYering 
to consider their grievances. They rchmiod choir thanks, but 
required that tlm command of tiro militia nnd of the chief fortresses 
should bo placed in their hands. At tho wmio limn limy directed 
C wing niwl IlotUum, Urn governors of Portsmouth and Hull, to hold 
those fortresses "for king and parliament.” They proceeded lo * 
raise men and money under tlm pretext of llio Iiish rebellion. Tho 
king made a last, coiiocssion bv assenting to a bill oxcludiag tlm 
bishops from the House of herds; arid then escorted tlm rprcou to 
Dover, whence she passed over to Holland (Fob. l<j), carrying with 
her tlm crown jewels, which alio pawned to boy onus for tlm king. 
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From Dover Clinilcs went to Theobalds (Feb. 28): and, rofusiii” 
lIn* request of tlio parliament to remain near Loudon, la- proceeded 
slowly northwards with the prinoo of Wales mat tlio ihiko of York. 

At Newmarket (the rane-couiso of which place was established by 
him) ho held an angry conference with the carls of Pembroke mid 
Holland und tin; eotnmissioners of the commons, and Hardly refused 
to give up Iho command of the militia (March 9). Ho reached 
York- on the J!Ub, and was well received in the county, which 
levied a guard for his person. On April 29 ho presented himself 
before Hull, but was refused admission by sir John Hot bam. 

The parliament meanwhile made active preparations. They 
issued new commissions of lionlcnnucy (April 15), and appointed 
the car) of Es<*cx to tint command of an army hastily miser), i„ 
which London furnished -WOO men in one day, besides large con¬ 
tributions of.money, plate, and female ornaments. After some 
fruitless proposals for pcaeo, and demine in lions of treason by each 
party against the adherents of tlio uthc-r, the king nmrohed south¬ 
wards at tlio head of his army and gave tlio signal of UtviL War, 
by unfurling Ilia standard at Nottingham, a ceremony which was 
equivalent to tlio proclamation of martial law (Aug. 22, 1G12;. 

It is impossible to do more than indiento tlio leading i>oiiita of the 
coidlict which ensued; most lamentable in itself, but yet glorified 
by the chivalrous loyalty of tlio one party, and tlio devoted patriotism 
of tlio other. On tlio side of tlio lung were most of tlio nobility and 
principal gentry, who viewed his cause and thoira as one, all of the 
clergy who had adopted high church principles and feared the j 
growth of Presbyterianism and other forms of dissent, and the ] 
Hery youth of tlio upper classes, together with many advonUirers of j 
profligate character aud broken fortunes. Ho hud Hm nbto counsel 
of Hyde, Falkland, Cnlepcppor, and other modem !0 statesmen, who 
had now finally relired from tho parliament, and accepted ofllco from 
tlio king. His troops wero animated by tho fiery courugo of his 
nephews Mourico and " Rupert of the Rhine.” But ho wanted l 
abler generals, and tho supplies of arms and money which tho queen j 
contrived to send him were quite inadequate to his necessities. j 

The people in general favoured tho cause of tho parliament, jj 
whoso strength lay in the great towns, and especially in tin sturdy j 
trained bands of London. At a time when standing armies were 
not yet formed, tho militia were a very effective infantry. In cuvahy 
tl.o army of tho parliament was much tho weaker. Some gentle¬ 
men, such as Hampden, raised troops from the young farmers on 
their estates; others, like Oliver Cromwell, who now began his - 
military career ns a captain of horse, wero careful to “raise such : 
men ns hod tho fear of God before them, ns made some conscience' ; 
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„r what limy did.” Uiil for 11 in rest, liu Hum described I lion :— 
" Vmir troops aro must of them old decayed Herving-men, uml tnp- 
at cm, and snob kind of fellows; mid \Violv troops mu genllcmcn’HBunH,

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bands, to take fhfl command of Uw nrnry <it Xorthaniplon, vliich 
now numbered 15,000 men. The king rotii ated to Hlrictthbury, 
where hid army mustered 10,000 men, under the command of the 
carl of Lindsay. The rurally were under jinnee Jhifx rt, who l.nd 
already opened tho c-nuipuigri by seizing Worcester, ami routing u 
party of the parliamentary horse. Advancing again toward* tin. 
capital, Chnrlcd encountered Essex in n bloody but imh-cMvo bailie 
nt EniKinu. in Warwickshire, where lord Lindsay was mortally 
wounded 'Sunday, Oct. '23,1(5-12}. Essex retired to \\ arwick, and the 
king advanced to Oxford, which wns entirely devoted to him, and be- 
culms his head-quarters for the most part of the war. Marching ou 
towards London, he seized Reading, mid defeated u parliamentary 
detachment ut Urenlford (Nov. 12); but Essex, who had reached { 
London by hasty marches, met him at Turnham Green with superior 
forces, ami the king retired to Oxford (Nov. 29). 

After fruitless negoeintions for pence, Esm-x opened the Cuuipiign 
of 1(543 tiy taking Reading (April 27); but tho war languished in 
tho south, tho only action worth recording being a mere skirmish 
nt Chalgrovo in Oxfordshire (Juno 18), which is memorable for the 
fall of Joh.v Ha mvoi.s, who died of his wounds on June 21. in (be 
north the royalist spirit enabled tho cml of Nowc.istle to kt ep the 
upper band against the parliamentary general, lord Eaiukax, who 
was completely routed nt Atherton .Vow, near Bradford. Bat Hie 
chief beetle of action was in the vn at, where nn indecisive hat lie at 
LansJoirn, near Bath (July 5), was followed by u complete victory 
gained by tin* royalists, near Devizes, over bir WilHun Waller 
■July 13j, who surrendered Bristol to p linen Rupert (July 27;. 

The king now funned thosic-ge of Gloucester (Aug. 10), hut raised it 
on the approach of Es&ex, who on his pait retired to avoid nn en¬ 
gagement; but at Newbury in Berkshire ho found the king before 
him, and a bnUkr, in which both sides displayed desperate valour, 
was closed by night (Sept. 20). Here died the devoted Ealklim-, 
who, since (be outbreak of tho war, had fallen into deep dejection, 
and kept reiterating tho cry of “Peace! pence-1" Both nroiies, 
exhausted by tins 1mltin, retired into winter quarters. 

Eullibind’s cry for " Penes" had been uttered n)>» in London,- = 
and a conspiracy to force the parliament to accept terms bad been 
formed by the poet Edmund H olier-, hinisc-lf n mania .-. But the 
lenders were blill resolute. They formed with tho Scots the 
" Rolfmn LF.vnru and Covenant,” which the parliament sub¬ 
scribed themselves, and ordered to bo signed by all under their 
authority. This celebrated instrument bound tlio subscribers to 
extirpate popory and prelacy’, superstition, hen-ay, schism, ami pro- 
fineness: to maintain the rights and privileges of parliaments, to- 
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getlmv with the Icing's authority; mu! it pledged them to mutual 
defence. Tim Scots received a subsidy of lUO.OUO/.. ami prepared 
to enter England, in Jun. 1G1-1, with an army of 10,000 men, under 
tho carl of Lcven. Tim Icing, on tho other Iminl, had ulieady 
sought aid from lielnml, whore tho marquis of Ormond was now 
at the head of 50,000 men. Concluding nn armistice with the Irish 
(Sept. 15, 1GI3), Im sent over « largo furre, who landed at Mo.ilyn 
in North Wales, but were uiulul hy Fairfax at Nantwich (Jan. *25, 
UVH). Fairfax mil ted his victorious army with the Scots, and 
formed tho siego of York, whither lord Newcastle had retired. 
Frinco Rupert advanced to its relief with 2(1,000 men. Fairfax 
and Levon raised tin; fikge, mid tho armies met at Maksims Moon 
(July 2;. Cromwe ll, at tho head of his “ Ironsides" (as his tumps 
were ended from their aunour), broker the light wing of ltupcrt’s 
army, under tho prince himself; while tho royalists had the like 
sneer as cm tho other wing, Tho victorious bunds, finding them¬ 
selves face to face as they returned from the pursuit, renewed the 
combat, which ended in tin; complete defeat of tho kings forces, 
and established tins military reputation of Cromwell. Ymk Mirren 
tiered to Fairfax, (ho Seals took Newcastle, and tho authority of tho 
parliament was supremo in tho north (Oct. 1014). 

We must now return to the south and tho west. At tho be¬ 
ginning of this year Charles called tho parliament to Oxfonl. Tin. 
summons was obeyed by tint majority of tho peers, but tho commons 
were only half as numerous as the house at Westminster. The 
Oxford parliament sat from Jan. 22 till April, mid omlcavourcd to 
raise money by an excise'. The king bad also a mint at Oxford, while 
parliament nrndo a new great seal in place of that which was in tne 
kings possession. In April, Essex and Waller marelied ag.iine.1 
Oxford Charles rotiled to Worcester, lint relumed suddenly and 
defeated Waller nt Cmprohj It ridge, near ISunbury (June 20), three 
days before the* battle of Moisten Moor. lie thou turned against 
Essex, who bad meanwhile advanced into Cornwall, and who now 
found himself surrounded. The infantry under Sluppun surren¬ 
dered, with their arms, baggage,mul ammunition; while the cavalry 
passed tho king s outposts in a mist, and E.-sex escaped in a boot to 
Plymouth. Rut a new army under tho carl of Manchester-(formerly 
lord Kim bn) ton) defeated Charles at Danbury, though not decisively, 
drove him back to Oxford, and tlmn retired into winter quarters. 
This campaign is mrinmublo for the first appearance of Rjimiti 
D< aku, afterwards the colobrated admiral, who was now a Colonel 
in the parliamentary army, and took Taunton. In Scotland the 
royal standard was raised hy James Graham ofirl of Montrose, who, 
with tho aid of a body of Irish, defeated lord El elm at Tipper, mtir, 
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near Perth (Sept. 1and Kicked Aberdeen (Sept. 12). The year • 
closed with tlin condemnation of urchhitdiop f/aud by bill of attainder e , 
(Deo 17). Ho wus bell ended on Jan. 10, 1C15. 

Mean while a scliism, which hud long existed among tho popular 
party, bad come to a bead. As opinions against episcopacy bad j 

grown stronger, the minds of men were turned towuida tho Vretby- t 

toriun model of church govermnont; ami this movement was aided 
by tlm closo alliance with Scotland. Tho celebrated Amiably of I 
D fames, winch met at Westminster (Juno, 1618), framed a Calvinist ic j 

and prosliy(eriun model of doctrine and discipline, to which purlia- \ 
ment adhered ; but some of tho ablest loaders, including Cromwell \ 
and sir.Hurry Vane, had adopted tbo views or tho Intl<pendents, who ‘ 

maintained that each congregation formed a complete church, and j 
that the civil power hud no authority iu mutters of religion. These 
doctrines spread rapidly in tho army, in closo connexion with re¬ 
publican theories of government; and tho Independents now aimed 
at supremacy. In November, Cromwell accused Manchester in 
parliament of backwardness in tho field, while Essex and the Scot¬ 
tish commissioners were plotting against Cromwell himself. At 
length tho House of Commons passed tho " Self-denying Ordinance," 
by which the members of both houses wero excluded from civil and 
military offices (Deo. 21). Tho army was remodelled. Essex and 
Manchester were excluded. Sir Thomas P Ante ax was made general, 
and, by Ids special desire, tho services of Cromwell wore retained 
as hen t ermnt - gon oral and command or of tbo horse, notwithstanding 
the ordinance. The peers agreed to tho ordinance on April 3, HHfi. 

During theso proceedings serious ncgocialions for pence wero car¬ 
ried oil at Dxbridge. The conferences wero opened on Jan. 30, and 
a truce was agreed on for twenty days. Tho demands of tho parlia¬ 
ment embraced tbo abolition of episcopacy and tho liturgy, the settle¬ 
ment of Ireland by their authority, and the command of tbo militia. 
Charles bad consented to sign a treaty, when ho received a letter 
from Montrose, announcing a great victory over the marquis of 
Argylo nt Inverlochy, and praying him not to treat with rebels. 

Tho nogocialions wero broken 'off on Keb. 22; and it was afterwards 
proved, from the king’s privuto correspondence, that ho hod never 
entered on them in good faith. i 

In Muy, Charles marched from Oxford, relieved Chester (May 10), i 
and seized Leicester (May 31). On tho nows of theso successes, > 
Fairfax, who hod laid siege to Oxford in the king's nl> 3 ence, marched 
northwards, while Charles turned back to relievo Oxford. Tho 
armies met at N ask by, near Market Harborough, In a fiercely-con¬ 
tested battle. Charles displayed great ability and courage; but by the 
rashness of ftupert, and the skill and courage of Fairfax aud Crom- 
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well, this last grout battto whs lost, nml (ho cause of (ho king was 
ruined (Juno 11, 1015}. His private* cublnot, which was among llio 
spoils, Airmailed (ho parliament witli torrihlo proofs of his Lad Ini Hi. 
Charles escaped to Wales, whore tho Scola advanced on him from 
tho north; and Fairfax ovorrun Elio west, whilo Cromwell reduced 
tho midland counties. Ilupeii aurrcmlorcd Bristol (Sept. 10); and 
Charles, after uUompting Hie relief of Chester (Sept 23), shut him¬ 
self in Oxford (Nov. A). His hist hopes from Scotland were extin¬ 
guished by tho defeat of Haulrose* hy Lowly, at PhilipkuHgh (Sept. 
13;. Ilia overtures to tho parliament mat with no response; and 
tho secret ncgoeiulions which In; attempted with the Scots nud tho 
Independents were fraught with mutual auspicious of insincerity. 
At lust, on tho approach of Fairfax to Oxford, ho resolved to throw 
himself into tho hands of llio Scots, who, besides being his ancient 
subjects and follow-countrymen, began to view with alarm tho pro¬ 
gress of indepcnclonoy. Ilo escaped from Oxford in disguise (April 
2iJ), ond roue hod their hoad-qunrlcis near Newark (May 5). Though 
treated with all respect, lie was required lo issuo orders for tho snr- 
romlor of all bis garrisons in K tig In ml, and also of Dublin, to the 
parliament; bo was urged to ti.ko the Covenant; and was involved 
in a controversy with Henderson, a Scotch divine, in which Charles 
sliowed much learning. 

Rot renting lo Newcastle, for tho greater security of their prize, 
tho Scots proceeded lo heat with the English parliament, who wero 
at first disposed to resent their reception of tho king, A t length 
they agreed to retire from Knghind, iccoiving -100,00W. for pay and 
expenses, and to tan roiulor tho person of tho king, who was accord- 
higly given up to the purlininoiilnry commissioners at Newcastle 
Man. 30,1017). Charles wns kept in cIobc custody at his own tiouso 
of Holirihy in Northamptonshire, cut off from his friends, and re¬ 
fused oven the minisU'ution of his own chaplains, because they bad 
not taken the Covenant (Fob,). Oxford bad surrendered to Fairfax 
in tho preceding summer; (he prince of Wales bad escaped to Boilly, 
and thcnco to Franco; ami, on March 30, tho aurrowlcr of Harlech 
Castle put an end. for the present, (o (ho (list civil war. 

Tim parliament now at torn pled to got rid of the army by sending 
part of it to Ireland and disbanding tho remainder, dismissing all 
officers abovo (bo rank of colonel, except sir Thom ns Fairfax—a 
direct blow at Cromwell and tho other leaders of the Indopondonta. 
The soldiers persuaded Fairfax to ndvmieo towards London; and 
from their bcad-qimrtora at Saffron Walden tlioy addressed an im¬ 
perious petition to tho parliament, who sought to conciliate thorn 
by sending Cromwell, Sliippon, Iruton, ond Fleolfrood* to inquire 
into ttmir distempers. These generals appointed a council of tho 
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principal officers, with a representative. assembly eompobed of tn< 
privates or inferior olUocra from ondi com puny, who were calk i 
wljutatore, or, by u happy ce.miptiuii, tirjilulors. They ut once dr< 
up a statement of Iheiv grievances ; mul they look tl>e luv-t me;in a of 
enforcing them by seizing the person of Iho king. This buhl nie.»- 
a ,n o wns effected by mi "ngiintnr” immed Joyce, on June 4 ; ttrd «.n 
die 7th flic king had an interview with Fniifux and Cromwell ut 
Hi.yston, mid expressed his wish to remnin with tlm mmy. On tin 
,*r(li tbo iivinv, encamped on Newmarket Heath, took a solemn en¬ 
gagement. not to suffer thcrnsc-lvcs to he ilW-amled. The pres-hy- 
tcriau loaders now resolved to tnuko u elnirgo of treason ngniat 
Cromwell, wlio laid returned to London, but he fled back to li e 
army nt Triplow Heath, and was received with aeclnmatiou. He 
was followed by the parliamentary commissioners, who rode with 
Fairfax to Iho head of ouch regiment, and rend to them the votes of 
parliament. In each Caro an oilieer stepped forward and promised 
n reply when tho votes had been laid befmo n council of officers and 
adjoin tors. Tho men we re nskul if libs was their answer, and they 
replicil, “ AH ! till l" (June 10.) Tho same day they moved on to¬ 
wards London, having sent forward a letter to tho lord mayor and 
aldermen, declaring their desire for a settlement of the Uitigdnm on 
the basis proposed by parliament before they took up arms. A re¬ 
spectful answer was sent to their head-quarters nt St. Albina; and 
on Juno 10 they demanded tlm impeachment of eleven leading 
members, and marched to Uxbridge on tho 25th. Tho next day 
the eleven members retired from tho house, niton which iho army 
fell back to Reading. During all this time Iho king was with them, 
treated ns if he wore on a royal progress, and receiving his friends 
freely. At length n demonstration of tho apprentices against Hid 
cliango in the office ring of tho militia, which parliament had yielded 
to tho army, provoked a fresh advance to Ifouastow Heath, wliero 
the spenkers of both houses (Manchester and Lentlmll; presented 
themselves, with their maces, attended by eight peers and about 
sixty commoners. Armed with this show of constitutional autho¬ 
rity. tho army entered Loudon without opposition, conducted the 
siR-akera to Vu’eslminster, levelled tho linos that had been thrown 
up round the city, and placed the wholo government in the hands 
of tho Independents—tho parliament quietly submitting, and re¬ 
scinding alt their votes against tbo army. 

Charles was now brought to Hampton Court, where lie lived, in 
ou Lwilt tl appearance,as a king; hut his position caused the greatest 
perplexity to bis guardians us well ns to himself. While Cromwell 
and Ireton weru holding frequent conferences with hirn, risking 
their favour with tho army, and inclining the suspicion of I lie re-

During the nbsi>nco of Cromwell, the moderate parly renewed 1 
nc-gocinlions with Charles, by sending commissioners to treat with 
him.at Newport (Sept. 18) The king’s appearance-careworn, but \ 
not dejected by bis captivity, during width bis hair had turned ? 
gray—moved compassion, as ninth as hi9 ability in tho discussions 
commanded admiration. Hut while he was secretly writing, •* Mi¬ 
grant concession this morning was made only to facilitate my ap¬ 
proaching escape,” he could not inako up ins mind to a sufficient 
show of concession on tho question of the Church ; and tiro con¬ 
ic* rentes, after being protracted nbovo two mouths, were broken oil , 
on Nov. 28. The delay had given time for Cromwell to reappear, 
lie hud been detained in tho north by tho resistance of Pontefract: 
arid on tin: 20th of November be forwarded to Fairfax tlio petition 
of his army against fins treaty of Newport; while tho army of Fair¬ 
fax, moved by Irotou mid I aid low, presented a remonstrance, de¬ 
manding tho punishment of the king ami tho dissolution of the par¬ 
liament, which they charged with perfidy to the cause (Nov. 80). 

On tho bnuro day tho king was seized at Newport hy order of tiro 
council of tho army, and imprisoned in Ilurst Castle, while tlio army 
advanced to Loudon. Even then, Hollis proposed to proclaim tho 
officers traitors; and tiro parliament, though shrinking from such 
extremes, bad the courago to adopt tire concessions of the king.uaa 
sufficient basis for a treaty, byn majority oM29 against 83 (Dec. 5). 
Tfio next day Ire*ton prepared for action, and on the 7th Colonel 
Pride surrounded tho house with two regiments, seized 52 members, 
utd shut out 160 others.

Tim government of IkM-ash had been delivered up by the 
marquis of Ormond to tlio parliament in 1640. After the king's 
death, Ormond was recalled by the Irish Catholics, nml took nearly 
all tlio fortresses, except Dublin, Belfast, and Londonderry. Crom¬ 
well was now appointed general-in-chief and lord lieutenant of 
Ireland (June 22;. lie left London on July 10, find sent on to 
Dublin a rein forcemeat, which enabled colonel Jones, tlio governor, 
to inflict on Ormond a disastrous defeat ( Aug. 2).

wood." This “ 1 loyal Oak " was long nn object of veneration, and 
tho descendants of tho Pende rolls still receive a pension for their 
loyally. Other hairbreadth escapes followed; and, after trying 
successively at Bristol, Dridport, mid Pmithmnpton, Charles at 
length embarked at Shoreham (Oet 10), and lauded at Fecamp in 
Norumody (Oct. 17). CkiihwlU returned to London 'Get. 12), and 
took up his residence in great state at Hampton Court. 

While Cromwell conquered Ireland and the Scots, Blnko and other 
admirals had established tho power of tho Commonwealth or\ the 
bens. Tho fleet which had deserted to Charles (p. 215) had infected 
tho Channel and threatened Dublin under the command of prince 
Rupert, who eluded tho blockade of Blake at lvinttulc nud got snh- 
to Lisbon. Blake, having been refused admission into the Tagus, 
captured a richly laden fleet of Portuguese ships (March 1G50;, 
and brought the king of Portugal to sue for a new alliance with 
England (Jan. 1C51). Bluko next subdued tho Sully I>h s May , ; 
which had given refuge to loyalist privateers, and then detached a 5 
part of hia fleet under Ay sene, who reduced tho American plants- .j 
tions, all of which, except New England, had adhered to the royalist ? 
jiarly. Guernsey was reduced in October, Man in Novomln r, and ' 
Jersey in December, whilo Monk completed the subjection of 
Scotland ; and 1 reton bad nearly subjugated tho Irish rebels, alien 
ho died of the plague at Limerick (Nov. 1C50), nnd left the com- 
mnnd to Ludlow. Galway, the last stronghold of the Catholics, was 
surrendered July 10, 1G51. The final settlement of both kingdoms ;

A lialllo look place itt 
tho Downs between Ulukc and a largo fleut under llm Dutch admiral 
Van Tromp (May 10, 1(152,., and tlm Muglisli parliament declared 
wm (.Inly 8).

Meanwhile a new involution hud been ('fleeted in Kaglund. From 
theriiindm.ion of llm Irish mid Scotch wars, a pernimmnt government 
had heroine in cess.try. Tho general feeling was in favour of wane 
form of mixed monarchy—a viow supported by Cromwell, though 
without u liyit of who should he the sovereign.

On llm otluu hand, (Imy 
reduced the. army to 2r*,(i00, and were mediluting a further reduc¬ 
tion (Aug. 1(552), when t’nmiwell resolved to wrest tlio government 
from them. After tho army had hint up an imperious petition 
Cromwell led !lfl0 soldiursdown to the house, ordered Ihum “ to tako 
away that buublo" (tlio maco), drove onl tlm members with objurgn* 
lions, ami looked tho doors (April 20, Kj5IJ;. This proceeding was 
ennetiotmd by addresses from the army, llm lloct, ntul many of the 
chief corpora (ions of Kiigluud. 
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Cromwell formed a council of otute, consisting of himself and 8 I 
oilier officers, with 4 civilians f April 110;, und summoned a small 
parliament of his own nominees (128 from England and Wales, 5 
from Scotland, and 0 from Ireland), to whom ho nominally committed 
the supremo power till Nov. 8, 1GS4. This assembly wns called the 
“ Eittlo Parliament," and sometimes “ Baiobone’s Parlininont," from 
Iho ludicrous mime of one of its members -Pram God Jlnrebwie. It 
mot. on July 4, 1058, and showed itself morn disposed to settle the 
government on extreme republican principles limn to submit la 
Cromwell. At length, on Dec. 18, Sydenham,an Independent, sud¬ 
denly proposed that Iho parliament should resign its power into 
Cromwell's hands. Tim speaker, who wus n party to tho scheme, j

treaty of penco with Holland, und a close alliance was formed be- j 
tween tho two republics, comprehending also Denmark, the Hanse- I 
atio towns, and tho Protestunt cantons of Switzerland. In the \ 
same month a treaty was concluded with Sw eden, and, soon after, ( 
ono witli Portugal. Overtures wero made by France, where the i 
wily cardinal 'Muzarln governed with the <piceu mother Anno of 
Austria during the minority of Louis XIV.; and Cromwell con- ; 
scaled to join in hostilities ngainat Spain. Ho sent a fleet into the j 
Mediterranean under Btnke, who forced tho dey of Algiers to pro- | 
miso the repression of piracy, and destroyed tho forts and fleet of * 
Tunis. Another squadron sailed for tho West Indies under Penn ‘ 
nud Venables, wbo were repulsed from Si Domingo, hut made tho 
important conquest of Jamaica.

first of that noble rtico of sailors of whom Nki son is tlio typo, whoso 
one watchword is Duty, and whose aim is not eo much to bring 
tboir ships safe home as to inflict all possible dmnngo on tho enemy. 

England was now restored to more than tho foreign power of 
Elizabeth, for Cromwell know nothing of Elizabeth's vacillation * 
between parties. “Tho cmiso of tint! ami his country” was his 
single motto; and oven tho persecuted Yuiwlotsof the Piedmontese 
valleys found protection in his remonstrances with tho duko of 
Savoy and tlio king of France. Janies I. hud stipulated for “inode* 
i.ition *’ in the treatment of English subjects by tho inquisition ; but 
mnlcr Cromwell they might repeat tho calm boast, “ OiviB Romnnus 
Mini,” and tiiul (ho. name of (heir country a safeguard from insult, 
lie jnoved his desire for universal toleration by attempting to re¬ 
admit the Jews into England. Tim last act of his foreign policy 
was tho campaign of 1G58, in omnia nation with tho French under 
Turouno, against the Spanish Netherlands, which gave England a 
compciiBatiim for Calais in Donkiuk (Juno 25, 1058), till it was foM 
to Franco by Charles IT. (See p. 281j. 

Tho protector's domestic government was equally energetic, but 
on Dim hold his foes wero liis own countrymen. Ills Hist parlia¬ 
ment met :Sep(. 4. 1G54) only to question tho very* foundation of his 
power, ami he dismissed them in anger (Jnu. 81,1055). Plots wore 
formed both by the royalists and tho republicans, and most iu- 
llatn mntoiy pamphlets appeared against the pro Ice tor. There were 
royalist risings in several conn tics, and an open insurrection in 
Scotland under Middleton. The latter wan kept in check by Monk, 
whilo Cromwell put down the former, dealing severely with the 
royalists, but trying to gain over the republicans. England was 
divided into eleven military districts, under as many major-generals, v 
with pariiamciitiny eomnihsiouors who levied taxes and imprisoned 
suspected persons. Tho government of Ireland was intrusted to 
Homy Cromwell, the protector’s second son, whoso amiable clui- 
mot cr was allied with vigour ami ability. 

A second parliament mot on Sept. 17, 1G50, about 100 raembors 
being excluded by warrants of the council. Tire majority thus se¬ 
cured offered Cromwell the title of Kino (March 25, 1057), which 
tho opposition of his generals induced him to decline, after long 
hesitation (May 8). Tho house then presented to him a second 
“ humble petition and advice,” renewing tho title of Lord Protector, 
and authorising him to name his successor and to create a House o( 
Peers (May 2G). IIo w,.s inaugurated anew with great pomp in 
Wes l minster Hall (June 2G), a ml he appointed GO peers. The par¬ 
liament reassembled Jnn.20,1G58, but was dissolved in consequence 
of tiro opposition of the eomtnoiiB to tlio now peers (Feb. 4). 
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Meanwhile Spain wua busy, ns iti tlio time of Elizabeth, with her 
old mts of nssassi tint ion. In 1656 slie employed Colonel Sox by, n 
Leveller, to got up an iusur ruction. Symlei combe, un agent of Sexbv, 
um<lo nu attempt on Cromwell's life fjnn, 19, 1657); tuitl similar acts 
were invited by a pamphlet with the title of * Killing no Murder/ 
which was written by Colonel Titus, a royalist, ami widely dissemi¬ 
nated bySexby. At Inst Scxby was seized (Dec. 1657), and, like 
Symkvcombe, escaped execution only by dying in Un> Tower. ,\ 
more formidable royalist plot was organized by the mnniuis of 
Ormond, iu conjunction with a projected invasion by Spain from 
Flanders; nnd the plan was favoured by lord Fairfax nnd other lend¬ 
ing picshylcriniisMtm. untl Feb. 1658). The conspiracy was detech d, 
and two lending l oyidisls were executed. But these repented dangers 
destroyed Cromwell s peace, nnd at last broke down his health. He 
wns seized with a slow fever, whioli settled info a tertian ague, agd 
ho died on tlio anniversary of his victories nt Dunbar nnd Worcester 
vScpt. 3, 1658), iu the 00th year of his age and (he dth of hia pro¬ 
tectorate. Wo have nttenipled to record Ids acls without discussing 
those features of his diameter wliich have long been treated with 
passion and prejudice. It only remains to add that ho was a liberal 
patron of art uv.d literature, and n great lover of music. Ho saved 
from destruction tlio cartoons of IhitfueUf*, nnd other noble works 
of art; ho fostered tlio genius of Milton; ho projected ft revised 
translation of tlio Bible; and the magnificent ‘Polyglot Bible' of 
Brian Walton wa3 published under bis auspices. 

Oroinwoil's private life was snfo from the voproaeh of his bitterest 
enemies. His w'fe, Elizabeth Bom-chirr, here liim three sous— 
Oliver (who loll iu hntthi in 1618;, V/iY/i«rd, nnd Henry- and four 
daughters: KUzobrth, Mia. Clay-polo (d. 1058j; Ihnhjet, married 
successively to Irelon nnd Fleetwood (d. 1G81); Mary, viscountess 
Fauconbiidgn (d. 1712;; and Frances, huly llm-sell <d. 1721), His 
descendants nro still nuriieiotis, especially in Cambridgeshire and 
Herts. Ho was always conspicuous for duty and affection to his 
mother, n most pious and virtuous lady named Stuart,* who died at 
an advanced nge during his protectorate. 

On the death of Cromwell his son lUciiMm was named probe tor 
by tlio council, nnd universally acknowledged. A new pailianic-nt 
(Jan. 20, 1650; confirmed tlio basis of government as settled in the 
" humble petition and advice." But Kiehnrd’a temper was too mild 
for the times. The uimy became threatening, nnd bo wns forced by 
bis uncle Dc-sborougb nml his brotlicr-in-htw Fleetwood to dissolve 
the pari in meat (April 22, 1659,, leaving the government to tlio

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council of oflhcrs, who roculh-d the* remnant of I Iig Long Parlia¬ 
ment (Muy 7), mul appointed u committee of safely (Muy 9) and a 
uo'V coum-n of.il members of tho old pieaLyturian pmty (Muy 18',. 
Tlio urmy mid licet adhered to this revolution, and Fleetwood wns 
Appointed liontonftiit-geiicmi. llichuvd Groin well mudo a foruuil 
demibaion of Ion oflWc (May 25) and retired lo tho continent. Some 
vmre after ho returned to England, nml lived quietly nt Cheshunt 
till 1712. Henry Cromwell resigned his command in Ireland (June 
IT, aud retired to CumbiidgesUive, whero he died in 1G7L 

Dissensions soon arose between tho finny nml the parliament, 
who wero expelled by Lambert (Oct. 18, HI fit)), and a military “ Com* 
mitteo of Safety " ndministeicd the government, Lnmbert )md 
meanwhile suppressed an insurrection of tho royalists nml pnsby- 
terians (Aug. 10). fiul the halaneo of England's destinies was held 
by Monk nml bis army. Monk commenced bis miireli from Scot¬ 
land, nominally to restore the parliament. Lambert advanced to 
meet him ns far ns Newcastle, but found his soldiers falling away 
The garrison of Portsmouth and the army round London di-elnied 
for tho parliament, which reassembled on Pee. 2G; and on tho 8id 
of February, 1UGG, Monk, who lmd been joined at York by lord 
Fairfax, entered London without opposition. On (ho liiili the 
"Engagement" to tho Commonwealth wns again agreed to, and on 
tho 25th Monk wns appointed captain-general. Monk now entered 
into secret negocintions with Charles, and persuaded him to escape 
from lkussoU to Ihcdn, k-st the Spaniards should detain him fi3 n 
pledgo for Dunkirk ; and tlm advice camo only just in time. Menu- 
while tho reinstatement of tho excluded nu mbers by Monk (Fob. 
2 lj lmd given tho modomtn pmty u majority in the parliament, 
which repudiated tho Engagement (March 13;, and dissolved ifscll 
March 1G), after appointing a new parliament to meet on April 2fi. 
Tims at lust the “ Long Parliament" came lo an end. 

The proshyterinns united with the old royalists in tho elections 
for the “Convention Pailiainenl," in which tho ancient peers 
returned to their house. On tho 1st of Muy sir John Grenville 
appeared with a letter from the king to both houses, accompanied 
by a declaration promising liberty of conscience and a gem ml nin- 
lu sly, with no exceptions but such ns parliament should itself inr.ke. 
The soldiers were assured of tho continunncn of their present pay, 
with nil nnenis. An answer was ntonco prepared, and both houses 
attended the proclamation ofking Guari.ks II. (May 8), who landed 
nt Dover (May 25), mal entered London on his 80th birthday, May 
29, 1GG0. So enthusiastic was Ids volcuiua that lie pleasantly said 
it must havo been his fault only which lmd kept Him so long from 
a pcnplo so devoted to him.

Charms II., the first Englishman of flic Stuart dynasty, was born 
at St. James’s, May 29, 1630. Ho been mo “king tie jure," by bis 
father's death, on Jmt. HO, 1049, from which day Uto years of his 
reign are legally computed, so Hint tbo jirst year of his actual reign 
(1GG0-1CG1) is numbered in the statutes as his heelflh. During the 
Commonwealth ho was for a short jreiiod “ king de fur to " in Scot¬ 
land (IG50-1651); but the hattlo of Worcester made him an cxilo in 
Franco, Germany, aud Holland, till his restoration, May 29,1GG0. 
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wits possessed of ninny external advantages--n (Inc person, a 
wit, graceful mannc-is, ami tins greatest affability - but lm 
tlie complexion of which wad extremely dark, was Cast in n 
nixl forbidding mould. He was faithless, stilish, and utterly 
" ** Pi*i a »eiplcd ; indolent in bnsiiirns, ami given up to sensual plow 
Kvru adversity seemed to lmvc: (aught him no lc.s«on, except 
htonniic^ in revenging and nnscrnpnlou.sness in enjoying himself; 
t( >f?otln r with a selfi-sh prudence* which kepi Ids arbitrary ideas in 
litres!c and which lie once expressed to the duke of Voile hv saving, 
“ J*»ot hot, l luive no wish to go oti niv travels again." Ilis elm-

These two years, however, mo still move numoiftblo for pestilence 
and fire than tin war. Tho mysterious epidemic, called distinctively 
the Pfotjiie, which Inis been known on the shorts of tho Levant 
from tho earliest ages, had long since appeared in Europe (im¬ 
ported, ns some said, by tbo Crusaders;, ami tho close streets nl old 
London were seldom free from its ravages; but in 1GC5 it broke out 
with a violenco unexampled except by tho grout plagues of Athens 
(u c.480) nod Florence (a.d. 15M8,'. In July the weekly deaths were 
1100. in September they increased to tO.OiiO, and in tho course at 
tire* year 100,000 perished. Tbo parliament removed to Oxford; the 
court mid nobility lied from London ; tbo houses wrro shut up. and 
whole streets deserted, except hy the solitary passenger staggering 
homo to die, mid the heavy Sound of Iho ili irth-cavt, with tbo voice 
of tiro bellman crying, "Bring forth your dead 1 Bring forth your 
dead !*’ Tim rites of bnvial were soon neglected, and tho corpses 
were flung into great pits. As in all such Seasons, tho presence of 
death gnvo new licence to wanton pleasure; and tho squads of 
revelry were mingled with the cries of fanatics who <. talked about 
denouncing " Woo unto tho city'." The pestilence declined when 
winter hail fiuily set in (1CR5). 

Tho now year (IGGti) earned from tho pen of Dryden tho eolc- 
bmleil title of "Annus Mirnbilis'’ (tho Year of Wonders',, partly 
by llto great sea-tights related above, but chiefly by tho “ Or rat 
Fire,” which almost totally destroyed the city of London. It broko 
out before daybreak on Sunday, Sept. 2, in a baker’s house, near 
Loudou Bridge, at tho spot inntki d by the column of sir Christopher 
Wren called “ tho Monumentand, aided by an cast wind ami a 
dry season, it devoured the close wooden houses from tho Tower to 
the Temple, and us far north as Kolbovn Bridge and (Jripplegufe. 
It rftged for three days atul nights, defying tho otlbrfs to arrest it, 
which were directed by the king and lus hi other in person. It was 
only on Sept. 5 that its progress was stayed at great gaps mndo by 
blowing up houses with gunpowder. It destroyed about. JOO streets 
and 13,000 houses, though only S Lives were lust ; but the remnants

Tho derivation of “culmt" from (lie initials of these atnle-im.n is 
merely fouride 1 on n curious coincidence, hut it tuny help ti lc 
memory to perpetliulo the infamy of tho tninislcis who sold their 
country to the king of France. 

Louis XIV. had married Maria Theresa, tho daughter of Philip 
IV. of Spain ; and on the death of that king H(J(I5; lie laid claim tu 
llm Spanish Netherlands in right, of his wife, and an army under 
Turenne overrun Flanders in tho summer of 10(17. Upon this, the 
first of tlu; many 1< agues formed to cheek the ambition of the “(Imud 
Monarch" was devised by sir Whuiam Ti Mei.r, our umhissador at 
Brussels. The Triple Alliance, between Knglaml, Holland, and 
Sweden, was sigmd ou Jan. Id, 1008; and it led to the Iren tv of 
Aix-ln-Chapellc, by which Spain gave ri]) the towns conquered by 
Louis, wlio renounced all claim to the rest of Flanders (April 25.. 
Meanwhile Charles was secretly selling (ho common cause to Louis 
for the promise of a revenue which might enable him to govern 
without n parliament; and at length n secret treaty was signed nl 
Dover 'May 22, 1070;, by which Charles engaged to make an open 
profession of the Catholic religion, and to assist Louis in bis schemes 
on Spain and Holland, and Louis promised Charles a pmsion of 
3,000,000 livres (120,000/., while the war lasted, and tho aid of (jOtlll 
men in ease of an insurrection in England. Clifford and Arlington 
were parties to tho treaty. Tho duke of York laid already avowed 
his conversion to Romanism (1000 ; and his wife died, confessing 
herself a Catholic, March 81, 1U71. About the same time great 
scandal nrnso oat of tho attempt to seize the regalia in the Tower by 
colonel Blood, a notorious rnfliun (May 0, 1 f!71 t, who was not only 
pardoned by tho king, hut presented with an estate of fiDUl. a-year 
in Ireland. But oven if Charles had been an accomplice in the 
robbery, it would not bnvu been more shameful than his seizure ot

"War was declared against Holland, March 17, 1072, and a despe¬ 
rate naval action was fought in South wold Bay lie! ween I)e Ray ter 
and the ilnko of York, tho French fleet standing aloof.

This excited the fuiv nt (be jnipulticc; the grout. (owns rose 
in Ummll; (lie brut hern De Witt were burbarmtsly iniiEsncved; tin* 
prince of Otuiigo was elected to (In: nilieu uf staritlioklcT, which bud 
been vacant since Ins fatlu v‘s death in 105(1; and under bis guiri- 
auco the people were again united in defence of their independence. 
"Theru is oue certain meutie," said tin.* prince, “by which l cuu bo 
euro never to see niy country's ruin-I will die in the last ditch." 
In tbo following campaign a coalition between the empire, Spain, 
nnd Holland, forced T.onis to act on Ibo defensive; while Charles, 
though bo continued tho war nt sea with doubtful success, l ad new 
difficulties to occupy bim at home, in the increasing indignation of 
the people ami (be altered h mper of tho parliament. 

Tim people wore thoroughly alarmed at thu influenee of Trance 
and tho growth of Catholicism. Tnrliamont, meeting ou Tib. -I, 
1673, complained of a Declaration of h/tiuignice by which (be king 
hud suspended the penal laws. Charles gavo way, mid tboTi.Si 
Acr was passed, binding all persons holding any public cilice to 
receive Iho sacrament ill the established church, mid to take tho 
oaths of nUcgiunco and supremacy, with another, abjuring belief in 
tmuaubstuntintion. In consequence of Ibis, lord Clifford and other 
Catholic noblemen resigned their otllees; and tho duke of York 
guve up the command of tiro licet to prmeo lluporl. Now oticnco 
was given by tho dului^of York's numiugo to Mary of Jloch na, 
against which the commons in vain protested. Tho opposition now 
found an nblo leader in the versatile and unprincipled Anthony 
Ashley Cooper, already mentioned as lord Ashley, and now earl of 
Slurftesbury, Ho bad been made lord Chancellor Nov. 17, 1672, 
but was deprived of tho souls Nov. 9, 1673. Tho duko of Bucking¬ 
ham also joined tho opposition, and the Cabal ministry was broken 
up. Tiro oilieo of lord treasurer was conferred on Thomna Osborne 
viscount I,atimer, who was soon created earl of Han'isy. After tho 
Revolution >io wan nuulo marquis of Carmarthen and duko of Leeds. 
Ho was an honest statesman, and opposed to the French policy, but 
of high monarchical principles.

A a ourly na l<j<fti an himirrootion brulco out In tho 
weal, whevu Mm HlreliglU of I ho Covcmiulera lay; but tho insurgents 
wore de ten led at tho 1‘ottllnin! llllla (Nov. 2H), nnd many of thorn 
were executed. l-Vom this time tho iiutml law* woio enforoed most 
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cmolly by tho council of Scotland, tlieir chief agent being colonel 
John (Jiiaium ok (J;..\vi:m:oi.'s afterwards viscous r Dl'ndkk, 
Sliavp was the chief object of popular I in tied. One JniitCH Mitchell 
Ivied to ii8.stispiiufo him in MCtf; mul lie was at length cruelly mur¬ 
dered by a party of Covenanters at Magus Muir in T’ifesliire (May 
;j, 107‘J). ’J'he assassins retired towards Glasgow, gatherednu rimud 
foi.v, and defeated a Miiall body of cavalry under Cluverhousa at 
ihumclog (June 1). Tiiey Hindu (lu insclvi s masters of Glasgow, 
and raised an army of $000 men, but wero totally defeated and dis¬ 
persed at Hot!well Hodge, on thu Clyde, by the duke of Monmouth,

'.June 22,1070 

Thai mif.atnnatc nobleman now begins to play an important pail 
in state affairs. Ur was Charles’s favourite illegitimate sun, by 
Lacy Waters, whom it was afterwards pretended that tho king bad 
married, lie was of a mihl and generous disposition, but utterly 
wanting in judgment and firmness: henco ho easily beenmo tho 
tool of tbo opposition; nml in the celebrated poem of Dryden lio is 
Absalom, and Shaftesbury AchHophcl. Ho was especially odious to 
the duko of York as a possibhi rival for tho Clown. 

Tho that success of tho auti-Catholic party was followed by some 
reaction. Tho accusations of Oates and Hcdioe hud hitherto insured 
conviction; but they now received a checkin tho ncf[uittnl of sir 
George Wakenrin, the rjui en’s physician, and threo others (July 18,. 
'J’lie duko of York returned from the continent, and superseded 
Monmouth as had high commissioner in Scotland, where he re¬ 
newed tho cruelties of Lauderdale. Shaftesbury was dismissed 
Nov. 17;, and the council modified. Bui tho flagging Credit of the 
plot wne revived by a fresh informer named Danger field, who ac¬ 
cused tho Presbyterians as well as tbw Papists. This new invention 
was called tho “ Meal-luh Plot,” from Hie places where tho papers 
wero alleged to have been discovered. Meanwhile Shaftesbury was 
bent on revenging his disgrace. Ho procured many addresses play¬ 
ing for tbo 8jtr< dv meeting of parliament; while tho court party got 
up counter addresses, expressing uhhoireneo of such an interference 
with the king’s prerogative. Heuco tho two great parlies of conulnj 
and court obtained tbo appellations of Addressers and Abhorren, 
which were soon superseded by tho nicknames of Witio and Tonv. 
To keep np Hie excitement. Shaftesbury made a formal present¬ 
ment to Hie grand jury of Middlesex, with u view to indicting the 
duko of York as u Popish recusant (June liG, lOSU;; but the jury 
■wore dismissed by the chief justice Scroggs. This summer Mon¬ 
mouth inado a progress through tho west of England, und was re¬ 
ceived almost as a king (Aug. lbfiO..

-*V tu»w parliament, tlio last in Charles's reign, was convened at 
^xlbril (March 21, 1081;. Tho earl of Shaftesbury, tho city mc-ru- 
k>Cii*s9, and other leading cxolusionists, camo with numerous followers, 
•nuny of them aimed; and tho king’s guards wero mustered. Tho 
pavliiunont consisted nearly of tho saiuo members as tho last; they 
a^towtjil tho enmo spirit, and took up tho same measures—the htv 
pRiiolimeiii of Dauby, the Popish plot, and tho Exclusion Bill. Bat 
tlioy luid over.estimated their strength ; and when the king, who had 
just concluded ntiotlier pension-lrculy with Franco, ventured on tho 
<lcc isvi vo step of a dissolution in a week after their meeting OInrch 
2 *). it Lecnino evident that ho was backed by a strong national 
l»u - ty. In fad, the Counsels of "Aeliitophel" had been “turned 
into folly," or rather Shaftesbury's ailvleo had bc-cn foolish from tho 
til-.-at. No eon title nco could bo reposed iu bis character; tho ex¬ 

posures of tho “plot" hncl recoiled on those who adopted it as a. 
pttrty* weapon ; and the native loyalty of the English revolted trom 
tlio <> 3 CoInsiuti of the rightful heir, and still moro from tho mad 
soliomo of selling a bastard on tho throne- A reaction bad sot ill, 
wliioli tlio court followed up without even a pretonco of mcioy or 
nioclomtioii. While tlio clergy preached “ passivo obedieiico and 
“ i»t_six-resistance,” servile judges and packed juries began those 
juiltoial murders which lmvo banded down Urn names ol bcaoooB 
(ithI J t-;wuEV6 to perpetual infamy. The lirsl victim was Stephen 
Colleger, a Loin Ion joiner, who bod been in anus at Oxford. He 
wn» ciowdeuuu’d for conspiracy on the Ustimmiyof tho very sainn 
wrotchoswho had lately given ovidenco against tho Catholics, an 
xvliO wore now taken into tho pay of the court. Shaftesbury tiimsel 
was next Committed on a chargu of high treason; but tho gmn 
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jury ignored the bill, amidst the plaudits of the city (Nov, 21, 1681'. 
To prevent a similar miscarriage of “justices” for thy future, it uns 
rn.ci6.sary to have such shciitla ns would icturn juries whoso verdicts 
might ho relied ms; mid, after a long contest, Dudley Norllt and 
imotber nominee of tlio court were elected sheriffs of Loudon and 
Middlesex (l(jS2;. Upon this, Shaftesbury lied to Holland, with his 
frieiul tiro celebrated Jons Locke, nml there his troubled career 
was closed by deatli (Jon. ll>83). 

The duke of York hud ineumvlulo been showing in Scotland what 
might he expected of Inin when he should mount the throne. To 
the sternest bigotry ho added the most coldblooded cruelty. He 
seemed to gloat over tin' sufferings of his victims, mid a suvngo 
famic was his usual answer to mi appeal for mercy. Of Jus per¬ 
version of justice the rueo of Argylu is a memorable example. For 
a simple and honest explanation of the sense in which he took n 
new test imposed by the Scottish parliament, ho was found guiliy of 
treason and “ leasing-makingbut his escape to Holland postponed 
his liito to tlio following reign. Well might Charles predict to the 
prince of Orange, in 1081, Hint, " whenever thy chiKe should conic 
to reign, lie would he so restless mid violent that he could not hold it 
four )jc<ir$ to nn cud," 

London now paid tlio penally of her long-tried devotion to the 
popular causo by the prosecution of her lending citizens. 13ut this 
was not enough. An inquiry was directed into the validity of tlio 
city's charter, nml on the flimsiest pretexts it was pronounced by 
the judges to have been forfeited. Charles only restored it on con¬ 
dition of his having the disposal of the chief municipal ofllccstJune, 
1083). Most of the other corporations in England surrendered their 
charters, and received them hack on the like terms, paying heavy 
sums for the favour. 

By such proceedings the gauntiot was fairly thrown drnvu to those 
who hold the lawfulness of resisdnnec to illegal government. Lord 
WilMAM Hl'ssei.l, and Alousn'ON Sit). sty were now the most con¬ 
spicuous leaders of the country party. Bussell, a younger son of 
tlio cnrl of Bedford, held tlio principles of tlio " constitutional 
Whigs” of oar own ugo; and his clinmcter was adorned with virtues 
which were fostered by the mate Id 086 piety and intelligence of las 
wife, lady Rachel Russell. Sidney, u son of the earl of Leicester, was 
a republican of the Spartan and Roman school, and no stranger to the 
darker paths of stain intrigue. As early ns 1081, when the king wu$ 
ill, a scheme laid been formed, with Monmouth and Shaftesbury, for an 
armed resistance to the duke of York's succession;' and now a more 
definite conspiracy was organized. A council of six- -namely, Mon¬

James ii. a. i). 1C86-1088. 

The brief reign of James II. of England and VII. of Scotland con¬ 
tains tlio history of that cufnsfrnpho which Charles II. hurt predicted 
and prepared, but which ho hint had the tact mul good fortune to 
postpone till after his own death. .lames was alike destitute of the 
good humour which made diaries popular, and of the skill to turn 
aside opposition.’ IIo professed indeed to his council his nsolution 
to maintain tho established government in church and state, and be 
retained his brother’s ministers; but he,went openly to mass, and 
ordered by n proclamation tho payment of taxes as before. At the 
f-amo time ho secretly formed a council of Catholics, ami opened a 
nogocintion with pope Innocent XI. 

Ho was crowned, with his queen, on April 2H, 168.*), tho com¬ 
munion being omitted; and parliament assembled May 19. They 
proved devoted to the court; granted the king tonnago and poundage, 
with other duties, for his life, and discharged fJanby and tho Catholic 
loots accused by Oates. The punishment inflicted on that miscreant 
excited almost us much abhorrence ns his crime itself. Being con¬ 
victed of perjury, ho was sentenced to he degraded, heavily fined, 
whipped at tho cart's toil from Ahlguto to Newgate on one day, and 
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from Nowgate (o Tyburn on tiro next, imprisoned for life, imd pilloried 
live limes every year. Contrary to tho manifest infention of his 
judges, lie survived the Inflictum of 1701) lushes, and lived till after 
the Revolution, when ho received a pardon and a pension of jlJOf. n 
year. Ilis accomplice Dungurlicld died from tlio severity of a like 
punishment; hut hia death wan laid to the door of a person mimed 
Francis, who struck him in the eye with a inmn on Ins way hack to 
Newgate, and was hanged for the murder. On ll:o same day'May 80) 
tho venerable Uicuaiui LJax i an, to whom Charles had even ottered a 
bishopric, was tried for a seditious libel against tho church, in his 
Pnraphraseof (he New Testament, and sentenced to fine and imprison¬ 
ment, amidst ribald insults which surprise ns even from the lips of 
Jeffreys, who is said to havo wished to have him whipped, like Oates 
and Dnngerfleld. At a later period Nov 1(>RC) the Rev. Burned 
Johnson, w ho had been tho chaplain of lord’William Russell, was found 
guilty of a seditions address to tho army, and sentenced to a severe 
whipping; tho king's only reply to nil intercessions being, that, *' smee 
iff. Johnson had (he spirit of martyrdom, '(is fit he should suffer.” 

The accession of James was u signal for insarrectioa, but the first 
attempts lmd a disastrous issue. Monmouth, whom tho prince of 
Orange prudently dismissed from his court, retired to IlrusHCls, and 
joined Argylo in a rash plan of invasion. Marly in May, Argyle

Though tho crown was shared alike by William and Alary, Iho 
government was entirely committed to tiro king. He clioso his 
mini*tors from both political parties, of course excluding declared 
Jacobite*, us the partisans of the Stuarts am henceforth cnlte.l 'from 
Jacobin, tho Latin form of Janie*). Hendry and Nottingham were 
associated in the 6;true council with Halifax and Shrewaburv; and 
high offices were conferred upon some of his Dutch followers, ns 
Hctifinck, Scliombcrg, '/nyleslein, and Auverqneique. Bent inch 
whs made earl of Portland, and was tho ancestor of tlie present duke. 
William was his own foreign minister, and tho ono object of his 
European policy was to check tho aggrandizement of Louis XIV.

The Convention, having declared it.-elf a parliament (Feb. 13,, 
proceeded to settle the revenue of tho crown on a scale of frugality 
bordering on di.-.trust; and they assumed, for (lie first time, the 
power of npprop riofiug tho supplies; half of tho whole incomo of 
1,200,000/. being devoted to ttie public expenses, and half to the 
civil list.

Freedom of worship was secured to Protestant Dissenters by tho

Tho vanquished lost only 1500, ami 
tlm victors 500; but among tho latter were marshal SciioMuiruu, 
anil Walker, I lie delcuder of Londonderry. William followed up his 
victory by taking Waterlbr*l ami other towns; lint Limerick made 
good its io>iatnnco (Aug. 8-30), ami he returned to England, Sept. (J. 
Marlborough then made a short campaign of only a month, ami 
returned homo after capturing Cork ami Kinsnhs (Sept. and Oct.j. 
Tyiconnol, James’s deputy, also loft Ireland for I'rnnce; and the 
Jacobite cause was intrusted to James Fitz-Jami's. duke, of Herwick, 
tin able general, the natural soli of James, and liter nephew of Marl- 
Borough, and to Patrick 8ai afield, tho popular leader of the Irish, 
who had distinguished himself in tl.o defenco of Limerick. Ginkcll 
corn mam led for William, and, in iho following year, he brought 
the campaign to a successful close by the masterly c.iptmo of 
■Athlono (Juno 31) , tho defeat of the French general tit. Kutli at 
.Aglmni (July 12;, and tlio surioiwlor of T.iniorii'k after a siege of 
six weeks. Tho war was cone liulcd by tire Pacification of Limerick, 
which secured to the Irish Catholics tho exercise of their religion, 
nnd permitted those who wished, to retire to tho continent nt tho 
expense of government (Ucl.

On 
Juno 30, 1U90, the English and Dutch fleet*. under the earl of Tor- 
ring ton, weie dc-fcnted otf Deadly Hoad by admiral Tnurville, nnd 
«lrlveil to take shelter in tho Thames; while tlm French remained 
masters of tho Channel, hut they attempted nothing further, except 
burning Teigmnoiith. In 1091 William went to Holland, to arrange 
for a grand European coalition against Louis XIV. (Jan. IG—April 
13), ond ho spent all tlm summer there, with Marlborough, in an 
indecisive campaign (May—October). 

At tho close of 1(>1)1 the now government was established in the 
three kingdoms. A pacification of tlm Scotch highlands had been 
made in August, granting pardon nnd indemnity to oil who should 
lay down their arms and toko the oath of allegiance before Dec. 
31 ; but subjecting defaulters to military execution. Those terms 
were complied with by all tho Jueobito Loads of clans, except M'lan, 
tho chief of tho M‘Donalds of Glencoe, a wild valley of the western 
highlands, opening upon Loch Levin, nnd accessible on tho land side

duet of quocn Mary, who had tho charge of the government during 
| Willinm's absence in tho Netherlands. Having reason to bellow 

that Russell, the English admiral, was in tho Jacobite conspiracy, 
»hc addressed a letter to him, expressing confidence in tho fleet, and 
ordered him to read if to all his officers on his quarter-deck. When 
the French fleet underTourvillc put out from Bn st for the eump, 
it was encountered by tho English and Dutch oil' Capa la Ilogue, 
and utterly defeated (May 10, 1092), In commemoration of tho 
JUrri.i: of La lloaue, queen Mary gave up the palace of Oreemviuh 
as a hospital for disabled semnen, aiul tho erection of the present 
Greenwich Ifvsp/lal was begun by William in I COG. 

Louis had sorno compensation for bis loss at La Hogue, in tho 
defeats of William by marshal Luxemburg, mar Namur (Aug. II, 
1(193), and at Lunden (July 19,1G91), and in the naval victory ot 
Tourvillo over sir Goargo Ttooko and a valuable convoy, near Lugos 
(Juno 17, 1G94). These reverses were tho more serious for tho on- 
couragomeid they gave to tho Jacobites. Bristol, Exetor, and .Boston 
declared for James, and Mnrlborough'B intrigues frustrated an ex- 
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pedition against Uiost. The pio-isme of war taxes became severe; 
uiul the p ulmnn-iit, which iwt N«v. 12, Ki'Ji, seized (lie opportuuilv 
to cany the b.ll for Triennial Puiiimiit-iiis, to which William bud 
l't- fused Ins n.~~t-ut in a formersession. (’i'llis statute, which provided 
tor a ii uc parliament every tlnvo years, was ropi-uled under George 
Iin 1711> ) During (lie same session, tho Freulo-u of the Press ana 
*?.stahlisl.< d 1 iv Hie ixm-renownl, on its expiration, of the act to 
restrain unlicensed printing. Sovcio steps were taken to punish 
tl ie prevalent corruption of public oilleevs: among wlimit, sir John 
Trevor, the speaker, had to sutler the ignominy uf putting tho 
•■jucstiou that tie lead been guilty of venality. 

Tlio lorS of queen Mary, who died of smallpox on Dee. 28, 1694, 
< leptived the throne of William of tin-, uppeamnee of legitimacy 
jgi ven hy her shining it, and plots begun to be formed by the 
«>«cobite3 against the kiug'ri life, with iho sanction of James. 
William spent the Hiinitncr in the Netherlands, and achieved mu- 
of his greatest successes, the taking of Namur and its citadel (Aug. 
*1: tun I Sept. I, 1795;. .The new parliament, which met on Nov, 22, 
passed a most important Act for regulating Trials for Treason, 
efiving the accused n rigid to a copy of tho indictment, the aid of 
counsel, and otlier in Ivan luges. A list of (tie witnesses to be called 
xvits granted by u Inter statute of Anno (1709). Meanwhilu the 
plots mentioned above went on, and a scheme was iuiil by sir George 
l.Sarolnv, a Scotch ollicer, and others, to assassinate William on his

t. SAb. 15). Tim conspiracy was betrayed, uiul a “ loyal association” 
whs formed hv tiolh houses of parliament to protect tho king's life. 
L'iveof tlie conspirators wc-rc condemned and executed (March lb 
ixl ii) April H), having huen publicly absolved on Iho seaflbltl by 
<J«. v remy Collier, a nonjunng divine. Sir John Fenwick, against 
whom only one witness could he piodueed, was at length attainted 
l>y act of parliauienl, and executed on Tower-bill. Jon. *2S, 1G97. 
Wliilo in piisou, lie otVered to give evidoneo agamd Marlborough, 
t jfrjilolphin, admiral Itussoll, and other leading men, who nro now 
known to have been in treasonable correspoudonco with James; but 
lio gained no credit, and only sealed his fate by rousing thoir enmity. 
Tho Whigs hud now regained thoir ascendency, and several of their 
1 ctutors received now titles. Tho great lawyer, sin John Somers, 
ivfis made lord chancellor and a peer (April 22, 1697). 

Another indecisive campaign in tho Netherlands had made 
Louis desirous of closing tho war; and, after protracted negocin- 
tioiis, the general Peace op II YSwick wur signed, Soph 10, iC97. 
TjOuis relinquished most of his conquests, and acknowledged William 
aa long of Gient Britain and Iroland. 
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About tho sumo time, England was visited by another potentate, 
destined to misi 1 his barbarous uiut little-known dominions to (bo 
innk of u (iratmto power, and to prepare his successors for lending 
on u European coulitimi to Ihu overthrow of Louis XIV.’s most 
puwciful successor. This was PtTCH thi-: Gim.at, czar of Russia. 
He lived ul Mr. Evelyn’s bonso al Deptford, while ho spent his 
days in the dockyard, and worked willi his own hand, to acquire 
the knowledge of shipbuilding. Another gieut event of this year 
Wus tlio opening of <$7. Paul's Cathedral for public worship, on the 
thanksgiving day for the peace of Ryswick (Di e. 2, 1097,. 

The pence was of short duration. While parliament " ns pressing 
on William the reduction of the army, Louis was planuing no less a 
Scheme than the addition of Spain to bin dominions, on tho approach* 
iug death of Charles II. The annexed table shows tho state of I lie 
royal family of Spain fseo p. 257). 

The lights of tho several claimants arc too complicated to be dis¬ 
cussed hero; nor lmd thny much to do with tho issue. William 
favoured the expedient of n partition of tho vast Spanish empire, 
by incorporating with Franco tho provinces north of the Pyrenees; 
giving to the dauphin Naples and Sicily, with the other Italian pos¬ 
sessions. except Milan, which was assigned to the archduke Charles; 
while iho electoral prince of Bavaria, Joseph Ferdinand, whom 
Philip IV. had mimed ns Lis heir, was to inherit Spain, the Nether¬ 
lands, and the Indies. A secret treaty to this effect was signed by 
William and Loins at Loo I Oct. 1, lfi98), but frustrated by tho death 
of Joseph Fordinand (Feb. 8, IGOU). They mndo a second treaty of 
partition in tho spring of 1700, giving Spain, tho Netherlands, and 
tho Indies to the nvclidnko Charles, and Milan to tho dauphin, in 
addition to tho share already allotted to him. Hut, in the autumn, 
tho emperor rejected all plana of partition, and Louis induced tho 
king of Spain to make a will in favour ofhis grandson, Philip duke 
of Anjou, who become king Piiimp V. of Spain cm the death of 
Charles II. (Oct. 21, 1700). The emperor took up arms against 
tho French in Italy, in favour of his son, who assumed the title of 
CnAiii.f.s III. ; and thus began tho great War of the Spanish. Suc¬ 
cession Q1701). William at first acquiesced in tho accession of Philip 
V.; but a sense of common danger soon led him to form I lie Grand 
Alliance of England, Holland, and the empire, for depriving Philip, 
or rather Louis, of Flanders and tho Milanese (Sept. 7, 1701). 

At tliis very moment an evonl occurred which caused the people 
to unite heartily in tho policy of tho king. His course at homo 
had not been smooth. The parliament of IG98 had deprived him 
of liis Dutch guards, and revoked enormous grants of forfeited 
lauds in Ireland which ho had made to his Dutcli favourites, be* 
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sides excluding them fi>»m Hit* council. In the next parlimnPt* t * 
which mi l Kelt C, 1701, with Hie celt hinted Hobkrt Hmu.uy J«» j * 
speaker, the Toni'S had u majority.

She was married I** 
the elector of llanover, and was the only descendant of Jomi-H I* 
who adhere.t to the reformed faith. On her and her heirs, tin ♦»•<** 
fore, h. ing I’rokshniti, the crown was settled in ease of the ilrHll*** 
of both William and Anno without issue. New sec mi tics /<n* I ) *<' 
liberties of the people were incorporated in this net. 

Tho Act of Sscttknicnt laid been passed only n u-w months, <iu«l 
the Grand Alliance hud been signed only a week, when Jrmn-H 1 l. 
died at St. Gcrnmin’s, Sept. 10, 1701. I.ouis XIV. at iiih*ii 

acknowledged his eon, James Francis Edward, as king of Hreul 
Biilain and Iielaml, in defiance of the treaty of ItYbwick. 'I'liJH 
outrage roused all England. The voice of the people 
uttcnuico in the now parliament (Dee. 80), which responded luj’iilly 
to a noble speech from William*, voted (100,000/. mu I largo lam! uiul 
sea forces for tin; war; resolved that no peace should ho iuihIu 
till Fmncc had given reparation fur tlio insult; and attainted ilio 
“pretended prince ofWules” and his adherents of high tre«HOil. 
William, careworn and enfeebled by disease, found himself outset 
more the trusted lender of bis people, united wit)) him in the c*u nan 
of freedom and religion, which was dearer to him than his crown. 

Hnt the triumph was his last, and others «eie to reap its tYtittm.

Heviiav of Tur. Seventeenth Centeuv. 

The ago from tin: death of Elizabeth to that of William (1(103- 
)7o2) coincides almost exactly with the duration of tho 17th 
century, and forms a period of mortal conflict between tho principled 
of lilierty and despotism. That conflict M been carried on, in 
pmefice, ever sineo tho reign of John. Constitutional liberty bad 
in-en obtained under tho Plantagcnets; but tho strong will of tho 
Tmloi> seemed to have left tho victory with the crown, though all 
the forms of a fnjo constitution were preset ved, ready to shu t into 
activity under ft less vigorous baud. Tho Stuarts, too weal; to 
continue this system in its power, yot Committed themselves morn 
openly to tho assertion of its principle!). James I. summed up tho 
theory of divine l ight in tho simplo maxim, “ a Deo rex, a Jicye h. r" 
(the king is from (Jod, tho law from tho king); and Charles I. arul 
James II. slaked ]>fo and crown on its inninlojuinco in practice. 
The parliamentary leaders oppose* 1 force to force ; while tho theory 
of popular righ(3 was argued out by Milton, Sidney, and Locke ; 
and tire revolution of 1G88 was avowedly based on tho union of 
light and might. Tito abstract theories involved in tho dispute 
Imvo ever since been open to debate; but tire practical result, as 
embodied in tho Dill of Rights and tho Act of Settlement, is accepted, 
alike by Whigs mid Tories, ns equally binding on the sovereign ft ml 
the people. In religion, also, the conflict between tire Catholic mid 
Protestant churches, after being more and move complicated by tiro 
immmcrablo forms into which tho latter branched out, was (ending 
to tho wider question of liberty of conscience, which was for tint 
first liuio publicly, though very partially, recognised under William. 
In our foreign relations during this period there were strange vicis¬ 
situdes. Elizabeth had established the power of England abroad 
and on tho seas, ns the guardian of her own independence and tho 
champion of tho oppressed. This proud position was regained by 
Cromwell, after i thud been abandoned by James I. and Charles I.: it 
was recklessly sacrificed by Charles II., the pensioner of Louis; and 
was revived by William in tho uew'foiin of wm-s for tlio inamtounnca 
of tho "balance of power” in Europe. Tho supposed connection 
between pence and liberal principles is not homo out by tho 
experience of this century; nor docs that experience justify the 
assumption, that tho honour of the crown in tho oyes of Europe is 
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best maintained liy tho extreme ndiocatea of its pierogniives at 
home. Olio result of foreign mul domestic war was (lie establish- 
mtmt of u ])< in m noli t military force. Wo hnvo not iced tlio com¬ 
mencement of 11 standing nutty under Clmrlcs II. It increased 
under James H- to 20,ODD men: mul under William it became an 
institution. Tlui littvy was a favourite object with tho Stuarts ; ami 
James II especially, ludh as duko of York find king, deserves 
lasting jj raise for liis efforts to maintain an eiHcient licet, seconded 
liv tlm colebrated IVpvs, as secretary to tlm Admiralty. 

Amidst all its troubles, the country tnudo steady progress in popu¬ 
lation, civilization, and wealth. Tito great colonies of North Ame¬ 
rica, Virginia, New England, 3!«rylund, New York, Now Jersey, 
Carolina, and I'etinsylvania, were conitdished by religions refugees 
, ( and speculative settlors, or gained as tho prizes of w ar ; mul many 
‘ lirtlielr names still bear witness to llioir origin. The fruits of wnr 
were also reaped both in tho Wu»l and Cast Indies: and in tlm 
bilkr tho East India Company, besides gaining enormous profits, 
began to obtain a permanent footing in tho country. A rival asso¬ 
ciation sprang up about the time of the Revolution, and the two were 
finally incorporated together in 1702. Commerce was extended by 
other companies of merchant adventurers, and it received a vast 
impulse from the naval successes against the Dutch. Enormous 
fortunes were realized in trade; and sir Josiah Child may be men- 
tinned as the representatives of our “ merchant princes.'’ The asso¬ 
ciation of such rneu supplied funds to tho parliament and to Crom¬ 
well ; and such an association, which canto forward under WiUknu 
with a loan of 1,200,000/., was incorporated‘as the Haul: of F.nyla mi. 
Taxation gradually took more of its modern form, in the imposition 
oF numerous dntirs of customs and excise; and the National Dtlt 
may bo said to hnvo originated in tlio wars against Louis XIV., for 
ot tbo Revolution it was little above a million, and at tlio death ol 
Atnio (171-t) it had reached 50 millions. It must not be concealed 
that with tho increase of wealth there was a frightful increase of 
corruption. Kings and statesmen bribed each other, and tho mcr- 
- chants bribed them all 

Art received some enconrogemont during this ago, chiefly by the 
employment of foreign artists, among whom tho greatest was Van¬ 
dyke. English arebi lecture ceased to lire; but tbo now semi-classic 
my us oF Palladio was introduced by Ituliau architects, and developed 
with great magnificence by Inigo Jones and sir Christopher Wren. 

Literature, which bad culminated under Elizabeth, maintained 
an elovation iu which only a severo taste could detect incipient de- 
alum. Shakepere belongs to James as well ns Elizabeth. Ho found 
a wpvthy successor in Ben Jonson ; but when the dmma rose ngnin 
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Us suppression mulcr tho Cuinnnmwi.nUh, it was debased by 
l>ix , vniliiii' immorality, which inflated the whole litem tux; of tho 
oral ion. MHtau belongs, hv his Mympntlnc.s mid earlier wailings, 
the Commonweallh ; hut. hisgivat poem was the solace of his blind 
*■*1*1 ere, when ho had "fallen <>tt evil <lay.s mid evil tongues. IDs 
H,| t*linie blank veino icnmhis without a rival; lmt the stalely und 
ma- v< >113 couplets of Dnjtlai gave birth to a imw school, wlnlo Lis 
in 1700, closes tho poetical literature of the century.

Anne, tho second daughter of James II.. was lxtrn nt St. James's, 
Feb. (i, 1UG5.

Her hand was sought 
by the elec tend princo of Hanover, George Louis, who ultimately 
became Iter successor; but she married ptmeo George of Denmark, 
a weak, coarse, indolent man, who never luul any influence in Lug- 
hmd, though ho hold tho oflico of lord high admiral from Anne s 
accession.

Tho moro moderate parly proposed n federa¬ 
tion ; l>ut eventually, bv the help of unsparing bribery, tho Act ot 
Un ion pass.il tho Scottish parliament on Jan. 1(5, 1707, and tlio 
Kngllijli parliament on March (5, and caino into operation on May 1. 
T’lio two countries were united into one kingdom; hut they pre¬ 
served their respective religions establishments-tho episcopal 
CliureK of England, with tho queen as its head, and tho presby- 
torijiii Jvirk of Scotland, acknowledging no head on earth.

Wo now turn to foreign politics. Early in 1702 Marlborough went

■.May -ti. In July lui look tlie comnmnd of tlio allies in FluiidciH, 
and reduced Vonlon, Itiuenmmlo, and Liegu. Ho returned to I’ng* 
land in November to receive tho thanks of puvl lament amt tho 
patent of a duke, with a pension of pooy/. a your, which wns after- 
wauls nn.de pel pel iad. Tlio licet, under sir (Jeoige Hooke, fulled 
in an nttack on Cadiz, but cap!moil ami destroyed several French 
meu-oi'-wnr in Dio boy of Vigo. Admiral JJt.nbnw pursued tlio 
French We.-t Indian fleet, and engaged Hum for five days, llmilgll 
11 icy linit Uftcon ships, and his huvcii were 1 edueed to two by tlio 
dosed ion of his captains, whom ho lived long enough to punish 
before dying of his wounds nt Kingston in Jimmieit (Aug. 1702 

Tlio campaign of 171)2 was indecisive. In Soil them (ieitiumy tlio 
Fionch and Havanans were successful against tlio Atuhimis; but 
MsulhoruugU took ltouu mi the Rhine, and tUc fall of the Ciutrcsseu 
uf liny, Limburg, and (luchln-a made him master of tho lino of tlio 
Menst) ns a base for his operations in the following year. Tho duUo 
of Savoy and the king of L'urtugnl joined tho ullintico this year, and 
tho nominal king of Spain, Charles III., paid a visit to Ktigtuml. 
Tho beginning of winter wns marked by a tempest of impur.il luli.il 
liereoness called tho “ Client Storm” (Nov. 2b-Den. 1). Tlio ruy «l 
navy lost 12 ships ami 1500 men; the damage in London was com* 
pitted at 1,000,OOoL; and, among much other loss of lifo, bishop 
Kidder and his wife were killed by tho fall of part of tlio episcopal 
palaco at Wells. 

In 1701 Marlborough conceded with princo Kuo test: of Savoy n 
masterly schema for tlio relief of tlio emperor. Ciurying his army 
across tho Ilhino, Main, and Neeknr, to the Danube, whilo Eingono 
seemed tho lino of tho Upper Rhino, ho took Douauwcrlli, cutting 
iu two the. enemy’s forces on th« lino of tho Danube, and seewvinpf 
a bridge over the river. Tlio armies of the Upper Hlihm now cximo 
through tho Black Forest lo the aid of tho main bodies; tho Frond i, 
under marshal Tullnrd, joining tho elector of Bavaria, and Knjgeno 
uniting his forces to Marlborough.

with tho queen, who began to weary of Sarah's temper, by tlie in- 
tinduction of a new favourite, Ahiyuil Hill, who soon became Mrs. 
Maslinm. Thoy revenged themselves on Harley by driving him 
from oltlco, on a fatso charge of bon g implicated in n treasonable 
eorrespoiidctieo which ono of his ( clerks, named Gregg, had carried 
on with France. Hailey and St. John, who resigned with him, 
were replaced hy two Whigs— Hour.ur Wai.colv. nnd Cnnlonncl 
• Fob. 17U.S). In tho autinun of tho fnmo year 1 110 cabinet Lecnme 
still moro whiggioh by the ftppciintmont of Somers ns lord president;

But two days after, the queen, being seized with a fatal illness, sent * 
for the duke of Shrewsbury, who took prompt measures, in concert 
with Argvlo and Somerset, to defeat tlio schemes of Bolingliiukc. 

Oil July JO Anno delivered tho whito slatf of lord treasurer tn 
Shrewsbury; and on Sunday, August 1, she expired nt Kensington, 
in tlio fiftieth year of her age, and the thirteenth of her reign. Ih r 
easy temper and her faultless domestic life gained her tlio epithet 
of ‘‘tho good queen Amie.“ Her weak and indolent Umperament 
greatly contributed to the progress of Hint ohinigo by-which the 
government of England 1ms eoino to ho directed hv lespmisili!- 
ministers, rather than by the wishes of tlio sovereign. I lets was 
the first reign undisturbed hv rehellion, and unstained by executions 
for high treason, with tho one insignificant exception of Gregg. 
She showed her attachment to tho church by giving up the first- 
fruits and tenths, and limiting th.it provision for (lie aid of pour 
livings, which hears the name of "queen Anne's bounty.** Among 
the new institutions of her reign whs Hie establishment of a General 
poft Office for all the British dominions '1710). 

Tim time of Anno hns I icon honoured with the name of the 
AutiuHon Aye of Knglish literature, a name inoio Indy descriptive 
than those who first used it wero aware ; for in Knuhirul, ns nt 
Borne, it marks a period of great excellence indeed, hut of decline 
from a nobler perfection. Ai.exaxi>kr L‘ove stands at tlio head of 
the poets; while Anutsox and Swift nro tho greatest masters of 
prose, not only in this age, but in the wholo course of Knglisli 
literature. The periodica! essays, of which the .S 'pcchtfvr the 
great example, were tho invention of this time. Most of tho leading 
writers belong also to tho reigu of (Jcoigo I., and bomo leach into 
that of George 11.

GforuE Loris, elector of Hanover (son of Ernest Augustus, duke 
uf Hrunswitk-Limelnug ami elector of Hanover, mid of Sophia, 
tho youngest child of Frederick elector palatine ami Eliza both 
daughter of James I.’:, was proclaimed !*y tlic tillo of Gi.ouor, I, 
immediately upon the dealli of rpieen Anne. Ilia accession was 
unopposed, not only in England, hut also in Scotland and Ireland; 
nnd ]ut was acknowledged by Louis XIV. n3 well as bv tho other 
' powers of Europe. lie landed at Greenwich on Sept. I?*, 1714.with 
his eldest son, afterwards George U. Ho was welcomed hy tlic 
people as the ropiestntntivo of the great principle of a Protestant 
suceesMou, though personally lie lioil little to recommend him. The 
king was fifty-four years old, having heeii Itom May ‘2S, 1CG0. In 
person and manner Jm was heavy, coarse, and awkward. His mind 
was uncultivated hy lit era (tiro or science, though ho had, like nearly 
ell his countrymen, a natural taste for music. Ills other tnatea woro 
low, and Ids society was composed of those who pnndorod to Diem. 
His wife, Sophia Dorothea of Zell, had becu doomed to perpetual 
imprisonment for on alleged intrigue with couut Kdniganmrk; while 
his mistresses camo over to enrich themselves in England. To 
these rrpnlsiro trails ho added a total ignorance of tho English 
language, customs, and feelings, which disabled him from presiding 
in his own couucil or cultivating tho favour of his people. Indeed, 
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he seems to have regarded his reign iu England ns mi experiment, 
and Hanover ub his only I me count it and see me pot-so-Mon. Ua 
Uio other lamd. he was straightforward, diligeut, and frugal; nml 
desirous of pence, though ho had proved his courage uml skill in 
war. Ho had the good souse to trust the government to weU-chubeu 
ministers. To confirm the hopo of stability in the new dynasty, hie 
sou George Augustus, now prince of Wales, was already thirty years <>t 
age, had been a con undo of tho British soldiers under Marlborough, 
nnd lmd distinguished himself on tho field of Ondcnurdc; and 
this priuco had a son, Frederick, who was seven years old. 

Immediately on tho death of Anne, the Hanoverian minister had 
produced mi instrument, appointing eighteen lords justices, in 
accordance with tho act of regency, nearly all of whom wens Whigs; 
and the king on his urrivul • identified hinmelf with that party. 
Lord Townslicnd, brother-in-law of Walpole, succeeded BolingWoke 
as secretary of elute, and was in reality prime minister, llis 
principal colleague was general Stanhope, second secretary of stale. 
Shrewsbury resigned tho white wand; the ofilee of lord high 
treasurer was put in commission, nml has never since heen revived. 
Rtc'ps were taken to punish the late ministers for their intrigues 
with France ami tho prolender. Oxford, Bolingbiokc,and Onucwid 
were impeached by tho commons for high treason; but tho first 
only remained to answer the charge, which was dropped after ho 
had heen detained two years in tho Tower, Acts of nltuimhr were 
passed against Onuoml and Bnlingbroke. Ormond had escaped to 
France after Oxford’s arrest, and died abroad iu 1715. Bolingbruko 
had taken tho ohmn slill earlier, mul lied to tin* pretender, who 
resided in Lorraine under the assumed name of the CUcmlicr de St. 
George, and became Iob chief adviser. But they quarrelled about 
the disastrous attempt of 1715; and, after some years, Buliugbroka 
obtained Ida pardon and returned to Kngland (J723). 

The chevulier Irad just pul dished a manifesto of his right to the 
crown (Aug. lift, 1715), when his hopes of aid from Franco were 
crushed by tho death of Louis XIV. (Sept. 1), who was succeeded 
hv his infant great-grandson Louis XV. Meanwhile the Jacobites 
risked a premature rising under tho curl of Mur in Scotland, oml 
Mr. Foster and the c-arl of Derwent water in tho north of England. 
Foster advanced ns fur as Preston, and there surrendered to general 
Carpenter (Nov. 15;, with lords Derwcntwater, X’ithisdale, Wintoun, 
Konmure, uml many membors of old families in the north. On the 
same day Mar was defeated by Argylo at Sherijj'muir, near Stirling, 
and retired to Forth, Tho ebovalier now risked his person in a 
cuubo already lost, landing at Fctcrheari (Dec. 22), But ho only 
chilled his adherents by his want of cheerful energy.

To deprive tbo pretender of support front Fmneo, negotiations were 
opened with tbo regent duko of Orleans, whose interest suggested 
im alliance with England; since, in the event of the kings death, 
Ilf would need help to enforce Philip V.s minm-Uitlon of tho crown 
.■I 1" rnnec. His minister, tho celebrated ubhc Ihtbois, negocialed a 
treaty, which was afterwards merged in the Triple Alliance between 
England, Fiance, and Holland (Jan. I, 1717 <. 

Philip V. of Spain now resolved oil war, and seized Sardinia, by 
the advice of his ambitious minister cardinal Albtroni, who was 
intriguing with Charles XII. of .Sweden and (ho ezal in favour of 
the Stuarts, and renewing the old Rpattislt plots in England. 
Stanhope, who, front causes not worth relating hero, had displaced 
Tnwnshend us jiritne niinietcr (1717,,* hastened lo Paris, and formed 
a new Quadruple AUhun-e between tin* three former allies atld Clio 
emperor, to preserve tho peace of Europe H718;. lie then pru- 
eiedtd to Madrid, hut failed to move Alhefoni. Meuuvvhilo the 
Spaniards took Palermo nr*1 Messina, but who defeated (Aug. 11;

The pretender was received with royal houmiis at Madrid, and a 
rleet w.ts equipped at Corunna to convoy him to England ■T710 / . 
hut this new armada .’like Philip IP's; wits dashed to pieces by a 
htorm, when it bad only just put out to sea. Further reverses led 
to tbo disgrace of Alboiuni ldmsolf (Dee. 4), ami Philip V. joined 
the Quadruple Alliance (Jnii, 1720;. About tbo sunn; time Charles 
XU. dird, und the queen of Sweden heemne the ally of George I. 

Staidmpo's administration, while thus successful abroad, advanced 
in u liberal course at home. In spite of tho united opposition of 
the Tories and Walpole, who hud resigned with To wash end, they 
repealed the act against occasional conformity and tho Schism Act; 
and Stanhope himself wished to have repealed Cho Test Act 
lint they incurred a serious check in the rejection or tbo Peerage 
Bill, the object of which was to limit tbo power of the king to 
create new peers, and its motive tho fear lest the prioce of Woles,

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on coining to tlio throne, should u«o his prerogative to swamp Die 
Whig majority. Walpole opposed Uio bill with great eloquence in 
tlio House of Cum 11hum, and it was rejected by Uio peers. Widpalo 
also succeeded in healing u quarrel between tlm Icing and (bo prince 
of Wales; and, early in 17*20. he mid Townsliend accepted sub¬ 
ordinate places in tlio government. 

Tho autumn of this year brought on a singular oomraovciul evibis. 
TUo South Sen Company was funned by Hurley in 1710, as a means 
of meeting a deficit of nearly 0,OUO,OOUt. in tlio public smvices. 
The company took this debt ujirm i I sc If, in considcmtion of a largo 
imnual payment ns interest and tlio oxclusivo privilege of trading 
with tho subjects of Spain in tlio South Seas. In 1719 they paid 
7 t 5i)U,000/. for the unredeemable government annuities created 
during tho war, and induced tho annuitants to accept South Hen 
block on very low terms. Tho transaction gave i iso to n mania for 
tho company's stock, which seemed almost epidemic, for Ihero was 
just tiic same rage in I'mis for tlio Mississippi scheme of Taw; and 
all manner of bubble companies wore launched. In September came 
the crash. Tho South He a slock fell from 1000 to 300, Tliounmde 


wm e ruined. The government were charged with aiding thodcludim; 
and an attaek, made on them in tlio Uimso of l.orda by the young 
V duke of Wlunton, was repelled by Stanhope with such heat, that tliu 
\cffuvt caused mi apoplexy, of wliich ho died next day (Fob. 0, 1721;. 
Sir Roiu.rt Wali’oli: now rose to the chief direction of ufl'ahx, 


which -he retained for twenty years. His chief colleagues were 
lord Townsliend, us secretary of state, and loid Carteret, uitorwiirdrt 
earl GVmio/'/fc.* lie took prompt measures to remedy tho South 
Sea disaster, and to puuisli tho directors.

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France, In oppose which England concluded with France ami Pi main 
tho defcnstvo Treaty of //runner, to which Sweden and Holland ac¬ 
ceded (Sept. B, 17'2o'. lint a Her n fruitless attack hy Spain upon 
Gibraltar, and other insignificant hostilities, the French minister, 
cardinal b'teury, succeeded in restoring pence, the preliminaries of 
which were signed at Palis, May 31, 1727; lad Spain and England 
remained in a .state of Jiostility. It is mfrrrding to liner in tlds 
affair the names of what were henceforth tho gif at powers of Europe. 
Three days afterwards Mum* B: Georg.' J. had si iftcd on his usual 
visit to llmtovcr. Un the journey ho was seized with apoplexy, ami 
died iu his carriage before lie could roach tho palace of his brother, 
tho bishop of Osiinlmiek (Juno 11, 17*27;, in tho sixty-eighth year 
uf his ago and tho thirteenth of his rc-ign.

The reign of Gcorgo 1. completed the system of purlin men fur y 
mi I agon ism between the Whig and Tory parties Tho former main¬ 
tained their ascendency tim ing Ilia whofu reign, and, contrary to 
what has since happened, their chief strength was in tho House 
of Lords. Tho clergy were generally Tories, and many of them 
Jacobites. The censure which they passed in convocation tijmn 
Dr. Headley, bishop of Bangor, for n sermon in winch ho advocated 
liberty of conscience, led (o (he suspension of nil (ho powers of con¬ 
vocation. That body was prorogued in 1717, and each now con¬ 
vocation since then has been prorogued at onco upon its meeting, 
rill within the lust few years.

Louis XV. took tl io fk-ld in pcieon with mnudml $<u<s in 
Flanders, while Fiulciick, in dcilum-o of the tidily of thvslmi, 
attempted to Conquer Holiemia mid Jlmuvin, us tho ally of Charles 
VII. At lci»}»tli, by tlio dibits of England, which hud lbrmeil n 
quadruple alliniu o with Holland, Austria 'Jun. 171,1 >. mid Saxony, 
n jifftCu was concluded with Prussia ul Dresden. Tho Austrians 
kept tho French in clu ck Upon the Rhine, und covered Frankfort, 
where Francis duko of Lorraine, tho husband of Maria Theresa, wus 
elected emperor by the title of Francis f. (S<!|>(. 15, 1715). 

The campaign of this year, in Flanders, wus marked by the "rent 
battle of Fontukoy. Marshal Suxc hud invested Tourimy; and tiro 
English, Dutch, and Austrians, under tho duke of Cumberland, 
inarched to its relief. 'Plus column of guards charged tho French 
centre, broke through two lines of infantry, und were advancing 
upon the village of Antouing, occupied by Louis XV. and tho 
dauphin in person, when they found tlicnmclvcs abandoned by their 
allies. They left 00410 men upon tho held, und the remnant of tho 
»muy made good their rut runt to Ath (May 11, 17-15). This victory 
gtivo Flanders to tho French. In America the English took Lou id- 
bo lug, tho capital of Cuph 15 re I on (Juno 15). 

It was nt this juncture tlmt Cuaiu.i.S Edwaud, sou of tlio pre¬ 
tender James Francis, (undo his great adventure to recover tiro 
crown of Gnat Urituiu. James himself hud fallen into obscurity 
over since tho attempt of 1715, and was now sinking into old ugo; 
hut his son, who was horn in 1721, seemed to have all Mm popular 
merits that liis lather Mulcted. In person ho whs tall, Well formed, 
and active ; his face eminently handsome, his complexion fair; his 
eyes blue ; his hair fell in natural ringluts on his ucok. Ilia address, 
at oneo dignified and ulVahlc, was calculated to win attachment; yet 
his misfortunes had rendered liiui somewhat jealous of lira dignity, 
llo possessed courage and n romantic sense of honour; he was de¬ 
cisive and resolute, yet without much ability as a leader. 11 is letters 
breatho both energy and affection, but they are ill spelt and written 
in tho bcmwling bund of a schoolboy; for his education Jmd been 
filmmeuilly neglected. In politics nut! religion ho retained nil Mm 
bigoted notions of tho Stuarts; and tho end of his life showed that 
his early promise was not proof ngaiust tho chill of adversity. 

His linst attempt was made curly in 17+4, with the support of a 
largo French fleet and ariuy under mnishal Saxo; but tlio expedi¬ 
tion was totally wrecked by n great storm off Duugeness, and the 
French government abandoned tho enterprise. Deprived of their 
support, and without even his father's knowledge, dairies Edward

After some further successes of the French in l'lundcin and of 
the English at son, the war was ended by the general Peach of 
Alx-j.A-CllArEl.lx, on tho basis of the mutual restitution of conquests; 
Iml Fret let ick was allowed to keep Silesia (Oct. 1718;. The pcaco 
lasted barely seven years. Besides the disputes in India, to bo 
mentioned presently, serious collisions had occurred between tbo 
French and English in America; the French lied at Brest was 
suspected to be destined for tho St. T.awrenco, ami sir Edward 
Hawke wits directed to destroy every French ship betweeu Capo 
Ortegnl and Capo Clear. Even while porpcdrntnig this uutrago on 
national law, the dilko of Newcastle's government were blind to tho 
preparations of tho I'roneh for attacking Minorca, and Fort Mahon 
was already invested, when admiral Byng (second son of lord Tor- 
riiigton'; arrived with a badly equipped squadron of 10 ships (May 
10, 1750) After a partial action with tho French licet, Byng 
retired to Gibraltar.

A great change was now eflictcd in tire English ministry. Since

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ducted by bis brother, tho dnk« of Newcastle, with tho aid o! 
Henry Fox (afterwards lord Holland) mid Bcerebuy Murray; Am 
tho resignation of ffro former, and the elevation of tho latter to the 
chief-justiceship, with tho title of lord Mansfield, broke up the n 
government, and tho king was obliged to soiul for William pin. 1 
Dismissed after a few (iicmths, 1‘ilt rv«s homo back to office by (he ■■ 
populuv voice, ami entered on his jiml tufniinhiratiou-mu > of the j 
most glorious periods in our annals. Newcastle hold the almost I 
ijoniinwl office of first lord of the Treasury, and Fox was paymaster ' 
of tho forces, but without, a sent in tho cabinet (Juno 2D, 1757). 

Meanwhile the ambition of Frederick If. had provoked tm 
European coalition, of which tho mainspring was baron /fromdr, 
tho pvimo minister of Maria Theresa. Ho formed a secret treat)’ 
with Franco at l 'erfaiUc* (May 1, 175G), ntid another with Russia, 
Poland, Saxony, and Sweden, for the partition of Prussia. The 
treachery of n clerk revealed (ho plot to Frederick, who at on.-i? 
seized Dresden, tho capital of Saxony, and so begun the Seven 
Years’ War. fleorge II. now resolved to support his nephew, 

I hough ho feared his ambition, and had often been ofil iidcd by his 
sarcastic speeches. In tho first campaign, however, tho duke o? 
Cumberland was driven out of I tan over by tho duke of Richelieu. 
Tho king did not conceal Iris resentment, and the duko retired from 
court, anil took no conspicuous part in public affairs for the rest of 
bis life, llo died in 17bf>, at tho ago of forty live. 

Wlrile tho king of Prussia retrieved his aifnirs by tho victories Ot 
lloggbnch mid Lcufhen, which obtained for him in England a sulisidy 
of G70.00U?., and tho title of tho champion of IVoteslantifim, Pitt 
•was planning vast campaigns in Europe, Africa, America, and Tmha 
< 1758)1 The ports of Franco were threatened. An attempt on 
Cherbourg failed ut first, but, on its renewal in August, the place 
waa found deserted, and the works wore deal roved. Next year 
(1759) Run net bombarded Havre, destroying many of the ) wots 
collected for invading England; Pose awed dispersed Ilia Toulon 
fleet; Brest and Dunkirk were blockaded; and sir Edward ILovke 
gained a grant victory’ over tho French fleet under Do Confhms, off 
Qnihrron (Nov. 20). On fluid, princo Ferdinand of Brunswick 
drove tho French out of Hanover 11758,', pursued them over tho 
Rhine, and gained the victory of Crefebl (Juno 23, 175S), but was 
obliged to retreat. Next year he wos defeated by tho dnke of 
Broglio near Frankfort and driven back to tho Wosor; and bo then 
gained the decisive battle of Minden, where tho French were only 
saved from destruction by tho misconduct of lord George Snekrille. 
who commnndcd the cavalry, and thrice refused to eflnrgo (August 
1759). Pitt dismi&sed lord Ueorgn from all his employtn6nls. 'flie 
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campaigns of F redo lick himself are too complicated to bo narrated 
boro.

In this expedition grout credit was gained by u very young 
general named James Woi.it:, whom l'itt had appointed second ir 
command, on his uniform principle of paying regard to merit only 
Ifa was now chosen for the most important, though not nominally ttio 
highest post in a grand expedition which Pi Id had planned for flio 
Conquest of Canada. Three armies weio to co-operate fruin the baso 
of tho Ninth American colonies and tho mouth of tlio St. Lawrence. 
On the west a body of colonists and Indians, under gen end Pridcunx

11 icy disembarked on Juno 27, 1750. Here Wolfo found himself 
alone; fur, though tlm other armies had been successful, (bey hud 
nut hail time to join him. Wolfo saw tho city towering above him 
on tlio almost in access! bio banks of tho St. Lawrence and the St.

While these scenes were passing in Europe and America, a still 
inuiv glorious conquest was began in India by tin; genius of Ul'liLHT 
Cl.tvE. Little is known of Indian history from the invasion ot 
Alexander the Cheat to the conquest of tho Mohammedans of 
Central Asia. In (tie second half of tho 17th century nearly tho 
whole peninsula was united under tho sceptre of Aurungzebo, who 
laid hirt capital at Delhi '.1(55U-17U7;. After his death, his empire 
fell a prey to the reviving power of tho warlike Muhruttas uml other 
native princes, and to the incursion of the Persians under Kubli- 
1C!tun; and the internal disorder# of tho peninsula laid it open to 
European conquest. 

The Portuguese,sailing round the Capo ot Good Hope, Inid formed 
settlements a# early as 14DX, of which Gou hccumo the chief. The 
Dutch followed tlam; and, in l;Y.)*J, tho merchants of London 
formed tho East India Ctaapriny, which 1ms been already iimnliuneil 
so vend times Their first permanent settlement was on the Coro¬ 
mandel coast, at Fori St. Geonjo and Madras. Under Chinks II. 
tho Islo of Bombay, on the Malabar coast, was acquired as tlio dnvviy , 
of Cafherino of JJraganzn. In I» lorrifory at tho mouth ot tho f 
Ganges was ceded hy tlio Great Mogul, for uu annual tribute; here

capital of Calcutta grow up. Each of these three hint ions laid its t 

president, responsible to the company at homo; and each was 1 
defended by a small force of English soldiers, and of natives who 
were called Sepoys from the Indiuit si pah i, a soldier. Hut as yet 
there were no thoughts of conquest. The jealousies excited by the 
Dutch and Portuguese had subsided, when tlio French appeared in 
India as rivals. They farmed under Louis XIV. tho settlements 
of Chaiuh riuigore on tho llooghly, near Calcutta, and Vundicherrtf, 
south of Madias; while tho possession of the Isles of Franco {Mauri* 
lias) and linurlum, in tho Indian Ocean, aided their coiniiuilticalions. 

In 1747, La Bmirdnunait, tho governor of these islands, defeat* d nn 
English fleet ami took Madras; hut it was wrested from him by 
Urn jealousy of Dupleix, tho governor of tho French possessions on 
tho Coromandel const, and given back to England by tho pence of

FVo saw the last reign close with the complete ascendency of 
Pitt: l»u|. now Ibcro was another power behind the throne, in 
(ho person of the mil of lMc, who had long been the favourite 
counsellor of tho hing'd mother, and who was made decretory ot 
btnte, without l'iti’a being consultedf 1701). Meanwhile the English 
Hec.ta hml taken Hnlhiislo, on tho const of Brittany, and Dummied 
in the West Indies. Pitt seemed in a position to dictate tc-rn.3 of 
peace, nml was resolved to Imvu Minorca. But tho negoeiations 
were broken oft’ in consequence of tho Family Covuwct, funned 
by Lmiis XV. with Chuiles Iff.'who hntl buceeeded his brother 
Ferdinand VI. ns king ufX/aioi, in 175P;, and with his son Ferdinand, 
to whom Charles had lesigned tho kingdom of \tiph-i, in accordance 
with tho treaty of Vienna. These three branches of tho hause of 
Bourbon agreed to guarantee each other’s dominions, and to regard 
each other’s enemies ns their own. Spain engaged to join France 
against F.nglnml, on May 1, 17lilt, if the war still lasted, in which 
ease Franco would restore Minorca to Spain (Aug. 15,17(jl). Pitt 
felt that the compact demanded instant mid decisive hostilities with 
Spain; hut Ins counsel was rejected, and ho resigned. Ho refused 
snverui offers of tho royal favour, hut accepted lor his wife tire title 
of baroness Chatham, with a pension of JlOOl)/. a year for her life, his 
own, and their eldest son's. 

As Pitt had foreseen, Spain only waited tho safe return of her 
We.it India licet to declare war (Jan. 4, l7iVd;. Tho campaign 
which followed was successful in all quarters. While Frederick and 
prince Ferdinand wen: victorious in Germany, and Ihirgnviie aided 
Portugal in repelling the Spmuarils, the English licet and array in 
the West Indies, under Itodiiev and Monokton, took the Caribbean 
islands and Havmmuh, with great booty, mid in tho east tho Philip¬ 
pine islands were captured. Meanwhile Bute, who had become 
first lord of tho treasury, was nil for peace; end at length the Seim 
Tears' I For was ended by the Peace oe Paws (Fob. 10, 1703’,

They 
Imd nil made rapid progress in wealth, and limy linn n population 
of about two millions of whiles, and half a million of coloured 
pcoplo. Thoy wevo not unwilling to confrlbutu to tlm expenses of 
tlio mother country; but (bey bad Bpoclal objooliona to a etamp- 
duty, and thoy adopted tbo broad principle of no taxation without 
representation. Tho ftltornalivo wlilcli they suggested was that a 
Kn’o. u 
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demand for contributions should bo laid in tbo Kings name before 
tho several bouses of assembly, who would probably Karo voted 
annually at least aa much aa tbo 10,0001. expected from the Stamp 
Act. Tbo measure was, however, passed in 17U5; and even 
Benjamin Franklin, who was in Knglnntl as agent for Pennsylvania, 
bad no expectation of tbo liorco opposition it excited in America. 
Tbo ministry of the marquis of Bouiuxouaji, which replaced that 
of Grenville in 1765, following tbo advico of Pitt, repealed the 
Stamp Act, but declared tbo supremo power of parliament over tbo 
colonies, and quiet was restored for a time (176G). 

Tbo ltockiugliom ministry soon fedl from internal weakucss, and 
was succeeded by Pill's second administration, Pitt himself was 
iundo lord privy seal, and raised to tlm peerage as cart of Chatham 
(July 29, 1766). His removal ft urn tbo House of Commons was 
followed by bis almost complete retirement, in consequence of Ike 
prostration of bis health by repeated attacks of gout. The chief 
direction of utlaira foil to tbo chancellor of tbo exchequer, Cil\ iu.es

At the beginning of that year Chatham, 
who had resigned in October 1768, npponred in new health, as a 
violeut opponent of tho government (Jan. 1770). It was during 
these years that those celebrated attacks upon tbo ministers nnd the 
king appeared in thu Public Advertiser, tlm name of whose author is 
still concealed under tlm appellation oi JlNilii (1707-1772;. 

The Americans appeared to have acquiesced in the tea duty, when 
the discovery of somo letters that had passed between Grenvilles 
private secretary and tho govern me nt of Masanchusetis kindled a new 
Ha me, which hurst, forth on tho arrivnl of some ships laden with tea, 
On which lord North had allowed a special drawback for tlm ad¬ 
vantage of the colonies as well os the F.ast India Company. Tbo 
teas were rofused admission, and ut Boston tho ships wore boarded 
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and thoir cargoes tlirown into Iho water (Dec. 10, 1770), The re¬

. In eonserpionco of Ohatham’s death, lord North retained office, 
in l rusting tho great seal to lord Thuri.ow. Tlio Americans retinol 
overtures which camo too Into, and tlio war lusted another flvo 
years. Spain declared war in 1779; tlio French prepared for an 
invasion, and tlio coasts of Scotland were insulted and two menuf- 
wav taken by tho renowned Paul Jones, a Scotchman by birth, but 
homing an American commission. Out of this general war aroso 
a new contest respecting tho rights of neutrals. Tim northern 
powors, Russia, Sweden, ftml Dunmnrk, funned nn “turned nen. 
tmlity," to onforco tlie principles, that free ships make free goods; 
that no goods (ire contra hand of tear, unless so declared by Irmly ; 
and that a blockade must be effective in order lo be achioiclcdged. 
Holland had oven gone so thr as to plan on nllianco with America, 
tho discovery of which led to a declaration of win fDec. 20, 1780). 

On tlio continent of America tho English gained giout successes, 
but neither their forces nor their tactics were adequate to subdue a 
nation in arms for its freedom. At length tho Americans gained a 
decisive success by tho capitulation of lord Cornwallis and his army 
of 7000 men at York Town (Oct. 1781); and the war was virtually 
ended on tho lnnd. One touching episode of these campaigns was 
tho fnto of tho young ami accomplished major John A nuke, who 
was employed to nvmngo with tho American traitor, general Arnold, 
for the surrender of an important post on tho river Hudson, being 
captured in disguise, Andr4 was condemned to the gallows ns a spy, 
ami Washington even refused him a soldiers death. His sternness,

Ill, Do Orillon brought up eomo iminonso lloaliug batteries within a

opened from sea :iik1 land, nor did it slacken the whole day. lint at 
night llio red-hot shot of tlio fortrefs ret fire to miu of llio largest 
floati»)gr- batteries and to the Spanish flag-ship. The Annus gave 
encouragement ns well ns light to tho besieged, and soon I ho giant 
rock glowed with tho conflagration of all tho batteries in the hny. 
l,oi<l Itowc arrived noon afh'r with 84 sliij>s of I ho line, mid entered 
tho harbour unmolested. Tho key of tho .Mediterranean was saved, 
though the si ego was not abandoned till pence was made. Ocneial 
Elliot wus rewarded with tho title of Led II kathfiki.o, of Gilmdtnr. . 
Rodney's and his victories concluded tho war with l'ranco und Spain. 

A separate peace) had already boon made with America, and the , 
preliminaries signed at Pulls Nov. HO, 1782. England recognised 
the independence of tho United States, mid gave up to them tho 
vast unsettled territory in tho west. The American loyalists were 
recompensed with 10,000,000/. for their losses in property, and with 
annuities amounting fo 120.000/. for the ruin of trades and pro¬ 
fessions. Tho treaty was negotiated hy Dr. Hi njami.v Fiwxki.ix, 
tho father of electrical science, of whom it has been happily said,—

hut who left for the young a nobler philosophy in his wise precepts 
and his blameless life.

U'ho year 1782 may bo regarded as tho commencement of tho 
great COnlliet lbr tho supremacy of tho popular element in tho con¬ 
stitution, which was act lied half a nontury later by tho Reform Act 
of 1832. The cossnllon of tho old conflicts of dynasties on the 
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accession of Georgo III. had restored tho Jacobites (now snich only 
in theory) to a political inlliionco which they nntinnlly throw into 
tlio sea’ll > of the Toiies, whoso power steadily increased ah or the 
full of Walpole. This revival recalled attention to the old foun¬ 
dations of mir constitution; while abstract theories of liberty 
ami human rights worn discussed by philosophers in Fuiuco, and 
openly declared ns tlio basis of tho American republic. To the 
demand for tho reformation of abuses was now added a cry tor 
tho llnronM of our institutions themselves. From its very first 
adoption this word lias had two distinct meanings. Mhilo tho 
Uadictd Hefonncrs have demanded for every citizen the almost 
degreo of liberty which enn bo proved to bo Ills right by mi soil¬ 
ings from the law of nature, tjio great Whig party have sought 
Cor the practical exhibition of that liberty in tho rights scoured 
by our ancient constitution, enlarged ami amended by now light 
from ago to nge. A like distinction must bo made in tho oppo¬ 
site party, bolwcon tho cstroino Tories, who distrust all chums of 
popular liberty, and those who, regarding the- concession of them as 
a question of time mid prudence, prefer to bo called CV»«wrwifiw®. 
Mighty ycara ago, however, tho “ ltndieala” wero an insignificant 
mid persecuted minority, of whom Wii.kks and Ifonrcr. Tookk may 
servo ns examples! and the contest began between tho IThij* arid 
tho " friends of the king." The watchword of (he Whigs was tho 
fuopogition that "the. power of the crown has increased, is increasing, 
and ought to he diminished that of tho Tolies was “Church a ltd 
King." A reform of tho system of returning members to parlia¬ 
ment was now proposed by William Fill, whoso motion fur a com¬ 
mittee of inquiry was rejected in tho commons by only twenty votes 
(May 7,1782,comp. p. 817). At tlm sumo lime revenue oOlccra were 
deprived of the franchise ; contractors under government were ex¬ 
cluded from parliament; niul, on tho motion of Burke, sovcrnl sine¬ 
cures and pensions wero expunged from tho civil list. 

On tho death of lord llocUinghom (July 1, 1782 , the carl of 
Suki.iiurxk became priino minister, and Pitt was made elmnn.llor of 
tlio exchequer; but tho secession of Fox, Burke, and Sheridan, with 
most of the liockinglintn party, left the government powerless; and 
soon after concluding the pence (1783., Shelburne resigned. After 
much difficulty a coalition was formed between Fox and had North 
as secretaries of slate, with tlio duke of Portland as prime minister. 
Tho king and tho people were alike disgusted with the coalition; 
and on tho rejection of Fox’s iudm 73 il l v tho House of Lords, 
though ho had n majority in tho Cummons. royal messages were 
sent°to demand tho scnls (Deo.

OEOROK ill. From the beginning oj the French. Involution 
tu the Death of the King. 

The year 1789 marks a new epoch, from which the history oI 
Knglaml is for a time almost merged in that of Europe. 1 ho causes 
which led to the French revolution, and tho vast events which fol¬ 
lowed it, can only bo related in a brier outline, to bo filled up by future 
study. Tho oppressions and abuses of two centuries ot despotic* 
government had reached their climax, nnd a now school of philo-. 
sophy had taught men to believe they had a right to perfect freedom<, 
when tho benevolent weakness of Louis XVI. encouraged tho at* 
tempt to reduce these theories to practice. Tho crisis wus brought 
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on by the disorder of Iho Ihmiiew, which rnnWcd it um’ftuury to 
ntaeniblo tho M'ltcs-tjeneral, Hint is, n general assembly uf the tlireo 
(.•stales of iiftWi’d, rlcnnj, and common*, or, as they were called in 
France, iho third entitle <Jtan dial). They Inu] Renrcely met at Yer-

MeiUiwhilo the Catholic question hud bi/conm pressing lu 1*24

• Tlicso l«o members wero first elected to the parliament of l i66 
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organized a steady though snmll opposition, who ur.-mmed tlio ntimo 
iif CuhwrvHtivra. Tlio om whelming majority I'm- ministers enabled 
Um-iii to e<iivy sumo great measures, especially tlm nboUthn <i {negro 
f/rtirn/ in the West Indies and Mauritius, which wan eftl'elcd at a 
cost uf ^11,(100,000/. for tom|ieiisalio» to tlio slaveholders. Tho 
motions of tho radical jmity for vote hy hallot, triomiial pail i in non t*, 
and a fart her esloitaioii of tho siill'nige, woi o mimic resnful. Ireland 
was a constant suiUto of tumble. Neither Catholic cmmieipnlion, 
nor reform, nor (ho reduction of (ho I’rotmliml Church estaldi-di- 
ment, which wan canied hy tho Irish secretary Mr. Stani.bv (now 
the carl of Derby), could satisfy tho piieals and demagogues. 
O'Connell headed u new agitation for the Jlcpcal of the Union, and 
collected a larger " lent" tlmii ever, whilo payment of lilho was 
generally infused. Tin* dinoidcia which thus arc so were met hy a 
Court tin A el, which produced a .schism between I ho Wings nml Irish 
Culliolies. Tho proposal to apply Irish Chinch propelty to pur¬ 
poses of education led to tho wirushm of sir James (Jmhum, lord 
.Stanley, lord Hipmi, and (ho duko of ltichmoml from tho miuitdry 
(May 1881) ; and uul tirey soon resigned (July). T.ord Melbourne, 
formerly ?Ir. Lamb, now became premier, and carried an important 
hill f<»r tho nmemlimml of (ho poor-law, Jtut tho ministry were 
much weakened; and on the removal of lord Allhorp from the 
House of Commons hy the death of his father, carl Spencer, the 
king suddenly dismissed them (Nov. 1831), and aunt for sir Honuur 
Pu;i. from Home, tho diilto of Wellington rncunwhilo holding tho 
seals of several departments. 

Sir Holioi l l’cel undertook (ho government on “ libera! conserva¬ 
tive" principles, and appealed to tho ermntvy, lint his intentions, 
sineo known to ho sincere, went distrusted at the time, and, though 
ho gained greatly hy tho now elections, he was still in a minority, 
and after Several defeats ho resigned (April 1835,. Lord Melbourne) 
returned to ofilce, hut without had IJrrmghmu, who, however, helped 
tlio government to carry their tneiiMivo for muuieipttl reform (1830 ,. 

't hey also passed an act authorizing nmrriages hy dissoiitiug ulergy- 
mon and by a purely civil form, coupled with a general nyalom for 
registering births, marriages, and deaths. The support of O Connell, 
however, inndo tho Conservatives tlm mom hostile to tho ministry, 
and they were violently allocked by the Jhidicnlu. At Uns juncture 
tho king died, Juno till, 1837, in tlio sovouly-sucoad your of his age, 
and within a wcok of completing tho sevonlh year of his roigu. llo 
was succeeded by his nicco tho princess Victoria of Kent, nml in 
Jlmiovcr by his brother Krncsl, duko of Cumberland.

Victoria i ., our present most gracious and beloved queen, was pro* 
claimed on Juno 21, 1837, by litr two names of Alexandrian Vietarm, 
but blio limnediutuly dropped tho former. She was born, May 21, 
181th Tho donth of licr lather (Jnn. 23, l820) left her to tho sola 
ouro of her mother, Victoria, duchess of Kent mid princess of Saxo 
Cob mg-Got tm, tlio sister of juinco Leopold; and tho chnrgo was 
fulfilled witli a enro mid wisdom, of which tho fruit has been shown 
in every step of her Majesty's life. 

Sho soon displayed ft character totally opnoMte to tho selfish ia- 
dvdeneo of George IV., and l lift weak good nutnro of William IV. 
SIio devoted herself to publio mid private duty with diligence, 
activity, punctuality, mid economy. Having given up the domains 
of tho crown for n very mad era to civil list, she speedily paid her 
father's debts and those conti acted by her mother for her education, 
ller accession was hailed with cheerful hope, bused on tho know¬ 
ledge of tho training nho had received, and with chivalrous devotion 
ty a Bccond virgin queen, who had tho oil vantage over Eliza bet Ji in 
youth rmd gentleness. She was wisely guided into tho strict path 
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i,r llio constitution by lord M oilman ie, ami after liim by succeeding 
imniaturs, by her la men In l consort, ami by llio dul.o of Wellington, 
wir.so advice w,is always nought in groat uinorgoncios. 

Tlio queen wan weleomad with eiitluiaiumn on liar first public 
uppoamiicu in llio city, Nov. 9, 18117. Lord Melbourne's tottering 
ministry revived in (ho sujislifmi of her favour mid fu the strength 
of her liberal principles ; but llano \fere clouds mound and breakers 
abend. They wuro suspected by llio lludleiiln of receding from 
liberal jainciples uudur shelter of court favour, especially when lord 
John Russell announced (bo ‘•fluidity” of the Inform Act (Nov. 
18:i7> Offence was given by their resistance lo llio shortening of 
llio term of “ apprenticeship " which preceded llio final emancipa¬ 
tion of (lie negroes. Their Irish policy offended (lio Toried witfioilt 
satisfying LI iu llcpoubaa; and in Canada I hoy had (o meet a for¬ 
midable rebellion with mommies of coercion, This robollion led to 
tho selllenieiit of llio ufiitirs of Canada hv lord Durham in Urn fol¬ 
lowing year, and tho union of tho lwo provinces under a new and 
popular constitution. Thuo was a marked coolness in the qiu eifs 
reception on her way lo open parliament id llio beginning of 1838. 
'i’liu Cmihorvafives under sir Robert Peel gamed strength in the 
commons, and the go verm noil l were in a minmily in tho lords, where 
they wove assailed by tho tnotlcfi of l.yiulhnist a ml tho invectives of 
Brougham.

But fm appeal to llio country returned a new Parliament 
devoted to lord Palmerston, whose name became henceforth the 
watchword of tho moderate liberals. Amidst the enthusiasm of 
foreign nnd political victory, tho blessings of peace mid a glorious 
summer, it was remembered (hat our Indian Fnipiro had readied its 
hundredth year; and a pioposal laid been mcido to celebrate tl.o 
centenary of Plnssey, when the news came of a mutiny of tho sepoys, 
threatening our very expulsion from the peninsula. This summary 
docs not allow room for llio recital of tho horrors of the conflict ami 
tiro heroism with which tho danger was smmounted. One great 
result of this mutiny was the transfer of the government of India 
from tho Company to tho Crown, under the administration of a liftli 
secretary of slate,* assisted by a council of fifteen (Sept. 1, 1858). 
Tho autumn of 1857 witnessed a monetary crisis, during which tho

On the 2t)lh of April 
the Austrians crossed tlio Ticino, hut their detents at Montebello 
(May 20 ) and Mugriiia (Juno 4), were followed mi tho 21th hy tho 
decisive vietmy of SJ/eriuo ; and at a personal interview ut Villn- 
franco. (July 11th) Napoleon and Francis Joseph na;reed to the terms 
afterwards embodied in the treaty concluded at Zuiich iNov. llih'. 
Lombardy was enlcd to France, in older to ho handed over to 
Sardinia; hut tlio other arrangements woro scattered to Iho winds 
by tlio action of tlio people, who, in Tuscany, Modena.
